111. — Walter AVcUman's sOonnd alteuipt 
to sail over the north polo in a bal- 
loon has resulted In failure. The slant 
dirigible balloon "America," in which 
Mr. Wellman and his party of three 
set out upon their pi^rllous flight to- 
day met. with a mishap after it had 
proceeded about 3i; tniles from the 
starting point. Mr. Wellman and -liis 
party succeeded in malting a landing 
without injury to .T.ny member, and 
returned to this point on board the 
steamer Frani, wliich also towed in the 
disabled balloon. 

After long preparation and waiting 
for favorable weather the opportunity 
came today, and Mr. Wellman decided 
early In the morning to make the 
Htart. 

It was 10 o'clock in the morning 
when the great airship was brought 

out of its shod and the daring explor- 
or.s took their places in the car. Whea 
the anchors were cast loose the alr- 
slilp ascendoil beautifully. Tlio en- 
gines were yet in motion and every- 
thing seemed to work to perfection. 
Tlie big air craft was manoeuvred for 
some time and answered her helm 
beautifully. Then its head was turn- 
ed to the northward, and it set out 
at a speed of 25 miles an hour. Sud- 
denly, after, having covered some 32 
miles, the leather guide rope, to which 
W.1S attached a thousand pounds of 
provisions and stores, broke. away. The 
accident occurred just as the airship 
was ncarintr the-pack Ice off north 
Spitzbergen. 

Released from this great weight, the 
airship shot upwards at a terrific 
pace until it was at a great height 
above tlie cloud.'J. Tlie i)ilots .suc- 
ceeded, however, in bringing her down 
near the earth, turned her about and 
set out to light their way southward 
against a strong wind. The airship 
proceeded slowly southward to the 
edge of the pack Ice, where the steam> 
er- Fram <\vas anchored. 

After much difflculty a tow rope was 
got aboard the Fram, which started 
immediately to tow the airship ot 
.Spltzbergon. The strain was so great. 
how('vor, that it threatened to tear 
the car to which the rO|io was attached 
to pieces ,and Mr. Wellman linally do- 



easUy. Wellman and Vanlman wore 
delighted with the action of the big 
airship at this point. A (luarter of an 
hour after tho start was made they 
were sailing over tho open water and 
steering easily northward. Wellman 
wont to tho navigating table and be- 
gan his book, turning over tho steer- 
ing wheel to ropoff. Tho America 
was sailing along 1!50 feet above tho 
ground. 

"Tho spectacle was marvelous,"' said 
Popoff In relating hi.? experiences, "as 
wo looked down upon .tiny Islands set 
in a green sea, over which the long 
guide rope trailed its way. 

Ilastward were the great snow-cov- 
ered mountains ana,:Jlaj61ers 'Kllsten- 
,lng blue aritl^.*whlt'e'''Iri' th'o brilliant 
sunshine, and- northward of us was the 
limitless sea of Icc Just coming Into 
our view. As I stood at the wheel I 
found that the America steered easily 
where she hadjplenty of room. 

"WoUmah 'calmly took' notes of tho 
course, distance, and tfmci, , Vanlman 
came up from the 'epglneroom and 
smiled at Wellman; who„8honted, above 
the roar of the motort»aria screws, 'By 
Qeorge, we are 'stiattod; anyway.' 
'What's the course?' sliouted Vanlman. 
'True north,' I replledlj; 

"We were all happy*? believing we 
had at last overcome all obstacles and 
auspiciously started .^uppn our long 
voyage, but misfortuiie was dose at 
hand. -At noon, Wellman, who wos 
looking, over the side,-' cried out, "My 
God, look at that.' TJia .guide rope 
was falling; it had parted near tho 
upper end. Believed of over a thou- 
sand pounds of welglit, the ship rose 
rapidly Into the clouds, a mile above 
the sea and a hundred miles north of 
the coast ot Spltzbergen, Mountains 
and glaciers were .spread out In a 
beautiful panorama. *'At a great 
height wo rhct a very strong current 
of wind. The motor was still running 
smoothly, and we were travelling 35 
miles an hour nort)ii^as^t.M<and > was 
fast disappearing i(o TOei^B9.Mh. 

"Wellman loft the l)rKige'-an(d -went 
forward to consult .Vaiiinia. Ketum- 
Ing ho said that they'h'4a?kgreed that 
the loss of the guide rope,- -.which de- 
strayed the vertical equUlbplum of the 
ship, made a continuance .of the voy- 
age impossible. V.''o now opened a 
valve to get the ship lower. Wellman 
took tho wheel and started toward 
Vogelsand. Tho ship was then bat- 
tling against a strong wind, and the 
propellers, working powerfully, en- 
abled us at times to got in a little, 
but at other times we lost ground. 
Wo descended slowly, and finally we 
struck an altitude, .wher.fe. the . wind

ramp Wellman. Dane's Island, Spltz- 
bergen, Aug. 15. via Chrlstlanik, Aug. 
-i.-Tlie attempt of Walter WellmaJi 
to ero.ss tlie north pole In an airship, 
which began and ended today, marked 
his .secon<J failure in this arduous un- 
dertaking. All during last night Woll- 
m.in and others watched for a favor- 
able turn of the wind, and at 8 o'clock 
thi.s morning -Wellman decided that the 
hour had arrived to make a start' 
The airship ^^■as taken out of tho shod 
and elhnaii, Vanlman, Loud and 
PnpolC took their plaee.^ in the car 
Vanlman, who wa.s the chief engineer 
of tliG cXj,cdIt!on, gave orders to the 
workmen to cue loo.se the bnlnnn at -i 
quarter after 10 o'clock. It was lifted 
by a strong gust of wind, bareiy 
cleared the shed and leaped high in 
tho air. Tho guide rope was picked 
up without trouble and one motor was 
started Immediately. The ship swung 
out over the bay. with Wellman hold- 
ing her steering wheel. By his side 
stood Popnff and T>oud who gave their 
attention to the motor. The problem 
was tiien to i^ct clear of the narrow 
bay surroundeil by high mountains, 
while the many cro.ss currents of 
wind .sent tho craft in first one direc- 
tion and then another. 

Wellman first tried to reach the 
open ocean through tho east strait 
but a .strong puff of v>-lnd from that 
side brought tlie "America" near tlio 
rocks. In avoiding them the shlii 
described a circle and endeavored to 
pass out at the west strait. Here again 
It met another strong wind current 
sweeping between the high moun- 
tains.

Tragedy Arising From Whiskey 
Is Enacted on Lower 
Arrow Lake 



Nakusp, B.C., Aug. 21. — It Is evldcrit 
that a foul murder has been commit- 
ted on tho lower Arrow Luke, about 
thirty miles south of here, resulting 
frnm n rli-iinken brawl among some 
Indians. On Sunday last two members 
of the almost e.Mliict trlhp, there bi!- 
Ing but twenty odd left, departed from 
l''au(iuier's Ranch, iind after securing 
two bottles of whiskey from a China- 
man, proceeded in a rowboat to Bur- 
ton City. Only one arrived there, 
and he stated that his partner had 
returned to Needles by the shore. 

F. O. Faukuler had occasion to come 
to Burton, and finding both men had 
not arrived, came On to Nakusp and 
reported the matter to tho police. Chief 
Constable Uevitt of Nelson immediate- 
ly started a hunt, and last night ho 
arrested Kootenay Frank for the mur- 
der of Antolne Baptiste, ids partner, 
near Grass Point, Arrow Lake, about 
three miles from Needles. 

Devitt liad followed ills man since 
Tuesday, and arrested him in tlie bush 
between Thrums and the mouth of the 
Kootenay river. He and another In- 
dian had purchased changes of clothes 
and a rifle when arrested. 

Suspicion attached to Kootenay 
Frank, because when he left Needles 
ranch ho was without funds and later 
Chief Devitt discovered that he was 
spending twenty dollar bills. Subse- 
ciucntly to his arrest he made a com- 
plete confession to Chief Devitt, and 
said he killed Antoino by clubbing his 
rifle and hitting him on tho back of 
the head, lie then opened his stomach 
and bowels with his knife, tied a stone 
to hia wrist and towed him to midlako, 
where he sank tho body and the rillc. 

Devitt brought his man to Nakusp 
this morning, and lodged him in jail, 
returning with grappling Irons In 
search of the body. Both Indiana were 
well known here.

Fitzgerald, Ga., Aug. 21. — Henry Tay- 
lor, the negro accused of murdering 
Mr.s.

D. Hun- 
ter, tho government entomologist in 
charge of the southern fiela croji in 
a bulletin today declares that the ter- 
rific heat of tho last few days has 
killed more than !)!) per cent of tho 
boll woovils in Texas and Oklahoma, 
and that the heat and dryness of tho 
season everywhere lia.s I'jrought out 
small plants on which tho bolls which 
will .soon open, so that the crop may 
bo picked at. an abnormally, early 
dote. 



Coal Creok Accident, 
Fernie, Aug. 21. — A serious accident 
occurred at C'jal Creek yesterday, 
Richard Alder, a youth engaged as 
conductor on an air motor In No. 2 
mine, while coming out of tho tunnel 
mouth with a trip of. loaded., cars went 
to get off the mbtbr to ' throw a 
switch. Ho caught his head ' between 
the motor and the sheet Iron on tho 
roof, which took his scalp nearly off. 
Ho was thrown aside, rebounded Into 
tho track, tho motor passing over him 
bcforo It stopped. This broke his 
shoulder and several ribs. It Is doubt- 
ful, if ho wUr recover. 



Indianapolis, Aug. 21. — Throe moro 
lives were sacrificed today in the mad 
speed carnival which has inaugurated 
the great Indianapolis motor speed- 
way. One mechanician and two spec- 
tators paid tho poni.vlty of their lives 
to satisfy tlie (j.xlieino desire for 
speed. The accident occurred when a 
National cur driven b.v Charles Mcrz 
ran into a group of spectators, spread- 
ing death and destruction In the wako 
of Its wild plunge. 

Tho dead: . Claude Kellum, of In- 
dianapolis, mechanician in the Nation- 
al car; Ora' JdUiffe, Trafalgar, Indiana; 
an unidentified man. 
, Besides tlie three deaths, two serious 
injuries resulted dulring tlio day. Hen- 
ry Lapking, of Indianapolis, was se- 
riously injured In tho fatal wreck, sus- 
taining a compound fracture of his 
right arm, a broken nose and several 
scalp wounds. Bruce Keene, tho driv- 
er of the Marmlon car in the same 
race, crashed Into a post shortly after 
the National wreck, and was badly cut 
about tho neck and head. 

After the second accident the ofllclals 
decided to call off tho 300-mllo race. 
Tho leading car, a Jackson, with Leo 
Lynch at the wheel, had covered 250 
miles. Ralph . D Palma In-a Flat,, was. 
second and Stlllinari ln a'Marmloii^ was' 
third. 

The race will bo declared no con- 
test, and the great Indianapolis motor 
trophy will bo raced for again. ■ Merz 
escajjcil from tho terrible wreck with 
hardly a scratch. He fell under tho 
car when it turned a somersault 
through the air and down into a gully 
near tho side of the track. Ho was in 
imminent danger of being burned to 
death, but was able to shut off tho 
engine and thus save himself. 

The three deaths today raises tho 
toilv of the speedway to seven lives 
thia-'week. William A. Burgoyno and 
Ills mechanician, Harry Holcomb, of 
the Knox racing team, were idllcd - in 
an accident in - the 250-mile race on 
Thursday. CllU' Iilttorali tt Stoddart- 
Daytdn mechanician, was/ killed .by be- 
ing bit by a bigi rficihg madhlne while 
on the way out to the Speedway. On 
Thursday Elmer Grampton, a six-year 
old bo.v. was killed by the automobho 
of Dr. Clark E. Day, of this city, while 
the latter was on his way to tho Speed- 
way for the first day's racing. 

The fatal accident today occurred on 
the south turn of the immense ellpse, 
and near tho open stands, which con- 
tained moro than 5,000 people. Tho 
spectators, however, did not seo tho 
accident. 

The sma.<]h came after Mcrz had fin- 
ished more than 200 miles, and was 
running fifth in tho race. Tho tire on 
tho right front wheel camo off, and 
tho car tore away from the control of 
the driver, craslilng through tho fenco 
near tlie foot of a bridge across tho 
track iind i)lunglng into iv crowd there. 
It tore through tills group and into tlie 
gully, turning a complete somersault 
before it reached tho ground about 10 
feet below. 

Kellum was thrown Into the water, 
great gashes were torn in his body and 
head. He lived for some time without 
regaining consciousness. The uniden- 
tified man was Instantly killed and 
JolieCe died as he was. being lifted into 
an ambulance. Lapking was taken to 
the emergency hospital, where a quick 
operation saved his life and it Is be- 
lieved he may recover. Despite the 
tragedy the six cars left In the r.aco 
continued tho trying ordeal until tho 
accident to Kccno in the Marmlon oc- 
curred.

Previous Records 



; Ottawa; ^Aug, 21.— For . the flrst; time 
on record 'every province' in "Canada 
will' be represented at tho Dominion 
Rifle Association meeting, which opens 
■in this city on Monday. Saskatchewan 
is sending a team for the llrst time, 
and will have eight or ten men here. 
The Royal Canadian Dragoons, St. 
John, N.B., are sending nine or ton 
men. 

Tho entries are 475, compared with 
437 last year, and are expected to go 
over BOO, which will beat all records, 
with tho exception perhaps of the 
Palma trophy year, when a number 
of English and Amepican riflemen were 
counted amongst nhose here during 
competition week. Within the next ton 
days $10,300 In cash and trophies to 
tlie value of between $6,000 and $7,000 
will be given out to prize winners. 

Prlnco Edward Island is sending a 
contingent of eighteen or twenty. 
Tiu ro will be about 40 from Nova 
Scotia. 

Col. Barlow, of England, who donat- 
ed the Barlow trophy, shot for last 
year for tho first time, has reached 
tho capital and will be here for tho 
next two weeks. He Is a prominent 
members of the largest rifle associa- 
tion in Great Britain. 

Among those from British Columbia 
will be Staff Sergt.

Pltts'burg, Pa., Aug. 21 — A charge 
of peonage was formally made late 
tonight against Frank N. Hoffsiot, 
president of the Pressed Steel Car 
cuiiipuny, and Stiiriucl COiiuil, head of 
the service bureau at the Schoenvlllo 
plant. 

The charge was contained in an af- 
fidavit sworn to by Albert Vamos, an 
imported workingman, before United 
States Commissioner AV.

Vamos, who claims to be a resident 
of New York City, alleges that he 
was brought here in complete ignor- 
ance of the state of affairs at Sclioen- 
viUe on August IG. Ho avers he made 
an attempt to escape, first asking 
permission from Cohen to leave. He 
avers tliat ho was then beaten, being 
so severely Injured that he had to go 
to a hospital, from which institution 
he was released yesterday. 

Before appealing to .the United 
States commissioner, Vamos solicited 
tlio aid of the Austrian-Hungarian 
consul, who in turn immediately star- 
ted an investigation regarding the 
alleged illegal detaining of Austrlans 
and Hungarians at the plant of the 
car company. The Austria-Hunga- 
rian consul said tonight he had been 
informed that many of his country- 
men were being held In tho car plant 
against their wills.

London, Aug. 21. — Having succeed- 
ed by means of an all-night sitting 
of the House of Commons in passing 
througli the committee clauses of the 
budget Imposing a tax on land values, 
the governm'^ent has given the mem- 
bers a weeks' release from their ar- 
duous labors, during which time loss 
contentious measures will be consid- 
ered. 

The fight over the budget, which 
will fairly revolutionize tho system 
of taxation in England, has been one 
of the most strenuous in the history 
of parliament. A more handful of 
Unionists, as compared with tho huge 
Liberal majority, has been able to 
hold up legislation wek after week, 
until tho government, though loath 
to Introduce guillotine methods in or- 
der to limit the discussion, wa 3 forced 
to bring in the now rules of proce- 
dure, which authorize the chairman 
to decline to consider purely block- 
ing amendments. 

The last of the land taxation clauses 
has been In committee, but their form 
is quite different from that originally 
Introduced. The chancellor of the 
exchequer hks made a number ofvery 
important concessions, chief among 
these being that In regard to tha 
valuation of land. Under tho bill, as 
introduced,, the cost of the valuation 
was imposed upon tho owners. This 
/charge has been taken over by the 
state,. -however, . which will be called 
upon to spend >for this purpose $10,- 
000,000, This is' more than tho tax 
;,wlU-;-';prpducov during tho first year. 
.The-'^^property of friendly societies, 
which own lands valued at upwards 
of f$600i000,000,',ls also exempted under 
the'r,n<Bw*;tWMtIori;f^ This Is a conces- 
sIon.>tb tlierlalfor ..unionists, who form 
a large,- majoflty; of .the, shareholders 
of the societies. .' / 

Another amendment made to the 
bin came as a'-resuit;< of criticism by 
the Lord Chief Juistlce. Itvwas orlgl" 
nally proposed - that the - : valuation 
placed upon property by commission- 
ers appointed for that purposie should 
be final, but the Lord Chief Justice 
pointed onf that this would be In di- 
rect contravention to the British con- 
stitution, whicli expressly gives the 
right of appeal la all cases. The gov- 
ernment therefore' ainended the blll,j 
allo.wlnjf tho right Of., appeal. - An-', 
other much crltlblSed provision of the 
bill, imposing a 'tax' upon unmlned^ 
minerals, was also withdrawn, and a 
tax on mining royalties and rents 
was substituted. 

Tlio government, however, main- 
tained the principle of taxation on 
land values, and in tho campaign 
throughout the country in which the 
cabinet ministers are taking part is 
attempting to Justify its policy. The 
'Unionists arc just as busy in opposi- 
tion to this policy. 

Tho masses seem to favor tho 
measure, and ■joipc Unionist newspa- 
pers, recognizing this, are urging tho 
party to give up the fight and turn 
its attention to tariff reform. The . 
leaders are supported by a majority 
of tho party, however, and are insist- 
ing that the contest go on \untll the 
bill reaches the housfe of •lords, when i 
the hope Is expressed that the upper I 
house. Ignoring all precedents, "nviU I 
cither amend or throw out tho meas- i 
ure, and thus, they believe, force the i 
government to appeal to tho country. ' 
It Is doubtful whether the lords -will j 
tako the extreme step of interfering i 
with tnxation, which has heretofore) 
been considered the prerogative of the | 
house of commons alone. Even if th'eyH' 
did, it is considered doubtful whethet*'''' 
a general election would follow.

TOPIC RENEWED 



City Council Will Again Con- 
sider Protest Against Action 
of Fair Directors 



Tomorrow ' ovojilngr the- city council, 
at at least a number of the civic fath- 
ers, will a^in take occasion to ex- 
press their opposition to bettlnsT at the 
forthcoming fair. The resohitloii 
which was submitted at last week's 
nieotlnK of tho council, but which wan 
liold over owinK to tlie fact tlint dur- 
Intr tho (ilscussion of aeveral uf the al- 
dermen departed and it wa.s deenunl 
unwise to init tlie resolution to a vote 
until the ontiro eouncU waa ijre.'fent, 
will again come up for consideration. 

Thu resolution as submitted last 
weeic wa.s as follows; That it be and 
It is hereby resolvcnl that llio direct- 
ors of tl\e l;!ritl.sh CuUunbla ABricul- 
tiii'O Association be reciuustod to .re- 
consider tlie resolution of tlie 14th of 
AuKUst, 11)01). permitting open book 
niiiklnB- at tlie races to be lielil duriiiij 
the ab-riculturo exhibition of 1001). 

At last week's i-ieeling a iarse depu- 
tation of lliose opposed to betting In 
any form was jiresc^nt. Whether 
lllu! representation will be on hand 
tomorrow nlfjlit remains to bo seen 
There will, however, it is stated, bo 
some change in tho form of tho reso- 
lution to bo voted Upon. Tho opposi- 
tion of tho council will bo expressly 
stated aa In the above resolution hut 
evidently as a species of sop to tho 
thiee exhibition directors who liavo 
advocated that bettln>; he allowed, 
tliough, they have worked consistent- 
ly in the interests of tho association, 
a i)reanible will be affixed to the reso- 
lution In which the council express its 
appreciation of tho work of the direct- 
ors in tho past ■while depreciating 
their intention to have betting at tho 
fair. 

What Will Bo Effect 
That tho resolution will pass appear.s 
to he a foregone conclusion judging 
from the sentiments expressed by tho 
majority of the aldermen at last Mon- 
day's meeting but just what the effect 
will bo on the directors oC the Assoc- 
iation remains to be seen. 

JIayor Hall made 11 plain at tho 
last meeting of tlic council tliat about 
the only thing tlie city can do Is to 
bring an action of eviction against tho 
tenants of the grounds, the B. C. 
Agriculture Association, but ho also 
stated that such an action might bo 
continued for several montlis before 
being finally decided and as the fair 
will be hold in a month's time any ac- 
tion brouglit by the city might not bo 
conclusive this year. 

Several works of local improvement 
will be passed ui)on. These will In- 
clude tho following: To grade, drain 
and rnck surface Grant street between 
Stanley and Belmont avenue and con- 
struct permanent sidewalks on both 
skies of tlie same, tlie owners to pay 
four-fifths of thoj, cost; -permanent 
sidewalks on bbtbj|sl0ee' of St. Law- 
rence street bot*iveeri Ei^e and Niagara 
.streets and to grade and rock shrfaco 
the roadway; the ownors to pay four- 
flCths of the cost; permanent side- 
walks on ' both sides .oC '^Kose, street 
between Hillside avenue and King's 
road: on both sides of Blanchard 
stnet between Hillside avenue and 
Bav street and on both aides of Work 
strict between Hillside aVenuc and Bay 
streets, the owners to pay four-fifths 
of the coat in each case. 



FIRE DESTROYS 
ESPiALT HOME 

Flames Get Good Headway Be- 
fore Brigade Could Reach 
the Scene 



IjOSs to tho amount of about S2..')00 
was suffered by Singleton Wise yester- 
day morning when the two storey resi- 
dence owned by hlin on lisqulmall 
road, west of Mead street, and .oc- 
cupied by InnoH Hopkins ui the B. C. 
.Marlm- worli.s, was destroyed by lire. 
,Iust how the lire originated is not 
known. .Mrs. Hopkins was in the kit- 
(!lion engaged in putting; up preserves 
wlien slie first noticed the fact that 
the house was ablaze. The flames 
evidently broke out in the roof and 
siiread with Incredible rapidity. With- 
in but a comparatively short time 
the dwelling was a seething mass of 
flames. By the time tho lire brigade, 
which made roniarkaljly fast time In 
getting to the lire, arrived on the scene 
Iho entire rear of the dwelling and 
Uie loof was afire. A line of hose 
twenty-seven lumdred feet in length 
was laid and, conKidering the distance 
a goo<I stream was soon playing on 
tlie llri'. wliiie the clieniical engine did 
good worli. By luird work tho lire- 
men sa\-ed practically all the contents 
of the house, but the building itself 
was destroyed. 

While engaged In carrying a line of 
hose upstairs, Capt. Norman was in- 
jured tiy a large quantity of i)luster 
giving 'vay and descending upon !;i;; 
iicad. He was knoclced down and 
liartially stunned l)ut was pulled out 
of the smoke and fliinios Ijy one of 
tlie lU-eniell. 

Anotlur alarm about o'clock l.'ist

dence of iMrs. I'^inlayHon, Dallas road, 
now occujiiiMl by .Joseph Tasse. Hot 
aslies jiiled against tlie rear of the 
h(!m!c created ;i small bla/.o whlcii was 
(lulckly put out.

AFFLICTED OSAKA 



Explosions Injure Many People And 
Destroy or Damape Thousands 
of Buildings 

Toklo, Aug. 21. — Today's advices 
from Osaka show that the explosions 
there yesterday were of a much more 
serious nature than the first reports 
Indicated, < 

An Investigation revealed., that 88 
tons of dynamite and 26 .tons of 
powder exploded, and that In addition 
to four persons being fatally Injured, 
20 others were seriously hurt. Tho 
forco of the explosions completely 
shattered 1,520 buildings, and tliou- 
sands of others were seriously dam- 
aged. 

The entire countryside for miles was 
sliaken, the earth shook as though 
from an earthiuiake. 

The explosions. It is believed, wore 
the result of spontaneous combustion 
and probably . wore caused by tho re- 
cent conflagration.

Tliis .il.so 
was acknowledged witii tliankii. 'I'lie 
dcpctur rejiorted that tlii! lulid days

was i;,;i(il days, or a daily average of 
74.2. Tiiore wore 178 patients treated, 
of wiioni 81 were treated witiiout 
charge, thus showing that about one- 
half of tho work done by tho Royal 
.lubilee Hospital Is carried Out witii- 
out cliarge to tiie ]iatient. 

Tile financial (•ommittee reporterl the 
payment of salaries amounting to 
$1,211.15, and recommended tlie pay- 
ment of accounts to the amount of 
$i;,7;H.50. Both these Items wore ap- 
proved. 

The iiouse committee directed atten- 
tion to portions of the premises wlil<;h 
they particularly <lesiretl should be 
painted forthwith. This matter raised 
the question of funds, the linancla! 
position of the hospital being seriously 
crippled by the extraordinary amount 
of work performed without ch.arge, .ind 
the high cost of labor "'•and supplies. 
Tho directors folt that something must 
bo done Mnimodlately In .obmmenclng 
tho work ■ of renovating 'the Interior, 
and ordered that tenders be linvited for 
painting the* Strathcona and ■female 
wings. As, soon as tenders are re- 
ceived a special rheeting to award the 
contract will be called. The secretary 
was instructed to prepare specillca- 
tlons. : _. 

On a report r that Chief Davis of the 
fire department had attentled the hos- 
pital and given sorrio instructions in 
regard to first aid in the case of a 
liri breaking out, the directors order- 
ed tlieir best thanks to be conveyed to 
the chief, with the hope that ho would 
continue to make periodical visits to 
tho hospital witli the purpose of main- 
taining tlio building in tlio highest 
state of fire fighting ellieieney. 

The meeting then adjourned.

THE TRAIVIWAY BYLAW 

We have been asked if the Tramway 
bylaw does not give the ■company a 
monopoly of light and power supply 
for' Victoria, and one ratepayer has 
said thp.t If it did not, ho would cer- 
tainly vote for tho bylaw. The liru- 
\'lsioii of the bylaw covering this 
point Is section 6, whicli wo quote: 

6. The Corporation hereby consent 
to luid shall take all steps ncces.sary 
on their part to procure, at the ex- 
pense of the company, at the n.ext 
session oi; the legislative assembly of 
the J-'rovinee oT Urilisli c'olutnbia. an 
amendment to be made to chai)ter ;i- 
01' th.e Statutes of tilOl!, known as "The 
Municipal (.'lauses Aei," in tin- words 
and ligui-i^s following, that is to say; 

"The i^ald Chapter ">:; is hereby 
amended by inserting after i-'ectlon 50 
the following sections, namely: 

" -'50a. Provided that Uie JIunlcIpal 
Council of the Corporation of . tho City 
of Victoria shall not, whether acting 
under the authority of this section or 
any otlier i)ower contained in this or 
any other act, pass any bylaw which 
shall liave for Its ol),ieei the falsing of 
money for, (ir tlio purchasing, acquir- 
ing, cmsLruetlng, operating or main- 
taining of any works, similar to those 
now carried on by the British (.'olnm- 
bl,-i J'JIectrle Railway Ojuip^my. I-.lmit- 
ed, (.ir l.iy virtue of whieli the Corpor- 
ation of tile City of \'ictnria will be- 
come a competitor in ilie said business 
now'earried on of the Hrltisb Colimibia 
Electric -Hallway Company, Limited, 
In Victoria, until the Council has, by 
l>ylaw fixed the price which they will 
offer for the property of the said com- 
pany, nor until thirty (30) days: have 
elajised after notice of such pricir shall 
liave been communicated to the said 
company. 

" ■f^H()\'lI3I-;n, that nothing contain- 
ed heri-in .-iliall lie deemed to in any 
wise restrict tlie riglit of the .said 
CoriKiration of the City of Victoria to 
authorize any person, (irm or conipany 
enter into competition with tlie 
British Columbia Electric Railway 
Company, Eimlted, within the limits 
of the said Corporation or from pass- 
ing any bylaws necessary for the pur- 
pose of conferring franchises, charters 
or other enabling powers necessary In 
that behalf, ujion such conditions and 
wltli sueli restrictions as tlie said cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria may 
deem advisable, but in so doing no 
bonus, exemption or immunity from 
taxes or any class, of aid shall be con- ' 
feirrcd.' " 

This section .hinds the city not, to 
enter Itito' competition'' ')ivli0tlie':i.^ 
pany without offering to buyVtliff com-^, 
pany's inidcrtaking. This jJ^-ialV-tl^a^j 
the city undertalcos, and the'flrsl part 
o C the ; section " itself leaves"itJie cl ty 
free- to do' anything else It may see 
lit. Alderman Turner thought, liow- 
cver, that this was not (luite as clear 
as It miglit be, and he asked for the 
proviso making It clear that tho city 
might authorize any other company to 
enter into sucIi competition, except 
that till- city may not give a n(-w com- 
pany any assistance in so doing. It Is 
true , that the city does not in so many 
words say. that It reserves the right 
to sell water to a now company. l)ut 
tlil.s follows as a matter of course. 

If the city acquires Goldstream, it 
takes over the rights and liabilities of 
the company to supply power to the 
Tramw:iy comjiany, which is to didiver 
a certain (piantity of water dally to 
the latter company at its power house. 
AN'hen the water so delivered has pass- 
ed through the company's wheels the 
city may resell it to any one for any 
purjiose wlia;.'\'er, just as the Wnler- 
worl-cs company may now sell it. 
Therefore if a new company, desiring 
to instal a jjower jilant, wishes to pur- 
chase water from tlie city below tho 
Tramway company's iiower house, the 
city is absolutely free to sell It. This 
point was discussed at a recent meet- 
ing of the Board of Trade. Alderman 
Turner said the City Council was ad- 
vised by its legal department tliat it 
would possess this right under the 
agreement with the Tramway com- 
pany — that is, it may sell water for 
any purpose, but it may not sell elec- 
tric power. Mr. Goward, the local 
manager of tho company, was present 
and stated that his company so un- 
derstood the agreement. 



HYDRANTS NEEDED 

Yesterday's fire on the Ksquimalt 
Itoad made very elc;ir the absolute 
necessity for hydrants along that 
thoroughfare. The matter has not 
lieen brought forward in any promin- 
ent way, because no occasion has re- 
cently arisen where there lias l)ei'n 
tiny property loss for the lack of them, 
'i'lie city Hre department was summon- 
ed and responded with commendable 
promptness; it was only twelve min- 
utes after the alarm was sent in th;tt 
the 'Victoria West apiiaratus was on 
the g.round and a couple of minutes, 
later the Chleit arrived. Other appar- 
iUuK arrived in (piick order, and tliere 
w;is nothing that the department could 
do that WU3 not done very proini)tly. 
But they, were , unable • to accompllsih 
much for lack of water, although there 
was abundtuice of It In the main nin- 
iilng along the road. The dislaiK'e of 
tho nearest hydrant was 2,700 feet, and 
although a. hose was laid as quickly 
as It could bo got down. It was then 
too late to do anything towards saving 
the house. We go into these particu- 
lars bei.auKc the (Jity I'Mremen deserve 
recognition for the promptness with 
which they acted at a lire out of their 
Jurisdiction, and also beeause In that 
way it Is ( aslest to empliaslzo the fact 
that if there had been a liydrant at 
Head street tlio . building, probably 
could iiave been saved." Even It that, 
could not have been done, some pro- 



tection could hcvo been afforded to 
the nelgliboring propertj', which at one 
time aeomed to be in serious danger. 

Wo think It Is the duty of the pro- 
vincial government, which collects the 
taxes In the Esquimau District, to put 
in iiydrants and arrange with tho 
Esquinuilt Water Works coinjiany for 
their use. AVe think, also, that this Is 
a matter about which there ought to 
bo no delay at all, There ought to bo 
a hydrant at Head street, one mid- 
way between Head and Lampson, one 
at Lampson, one at the Beaumont post 
oHlce^pone Jn<;Esqtllinalt villngo, and 
one o'r two others 'Iri' i^^^ that 
:ire now being built up. There ought 
also to bo a hose wagon somewhere 
along tho road.

Here and There 



Tho announcement made by Dr. 
Fagan a few days ago that all the 
funds necessary for the erection and 
equipment of the Tranciulllc Sani- 
tarium for tuberculosis excepting $85,- 
000 have been raised will be read with 
great satisfaction. This sum is very 
small when It Is to the lnterest_ of 
every man, woman and^chlld in Brit- 
ish Columbia tliat the sanitarfura shall 
be completed and .paid for ,'at . the 
earliest possible rnomenti . ■ ' 

"We are all too apt, to ■ think. that be- 
cause neither wo nor our'Tiimllles have 
contracted tlils' disease that the meas- 
ures talccn to fight It do not el'feet vis. 
This Is a mistake. It Is Just because 
consumption is not prevalent in tills/ 
province that we can work with tile 
greatest hope of success. If the dis- 
ease can be eradicated In any part of 
(Canada that part la British Columbia 
with Its mild climate, its great fpr- 
ests, breathing lieallng balsam into 
the air, its wide dry belt and perhaps, 
more important still, its distance from 
the great centres Of population where 
tho ravages of the disease are most 
fatal. 

But though nil who have lived on 
the Atlantic Coast or In Great Britain 
can not help noticing the absence of 
the signs of tuberculo.sis in our cities. 
It would be a mistake to suppose that 
it does not e.xist. Kvery one who lias 
lived hero for a number of years knows 
of some friend or acquaintance Nvho 
has been its victim and physicians say 
tliat there are alwa.ys among their 
patients some sufferers from consump- 
tion. 

Dr. FVigan says that he receives hun- 
dreds of letters asking for admission 
to tho sanitarium. The case he cites 
is one of those tiiat shows the great 
need of such !i hospital. Tho mother 
of a younj; family who coutract.s the 
disi.'.'i.se i.^, of all iiatii^nt.H, tlu- mo5;t 
lu,-li)less. Tlie son, tlie dauglller, or 
even the husband can be tendeil, and 
If the m.other lias the needed knowl- 
edge and sulllclent money, precautions 
can be taken to ])rotect any member 
of the household from contagion, lint 
tho mother must bt' about as lung 
as she can. Let her be ever so 'care- 
ful or so intelligent, let her husband 
be ever so uhselflsh she cannot be 
jtroperly nursed or ' cared for unless 
a nurse is engaged. 

Even then the difficulty of prevent- 
ing her recovery from being retarded, 
If recovery is possible, by hoijsehold 
cares is very great. In such cases 
and In many others the great need of 
a sanitarium must'Tje felt. There is, 
perhaps, no province where in propor- 
tion ot tlic whole iiopulatlon there are 
more single men and women. AVhen 
these people fall ill they must go to 
a hospital. For them the sanitarium 
is the greatest boon in the case of in- 
cipient tuberculosis. It has been proved 
beyond a doubt that tha groai major- 
Ity of the patients treated at Tran- 
quille have been greatly benellttcd. 
Many liave been cured and but few 
cases have terminated fatally. In the 
work of ext,erniiiiatlng the disease this 
sanitarium ^vlll till a very Important 
place. For that reason It is worthy 
of tho support of all. Many have 
nontrlbuted in various w.nys but there 
is a large proportion of the people of 
the i)rovinc>.', both In town and coun- 
try, who have not yet felt it necessary 
to work for this object. Is this wise? 

If tuberculosis Is here it Is certain 
that if unchecked' It will spread. ■ If 
the doctors^' and nurses in the sani- 
tarium can cure /some patients and 
relieve all It is tho part of wisdom to 
sup])ort it. 



Dr. Woods Hutchinson ha.s written 
a book. Most people who are familiar 
with his magazine articles will expect 
to gain both Instruction and enter- 
tainment from his book '"Instinct tind 
Health." 

The work, according to a review in 
Chamber's Journal, is directed agrainst 
tho food reformers of whom the world 
In these days Is full. Dr. Hutchinson 
does not believe thnt It is good for 
us to think too much of what we shall 
eat or what we shall drink. For the 
most part, wo may eat what wo like. 
The man or woman who wants to be 
well must "cultivate life in the sun- 
.shine and fresh air, have little to do 
with patent foods or quack medicines, 
lean towards time- tested foods, culti- 
vate a healthy omniverousnoss and 
avoid monotony." 

This writer does not believe that 
the human race has reached the 
twentietli century without having 
discovered what foods would best 
nourish the body. He would give us 
all leave to eat all the meat we wan- 
ted and to vary our diet with fat and 
sweets. He does not agree with the 
Jews, who prohibit pork, and says 
that he has soon more cases of dys- 
I)opsia cured l5y tho use of breakfast 
bacon than by any kind of drug or 
restricted diet. Unlike so many of 
the teachers of the day, Dr. Htitchini 
son tells us that, so far from degen- 
erating, the men and women of this 
generation are physically more per- 
fect than any that liave preceded 
them. This he takes as a proof that 
this western world has discovered 
v.'hat. In tho main, is the most suit- 
able food on which to nourish the 
liody. 

Nor does he think that a sparing 
diet i.s to bo recommended to those 
who work hard and live, as all should, 
much in the open air. Ho says "every 
Iiartlcle of emjrgy which sparkles In 
our eyes, which moves our muscles, 
which warms our- Imfiginations, is 
l»)<>nllght cunningly woven Into our 
food by the living coll, whether vege- 
table or animal. livery movement, 
every word, every thought, every as- 
piration represents tlie expenditure 
of preni.scly ,sn much energy derived 
from food. Cut off our supply of 
second-hand sunlight, and our liuman 
lamp.s go nut like an are light, when 
the current Is broken. We arc liter- 
ally what we have eaten." 



If wo want to have clear brains we 
ought to take plenty of miisenlar vx- 
orcise. for there is no Ki)ecial food 
that is good for this ratlier than any 
other part of the body. Even mus- 
^tard and spices, again.st which so 
much has been said, have their uses 
as aids Insto.'ul of hindrances to di- 
gestion, and oatmeal, in spite of the 
fact that it has been the chief diet of 
a strong, and. vigorpua ,race. Is pro- 
nounced as far from being" a perfect 
food. 

White bread and meat are .regarded 
as the staples of life, and we are

It Dr. Hutchinson would have us 
eat what is /set befdre us, he would 
order;. us to eat; it slowly. Rush and 
hurry- apo foes to digestion. ■ Nor 
would he have us work too long and 
too hard. "Long, grinding, treadmill 
hours of labor are degrading and be- 
numbing to all that i? best in human 
nature." 

Very few people get enough sleep. 
Most of us need nine hours, and there 
would bo no Insomnia' if wo lived 
mucli in the open air and took cold 
baths frequently. If there is a reac- 
tion a cold bath is worth all the 
tonics In the world. ; , 



To those who are growing^ ^old.'.Dr. 
Hutchinson says nothingS:!Soesffindrk 
to keep a man in iiealth'-thdli'a'Kobby'. 
"Don't begin to cut down' on "things 
until theV;'cu1; 'dovvn on you. Keep 
on full Bteani ahead until you feel a 
bump, or at least u dlistlnpf grating. 
You'll go farther and hdpjpler and far 
more usefully than by an'xlous stralar 
ing on the lookout for rooks and 
shoals which often'don't exist, though 
tliey may bo ' down •''on ' the ' clitfrts. 
There are plenty such.' *H First- and 
most vital, keep up your exerel$o'Jahd 
recreations, especially 'vthe - ' la'tt«ir, 
Doa^t drop any of 'your 'outdoor inter- 
ests unless you can acquire new oiies 
In their places, -dhanfee your-sports 
In quality If you must,, (but -not tijl 
then), but hevar 'ln qoanttty . except 
to Increase. Drop tenh'lk -^vhen you 
And It cxhaustsi you, or' hurries your 
heart afterwards, or", disturbs your 
sleep; but. take an hour a day more 
golf in Its place. , ; , As long as you 
like to toke acl;lve exerplse and sport, 
and feel exhilarated arid refreslKni, 
even If a little stiffened by them, keep 
them up; ' they are doing you good.

We are having a little trouble of 
our own in British Columbia. This Is 
tiio year for tho big salmon run. 
Every four years the fish have until 
now come Into . the Fraser river In 
such great numbers that the. cannera 
could not preserve- nil that tho fisher- 
men caught. 'This year they have 
not been • able -to- get as many llsh as 
they prepared for.- This is not because 
there are not as many .salmon In the 
sea as in I'orrner years which are 
hurrying to the Fraser and the Colum- 
bia to lay the eggs which will be 
hatched into young salmon. Tlie fish 
are caught on their ivay to the river 
by tlio salmon traps on the Sound. 
The canners there have to throw away 
tho fish. It is said the canners are 
so greedy that they will not even 
stop flsiilng on tho ■ one- day .In., the 
week which ■\vas agreed, upon as -nor' 
cessary to allow' cndugh'flsh:' to, escape 
to the spawning cgrounds. . '••' 



If, ns is feared, Uic salmon will by 
this means be killed off It will be a 
tgrcat misfortune. This harvest of 
tho sea feeds many other people in 
tho world besides tlie people of I3rit- 
ish Columbia and Washington. Can- 
ada, by the salmon hatcheries on the 
Fraser river, has done, her- beat, to, sup- 
ply the loss caused by the cunnerios. 
There is some talk-of -using the same 
wasteful way of fishing as our neigh- 
bors do and so forcing them to bo less 
greedy. But this would be wrong. 
Surely the United States government 1 
will not allow ;tho canners to prevent 
the llsh from coming up the river. If 
they are hatched In the Fraser Urltish 
Columbia tisliernien should be allowed 
tlieir fair share of tho lish and every 
means ouglit to be taken to allow 
?ome of Lhcm to reach the spawning 
grounds. Tlie loss of the salmon would 
.be,.'a far, greater misfortune than the 
,slaughter.;.of the sea otter whlcii has 
almost disappeared or of the seal 
which is every year becoming scarcer. 
The disappearance of these lieautlful 
and valuable sea creatures shows how 
destructive and selllsli an animal man 
ik.

Two Women Drown 

Smith's Falls, Ont., Aug. 21.— Mrs. 
Stephens, 28 years old, and her sister, 
Miss Jones, 21 years old, of Syracuse, 
N.Y., who wore vl-sltlng friends in Jas- 
per, a village six miles from here, 
were drowned while fishing In a small 
creek yesterday, but how the accident 
occurred probably never will be known, 
as there were no eye-witnesses.

Attempt Made to Blow Up 
Building of Pressed Steel 
Car Company 



Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 21.— A night of 
wild rioting among the striking work- 
men closed the week at the Pressed 
Steel Car Coaipany's plant at Schoen- 
ville. A daring attempt to blow up 
the offlce building of the company was 
made. This was the signal for serious 
clashes between the state troops and 
strike sympathl.sers, in which a dozen 
or more were injured. 

Hliortly after ten o'clock tonight over 
half a thousand women and tlieir chil- 
dren gathered about the company's 
restaurant in McKee's rocks. One, 
bolder than the others, drawing a gas 
pipe loaded with powder, threw, it at 
the feet of a trooper's horse. Tho bomb 
failed to explode. 

A more .soriou.s riot occurred near tho 
vi.iduct over the Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie railway. Strike .sympatlilzer.s be- 
gan stoiiplng slreot cars and holding 
passcngcra up for clo.so scrutiny. Three 
njen wlio could not satisfactorily ex- 
plain thoir presence In McKee's hocks 
were "iodliy liurled through a car wln- 
d6w. Then members of the mob on the 
Bt^reet brutally attacked them. The ibroe 
men were dragged , to the edge of the 
viaduct, CO feet below which lay tlie 
track.s of the railroad, and they only 
escaped being thrown over by the ar- 
rival of a detachment of troops. 

.Shortly before 11 o'clock an attempt 
was ni(ide to blow up the office building 
of tbe car plant, a three-stcry frame 
structure erected close to the .stockade 
fence nearest the company's bouse. 
I.Mtro-glycorIno caps were thrown over 
the stockade, and over 20 feet of haso- 
nu!nt rock supporting tbe office-build- 
ing was torn uway liy the explosion. 
There is no clue to thto indonlty of tthc 
men responsible for the deed.

The Itaturea of the gala were the 
lino form displayed by Frank Cromp- 
ton oC the Victoria Y. M. C. A., who 
V won both t}ie 100-yards, and the -I-IO- 
' yardii championabips, and tlie exciting 
finish In the mile swim which was won 
by a X. Simpson or Vancouver by a 
touch from T. Dalzoll of Victoria. In 
the 100-yards race there were four 
entries. Crompton and Barrett got 
away to a good start, and both 'swim- 
ming the trudgcon commenced at once 
to draw awav from tlie other competi- 
tors. Thoy touched at the 50-yard 
mailc practically together. Swimming 
strongly Crompton then commenced to 
draw away from the Vancouver man, 
v/inning by 10 yards. 

In tho 440-yards event Crompton 
had matters all his own way. In the 
race he used his trudgcon stroke 
througliout, and linlshed with a line 
sprint, fully 75 yards ahead c£ his near- 
est opponent. Over the first 100 yards 
of the course he was closely pressed by 
McDougall of Vancouver, but, the lat- 
ter dropped out of the race before the 
22C-yard mark Avas reached. 

Close Struggle in Mile 

The mile chaimpionsliip race was of 
an intensely exciting character. Five 
contestants faced the starter and on 
entering the water l<ept well abreast of 
each other for the first fifty yard.s. 
From this point Dalxell oi: Victoria 
and Simpson oC Vancouver began to 
draw ahead, the former trudgeoning 
and the latter using the side stroke. 
Tho pair Itept well together, pacing 
each other bv turns. Approaching tho 
atartins raft at the end uE the fir.st 
440 yards, Dalzell, encouraged by tho 
shouts of his supporters, drew slightly 
ahead and made the turn wltli a load 
of about live yards. At this lime 
Simpson had changed to his broast 
stroke, and seemed to lie able to 
nverliaui his rival when lie pleased. 
Balzell made several attempts to estab- 
lish a clear lead, but tlie.- ppwertul 
.stroke oC Simpson which never varied 
alway s kept him within .stlrlklnB. dis- 
tance.

The labor unions 
ot Philadelphia, Baltimore, Wilming- 
ton, Richmond, Wheeling, Harrisburg 
and other cities will be Invited to send 
as large dele'gntlons as possible to the 
parade. The day will culminate with 
a meeting in Convention Hall, and will 
be a rallying point for many men who 
have gained reputation In tlie Held of 
organized labor. The address of Mr. 
Gompers on this occasion. It is antici- 
pated, will be fraught with interna- 
tional significance as he will discuss 
labor conditions as iic has seen them 
abroad. 

A compilation of trade-union sta- 
tistics In the prineipai countries of the 
world places the number of members 
in good standing at ".1.000,000, or 1,000,- 
000 more than last year. Germany 
contributes a gain of 400,000, whch 
outstrips Great Uritain. and nearly 
overtakes the I'nited St.ates. ,At this 
timi! the United Slates and ('aii.-i(la 
liave about 2,300,d00 meniljers. whereas 
1 last year Germany luid 2.21 a, 000.

Word has gone 
abroad that the Dominion of Canada proposes 
to undertake a part, at least, of the naval de-j 
fence, of British interests on the Pacific'Oceanj 
lanidSin all reasonable probability, this will in- 
"" vdlve'the establishment of niore extensive de- 
fence works, and the maintenance of a strong- 
er garrison at this point than arc now in ex- 
istance. Pictures arc almost innumerable of Es- 
quirnalt harbor, where the headquarters of the 
fleet used to be and will, we hope, be again; 
but the above pictures, taken expressly for 
this page, are new. They show Work Point 
and the Officers' Quarters thereon as well as 
the saluting battery, which is grouped around 
the flag staff. They also show, the entrance 
to Victoria harbor by which "W^ork P,oint is 
jsreached from the sea. The. watervvay. lips' 
;?itlie .left of the lighthouse, biut' lseyond that 
fipbint it'.is..ohly available for shall craft. There 
is' a' bfoad'^andy beach at the head of Rose 
Bay, reached 'by this channel and the Bar- 
rack grounds come down to the shore. 'I'hc 
other two views are of Fort Macaulay. They 
do not look much like pictures of a fort, you 
will say, and that is true enou.gl), but if you 
want better ones you will have to get per- 
mission of the Militia Department at Otta- 



wa to take them, and there would be very 
little use in making for that. There are points 
from which you can see the tops of some low 
buildings, and; there is an exceedingly unin- 
viting fence'whicH' bids you defiance, if you 
feel inclined to trespass. 'What would happen 
to you if you did tres'parfs, deponent saith not, 
for he~ has never yet mustered up sufficient 
courage to tr)'. One day he and some others, 
one of them occupies one of the scats of the 
mighty, went over to Rod Hill, which is an- 
other fortification, and with hearts free from 
guile and reasonsably full of patriotism en- 
(leavored to land.

ties all sort of submarine . defences "would be 
planted. ■ :-' '■V.-"- ' ' '"" " ' 
. .These: things are all very good for war 
as it used^to'be, but not' very formidable in 
case of war brought up to date. A hostile 
ship could sail up the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca, lay off shore, and blow Victoria to 
pieces, if it want(:d to, or it could sail up to 
A^ancouver and do all manner of mischief 
there. A modern warship could lay off 
English Bay and drop shells into almost any 
point in Vancouver harbor. If this western 
outpost of Empire is.'to .be rendered' strong, 
. if .fthe-.'yyestern gateway of Canada is to be 
^tnacle secure, , there will have to be something- 
much more forrhidable provided. In the picr;

The Marriage of Hilary Cardan. 

(By X. DE BKRTRAND LUGRIN.) 

.'\ reader will more readily excuse a poor 
story than he will a story that promises well 
ami does not fulfill its promise. The mar- 
riage of Hilary Garden is one of the latter sort. 
I'roni the o])eniug ehajiter until well on to the 
middle of tlic book we are led to hope much, 
and thistfact- alone is enough to prove that the 
wTitefeJ^qiplild-.be ia good story-teller if he did 
not let. his ^'efforts flag, and himself, , seem to 
lose interest in the jpl6t he is unfoldihjJ'. 'J.ohn 
-Mlingham is a splendid type of man as long 
a be is on the road, and we cannot agree with 
Mr. Hyatt in thinking that a change of environ- 
ment could so utterly per\-ert a man's char- 
acter as he makes it do in the case of his hero. 
John .Allingham is a man and a gentleman, 
and no matter where the author sees fit to 
transplant 'him, thie qualities essential to such 
a character ought to remain the same. If he 
were an untutbred savage it would be a differ- 
ent state of things. There would be some ex- 
cuse for sdch an one to become demoralized by 
an al)rn|)t change from the wilds to civiliza- 
ti(-in. In John Allingln-im's case there is no 
such excuse. .Mr. llyatt has spoiled a good 
character, and the reader will nrii forgi\ c him. 
l-'or the rest llilary Garden is not a \er\- 
|)re])iissessiiig heroine and uc wonder at All- 
inghain's infatuation. I. estrange is a more 
consistent type than either of the other and 
Swartboy, AUingham's Hasuto ilrixer, a verv 
cpiaint character and perhaps the best in the 
book. The writer is very happy in his de- 
scriptions of African Kfe, His pen pictures 
arc strong, vivid and I'aseinating. Wc think 
if he luid kept liis story amid African scenes 
instead of transferitig the stage of action to 
I'jiglaud, he would have avoided the weak 
anti-climax of his bo(jk. M the same time 
the story is worth reading for the intimate 
glimpses it gives one of South Africa before 
and after the war. 

The Story. 

"There is something almost human about 
the great transport roads of South .Xl'rica, 
some cpialities which are lackini;' \n the high- 
roads ot other countries. On the veld, the 
l\oad stantls toy civdi/-:ation. Tt is the out- 
ward visible sign oi the white man's rule, 
for hundreds pf mi lesi often tho only sign. On 
either side of, yon there may be barbarism 
rank, unadulterated, but j^ou know that some- 
where ahead there is a '.settlement-, an out- 
post of tho new order — ]ierhaps only a dozen 
tin shanties or a mud-walled fort, uttcrlv m- 
signiticant in point of size, but none the les3 
vastly important facts, because they mark a 
definite advance, an actual spot on the tnap, 
which but a- few years before was one vast 
blank. 

"The road has many phases and inanv 
moods, and yet, somehow it is always the 
same. Whether on the barren dreariness of 
the high veld, where in winter the .savage 
cold of the nights seems to bite into your 
marrow, and in summer your wheels sink out 
of sight in the mud; or in the kopje coun- 
try, where countless baboons gibber at you 
from amongst the vast granite boulders, and 
guinea-fowl in hundreds scurry away through 
the mealie fields in front of your oxen; or 
amidst the grey monotony of the bush-veld, 
where the red inipai.i buck dodge in and out 
amongst the moj)ani scrub, and you tii; u]') 
_\our c-iiile v>ith do-id)le reins hecan>e c,| ii,f 
lion yon hc-u-'l a.t nightfall — at all times an\- 
wliere and exery where, for those wh.j have 
eyes to see, it tells the same talc of advancing 
civilization, of a nation in tho making, of the 
eternal Northward Trek. 

"The road begali when the first Dutch- 
man trekked out to the back of table moun- 
tain, and it has gone on ever since, slowly, 
very slowly, at first, creeping stage by stage 
up the mountains, on to the great plateau, 
ihen across the Karoo, gradually gathering 
speed for the great final rush, which carried 
il in t\venly }-ears as far as ii had gone in 
the precediuL; two centuries. It was a pion- 
eei's road always, ihc u-rk nf men fighting 
for tlieir own hand, unaided by the Slate. 
.Against them were the natives and the wild 
beasts, all the terror.^ of the ["nknown Land; 
and }-et it was the very fascination of the 
Unknown, rather than any concrete idea of 
gain, which sfiurred the. makers on. The road 
has always .stood for romance, at least to 
those who have been able to understand it. 

",\iid |ohn .Mlingham ■ was a transport 
ni;ni. wluii ir;Misporl men were the most in- 
de])eiideul and best-i)aid j)eopIe in the conn- 
l>'>- lie had all the courage, the large-hc.-irt- 
edius.-,. the intense hatred of deceit and dcni- 
lilc dc.-ding which must Ijeloug to those who 
know ;ind lov-e the wide spaces of wild free 
lands, 1,-nids thronuh which thev ;ire the l)!;i/.- 
ers nf the trail for others to follow.

.Allingham met them and fell in love with the 
daughter, (he ostensible reason being that 
she was the only \\-liite woman in the ]daee, 
for she did not scorn a person of many charms 
although she i.s described as young and licau- 
tiful. From that time oh Allingham ceased . ■ 
to be the man he was. . .- f /

I'or a couch cover or for a crib blanket 
for a baby sister white serge, lined and bor- 
dered with a delicate shade of pink or blue

had in such a very pure shade of white that 
for this reason alone it is nrefer.ible to other 
flannel or blanketing, ami iheu. too. ilui 
pretty color of the facing shows through the 
more open weave of the serge most attract- 
i\-ely. "^riiere are man\- varieties of w(Mve 
and stripe from which to select, but a double 
or triple rib \\-iII give p<'rli;ips the best ef- 
fect. 

I'or the exceedingly sm;ill amount nf la- 
bor required in the making of one of the tiny 
blankets they arc alwa-ys astonishingly ef- 
fective. One yard of serge, the same amount 
of satin and about six yards of '.satin ribbon 
are all. that is necessary. First the material i.s

in width, is put on v,-itli a single row -if feather 
stitching at the end, and then with what re- 
mains of the ribbon a large liowknot is made 
and placed either in tlie centre cjr at one c<m-- 
iier of the cointdeted blanlcet. 

Delicate tones of pink and blue serge are 
also often made use of for crib 'tlankels. Thesi; 
are not liiicth but bordered on each side with 
satiitf, ribbon.

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PREPARING FOR THE WINTER - 
V- ' . WINDOW GARDEN 

The 'month of August is a comparatively 
(V^:''\'l6isure month with the plant and flower lover. 
The lawn, vegetable and flower gardens -will 
not require as close allcntioii as during- the 
growing months of spring and early summer, 
thus giving a little more time to attend to the 
p6ttjng"of plants from the house and window 
that have been cnjo3'ing a comparative period 
of rest; or possibly in some cases plants that 
have been started specially for the decoration 
of Avindow or greenhouse for the coming win- 
ter and spring months. Plants such as palms, 
aspidistras, different varieties of decorative 
asparagus, dracaenas (cordy lines), rubber 
plants, Boston and lace ferns, anthericums and 
similar decorative plants that have been en- 
joying a season of partial rest in some shady 
out-of-door nook will, in all probability, require 
repotting to give them fresh life and vigor for 
the coming winter season. Old plants Of"ger- 
aniums in pots and winter flowering begonias 
such as fscgonia incarnata (Christmas ]5ink 
zegonial, B. Paul Rruant, P.. Argcntea guttata, 
B. manicata an,d B. manicata aurca (a con- 
spicuous \-ariety of this thick fleshly-leaved 
type of begonia and very enduring as a window 
plant) are some of the most po|)ular window 
and house plants that will need repotting at 
this season of the year. Callas also should \)e 
repotted as early in .-\ugust as possible if they 
require it, to secure early flowers. Chrysan- 
iheinum and salvia jilants, also colcus, iresinc 
(achyranthes ), and agcratums that have been 
planted out in the border, can also be taken 
up and potted for stock or for decorative pur- 
poses, towards the end of the month. 

^Thc tendency on the part of the amateur 
.piatit grower, as a rule, is to overpot plants, 
which means putting them into a larger i)ot 
than is necessary. Over-potting plants, espe- 
cially for winter decorative plants, should be 
avoided. The plants not only require more 
space, and the pot- also being out of propor- 
tion to the size of the plant, but oftentimes 
the soil becomes soddened and sour from the 
large amount of water needed to keep the 
soil moist before root action and growth com- 
mences after repotting. Soil for repotting at 
this season should be carefully prepared, and 
should be of a frlablt;, open nature. Good drain- 
age is another important factor towards suc- 
cess. 

How to Prepare the Soil 

JGdbd fresh lojimy . potting s.oil , , from a 
compost heap of three parts sod and one part 
cow manure or well rotted barn manure, that 
has become well decomposed, is the best basis 
for all potting soils. One part of clean line 
gritty sand and one part of leaf mould mixed 
with seven or eight parts of the loamy soil, 
will make an ideal soil for almost alt of., the 
plants mentioned. For potting chrysan- 
themums and geraniums the leaf soil (or Tjlack 
soil from the bush) may be omitted. The soil 
should be put through a three-quarter inch 
sieve and all dead pieces of wood and stones 
removed. The fibr}' part of the soil, unless 
too coarse, should be left in the soil. 

How to Re-Pot Plants 

First of all. see that the soil around the 
roots of the plant to be repotted is well moist- 
ened but not too wet and soddened. Then 
knock the plant from the pot it is in so as to 
examine the roots, to see if it requires repot- 
ting. To do this successfully, invert the plant 
and pot, at the same time placing the lingers 
of one hand .across the surface of the soil, so 
that the plant cannot fail and be injured; 
Grasp the bottom of the inverted pot firmly 
with the other hand, and knock the edge of the 
rim of the top of the pot on the solid edge 
of a table or bench. If the plant does not at 
once loosen itself from the pot, turn the pot 
Ijartially around and knock it in another place 
a few times until it becomes loosened. If on' 
removal the pot is found to be well filled with 
roots so as to have exhausted the soil, it 
should be repotted. I f it has not done so, the 
pot can be carcfuly slipped on over the ball of 
earth again, the plant reverted to its natural 
position and settled firmly in the pot by strik- 
ing' .the bottom of the pot on the bench or 
table. It should then be watered at once. An 
examination made in this wav will not hurt the 
plant if the soil and roots are not disturbed 
v ci'y much. 

If the plant requires repotting, lirst of all 
remove the old pieces of drainage at the base 
of the roots. Then scrape off the top surface 
of the ball of carch about a quarter of an inch 
in depth, as well as trimming in the top edge 
of the ball of earth just a little. In sonic 
cases, too, a little of the soil around the ball 
of eartli may be picked out carefully with a 
pointed label or piece of stick or n skewer, or 
the ball of earth may sometimes be pounded 
with the hand, or on the bench, so as to loosen 
up the network of roots in cases where tiie 
roots have become very dense and matted, the 
idea being to remove all the old stale earth 
possible without disturbing the roots too much. 
All dead, and decayed leaves or growth should 
also be removed. The plant can now be laid 
oh its side carefully on the potting table or 
bench. Then select a clean plain pot one or 
two sizes larger than the original — one size 
larger wiW do if tiic soil has been trimmed 
down much as .described— but usually a pot 
two sizes larger should be used. \ow jjlacc 
a concave or hollow i)iccc of broken flower pot 
over the hole at bottom of pot inside hollow 
side down sufficiently large to well cover the 
hole, placcia few morcv pieces alsp around this 
in th<i same way, so thit the faottojii of the pot 
inside is well covered. An inch deep of drain- 
age ^atcrial is not too much to ensure good 
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drainage in large seven or eight-inch ])ols. 
Coal cinders, coarse gra\ci (jr lump charcoal 
can also be used for drainage material. Ovcv 
this material a thin layer of the fibry part of 
the soil may be laid; if practicable. W lien the 
drainage is fixed properly, put in a layer of 
soil about half an inch deep. On this a little 
well-rottcd barn yard manure or dry cow or 
sheep manure may be placed, or a sprinkling 
or bone meal. I'ill in a little more soil on this, 
then place the plant in the i)ot, sec that the 
base of the stem or stems of plant arc in the 
centre ni the i)ot, and the surface of the ball 
of earth on the plant about an inch below the 
top of the pot, when a large sized pot is used. 
A little less than an inch4)elow will suffice for 
five or six-inch pots, the diameter across the 
centre of the pot gives the size in inches. When 
the plant is properly in its place, fill in some 
of the prepared soil about an inch in depth all 
around the ball of earth. Then get a thin 
piece of wood of the thickness recpiirctl and 
about a fool in length — a piece of shingle one 
and one-half inclics wide will do — with this 
pack the soil fairly lirm around the ball of 
earth. Continue the filling in and packing until 
the surface of the soil is about half or three- 
quarters of an inch below the top of the pot 
and just covering the surface of the ball of 
earth slightly. Then lift the pot about an inch 
from the bench with both hands, and give the 
bottom of the pot a slight bump on the bench 
to settle the soil down, level and loosen slight- 
ly the surface of the soil. 

The piece of wood menlioiiL-il is al\va3-s in 
evidence on potting l)cnches where large 
plants are handled by expert professional 
]:)lantsracn, and is called a ■'|)olting stick," 
several sized sticks usually being kept on hand. 
The use of this potting-sticlc;:iprev.?r\ts . any. 
open spaces being Icft arouhd the'robts df the; 
plants, the latter being an undesirable, feature 
for the'well-being pf 'the plant repotted. Ghrys- 



anthcnuims especially should have the soil 
jjacked firmly around the r(jols when being 
()otted or repotted. 

Watering 

Water the jilanls rcjiottcd well once, so that 
the water runs tnit from the bottom of the 
pot. Then avoid too frequent and copious 
waterings until root action and top growth has 
.started. This is an important point as often- 
times, if the plants wilt or wither a little, the 
over-anxious plant-lover gi\-es more and more 
water until the soil is thoroughly soddened, a 
condition that retards root action ar.d growth, 
and injures the plant and may ))ossil)lv lun-e 
fatal results. Keep the soil moist but not sod- 
dened, for newly-potted plants especially. 

(ji\e the ])lants a sprinkling or spraying 
overhead once or twice a day witli clean water, 
especially if the weather is hot, and place them 
in a partially shaded, sheltered place not ex- 
posed to sweeping winds, for a week or so. 
1'his is far preferable to soaking the roots of 
the i)lants all the time with water at a time 
when root action has been checked and the 
plant is not in a condition to absorb or take up 
much water from the roots. Good potting soil, 
good drainage, .soil i)acked moderately firm, 
partial shade, and not too much water are the 
main points in successful repotting. 

Repotting Callas 

These plants should at this .season of the 

year be in a dormant or semi-dormant stale 
after Iheii- sununer resting jicriod. Unless the 
growth has well started all of iho ^oil mn be 
removed by knocking thetn out of the pot and 
removing the old soil altogether. The fleshy 
tuberous like roots shcnild be polli;d in well 
drained pots in good rich jiolling soil. I<.ecp 
the. soil moist, not soddened, until several 
leaves have dcvclopcd whcn they can be water- 
ed more freely. JL^ater on in the winter some 
liquid fertilizer can be given them. By using 



a moderate si:'.cd flower pot for callas and giv- 
ing them some fertilizer, better flowering re- 
sults arc attained than by using too large a pot 
for theni. Shade the plants frorn hot sun at ail 

'V Top-Dressing Plants 
Plants that do not require rc-potting can 
be top-dressed to advantage. Remove aljoiit 
an inch of. the old soil and fill ■ in with a com- 
post made' of* half potting soirahd half Well 
rotted barnyard manure or dry cow manure or* 
bone meal. This plan often helps the plantsi. 
materially when they do not actually require 
repotting— ^Wni. Hunt, in Canadian Horticul- 
turist. 

TIME TO APPLY 1AM^ 

Although lime is often applied in the spring, 
the best results have been obtained when used 
in the late autumn, for the reason tliat the win- 
ter rains and frosts have the tendency to thor- 
oughly mix lime and soil together which is 
never done quite completely i)y mechanical 
means. It is necessary when slaked lime has 
done its chemical actions on the soil that it 
should be converted into bicarbonate of lime 
absorbing carbonic acid before it can be as- 
similated by plants, and it is known that in 
late summer and autumn the soil contains so 
much free carbonic acid, due to the rapid de- 
composition of the luimus in the warm weath- 
er, that the lime is quickly converted into plant 
food. A soil well treated Avith lime holds 
moisture much longer than does unlimed land ; 
and the winter rains arc held in the soil in re- 
serve for spring. If land is limed in spring, 
the effect of -holding the winter rain is lost and 
is also dries up the soil, the quiclc-Hfne taking 
its required quantity of moisture out of the soil 
itself, especially in a dry season. The effects 
of the lime on the soil are comparatively well 
known, such as ridding the land of sourness 
and liberating dormant plant food, and other 
chemical action. A liberal dressing of lime 
brings about the necessary action and assimil- 
ating the soil ingredients, and makes them eas- 
ily absorbed by the plant rootlets. From ex- 
periments in the application of lime carried out 
in various parts of the world, it has been prov- 
ed that the best time to apply lime to soit- is 
during the late autumn if the best results are 
hoped for. , . . ^

' THE CODLIN MOTH 

jPy W. J. L. Hamilton. 

The cocllin moth being; about, the worst 
enemy the apple' grower ha^ to contend with, 
it is' of the utiiibst importance that the best 
methods of eradicating it should be given the 
serious attention they deserve. 

To combat this pest successfully, the first 
step necessary is to study its life history. The 
caterpillars from the second brood of the pre- 
vious year build strong cocoons for themselves 
in protected locations, such as in crannies of 
the bark, or on the underground portion of the 
stem of the apple tree, or on the main roots 
near the stem. These hatch out during a 
period in the next spring- and early, summer, 
extending over about three months. Those in 
the warmest situations emerge first, probably 
about the end of April, although 'it is not until 
about three weeks later that the main crop 
appears on the scene. 

These moths of the first crop proceed forth- 
with to lay their eggs, chiefly on the leaves 
surrounding tiie fruit, and only very few of 
them on the fruit itself. The eggs soon hatch 
nut into caterpillars which proceed to eat 
their way into the core of the fruit, about half 
of them entering at the calyx end, and the bulk 
of the remainder where two apples touch, and 
where it is difficult for spray to penetrate. 
Hence the importance of destroying the eggs 
where possible. 

The., caterpillars remain in the fruit for 
thirty-two days, and then crawl down the tree 
stem, and enter upon their next stage — the 
chrysalis form — in crannies in the bark, or 
other suitable shelter, enveloped in a cocoon. 
Here they stay from two to three weeks, ac-

cording to the temperature when they emerge,, 
and foi-thwith turn their attention to egg lay- 
ing; this time upon the apples themselves. 
The caterpillars from this brood stay over the 
winter in chrysalis form as already described. 
As these continue to emerge in the spring- 
over such a long period, it is evident that they 
overlap the earlier hatches of the second brood, 
so they have to be coiribattcd throughout the 
whole season until the leaves drop. Knowing 
their life history thus thoroughly, wc are in a 
position to get intelligently to work to oppose 
ithcm. 



So fai two methods of dcs-troying , these •■ 
pests have been employed: . 

'i..: Spraying the young; apples, just as the 
last flowers ''drop, with an arsenical spray at a 
pressure of '260 pounds, and with a jet of great 
penetrative pOwer; and, 2, bandaging the tree- 
St^ms, just below the lowest limb, with a rather 
loose'; bandage of burlap, or else with sticky, 
fly paper, to catch the descending caterpillars.. 
Both spraying and bandaging have to be often 
repeated. But, as all this has been fully treated 
in our spraying bulletins. I need not touch on 
it further. If I have excited enough curiosity 
in the reader to induce Jiim.jtq.thorot»ghly i:e^d 
and digest ithese biilletins, which many do nipt, 
I. have, attained one. of my objects, so I will 
point out a third method of fighting, this pest 
adopted in some parts of Brjitish, Colurabia., 
(Thank goodness, wc in Salt Spiriiig Island are 
free of this trouble !) 

That is by gathering the apples wiiilst the 
caterpillars arc still in them, and at once burn- 
ing them. But whilst this somewhat drastic, 
but advisable, method has doubtless removed 
a \'ery large number of the pests, some may. 
have survived, cither through having emerged; 
from the apple before its destruction, or by. 
penetrating the swelling, so common on many, 
varieties of apple trees on the fruit bearing 
spurs where the apples have been removed. 
It frquently happens that, in default of fruit, 
the worms enter these swellings where they 
feed until mature. 

In the last few months Prof. W. V. Head- 
den, of Colorado Agricultural College, has cail-

ed attention to the dangers of arsenical sprays. 
Not only is the grass (there has no business;,tp, 
be any, by the way) surrounding arsenic spray- 
ed trees ppisonous, but a disease called ..collar 
rot,; .p.rpwp;irpt,it»r Jioqt rpt^isi^ausedi^he^^^^^ 
by arseiiiciil pdisotiing. ' ' 

This statement, which appears, by further 
resea'rqli and by. analysis, of the; wood of the; 
diseased trees,, to be established, may cause, 
us to modify our treatment as far as .poi5siblc; 

Two other factors also suggest modifica- 
tions in our spraying methods. One of these 
is the declaration by Prof. Slingerland, of Cor- 
nell University, the great authority on codlin 
moth, that the young caterpillar commences 
to feed in the outer calyn cavity, auirounding 
the stamen ring, and not inside it as he once 
thought. : ••t^i-'\ 

As this is much easier to'coat' witjr arsfelii-' 
cal spray than the inner cavity Svhere the' cater- 
pillars were previously believed to comnience 
feeding, a finer spra}' and a lower pressure, 
can be employed, thus using less spray, and 
reducing the quantity of arsenic in conse- 
quence. He recommends a more misty spray 
at 100 pounds pressure, strayed downwards, 
just as the last blossoms are dropping. This 
spray has been previousl}' combined with 
Bordeaux to combat scab at the same time, but 
since the adoption of dilute lirae-sulphur as"a 
surnnier fungicide, vvhieh is fai* stipeHpr,, it 1s 
well to know that, arsenate of lead, -Whieh 'is 
the safest form. in which to apply arsenic,'" can 
be mixed with lime-sulphur without impairing 
its efficiency. .A. dark colored sediment forms 
which can be neglected. Arsenate of lead. .to. 
the amount of 2)2 pounds to every ipo gallons 
of the spray is enough. 

This, lime-sulphur-arsenic spray not only 
poisons the young caterpillars, but destroys 
the eggs of the codlin moth, thus proving 
infinitely more effective than the old spray. 
This spraying should be repeated in a week, 
when also the trees should be bandaged, and 
again, if the pest is bad, about four weeks 
later. The bandages should be removed every 
fortnight and dipped in boiling water before' 
replacing, and this continued during the- sea-, 
son. The rough bark should also be annually- 
scraped off. - > 

.Arsenical poisoning of fruit trees is most 
liable to occur where there is alkali in the 
soil. Its symptoms arc. tree stunted, yellow 
bark, black and dead at ground level, leaves;, 
turn yellow and drop early, and later on the 
bark splits. The tfee eventually dies. '

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; , THE WESLEYAN MOVEMENT 

At a meeting of the Anglican Synod, of 
Ontario, some years ago, a clergyman de- 
scribed the Weslej'aii movement as "a de- 
mand for personal piety." He added that he 
sa-.v no reason why the Anglican and the 
Metliodist organizations might not work 
hand in hand. The si)eaker expressed the 
sentiments of John Wesley, the great preach- 
er, who is looked upon as the founder or the 
Methodist Church, although he himself de- 
precated the idea that he was founding a 
separate organization. John Wesley was an 
ot-dained minister of the Established Church, 
and was rather High Church, as that idea was 
tmderstood in his day. Nothing was fur- 
ther from ids intentions than to huild up an 
institution that could be called nonconform- 
ist. Indeed he seems to have largely disre- 
garded matters of doctrine, except the funda- 
mental one of conversion and sah-ation 
through Christ. lie sought for truth \vher- 
ever he thought it was to be found, and 
among the books, which he reprinted for the 
use of his followers, were some written by 
Roman Catholics and others by Unitarians. 
His famous definition of a Methodist is loo 
long to be given here, l)ut it opens with tlic 
statement that "a Methodist is one who has 
the love of God shed abroad in his heart b_\- 
the Holy Ghost gi\'cn unto him ; one ^vho 
loves the l^ord his God with all his heart, 
soul and mind and strength." It then goes 
on to say that a Methodist must be onei whose 
life and habits are simple, who does not 
join in any diversion having a vicious ten- 
dency, who is kind, charitable, tmithful and 
given to good works. In all the definition 
there is nothing said about belief. lie took 
the Thirty-nine .Articles of the Church of 
England, omitted such of them as seemed 
to liim to have a sectarian bias, and gave 
them to his followers as the basis of their 
belief. Me added nothing of his own to 
them. He said that he wanted to form a 
platform upon which "all who loved the Lord 
could rally," and there is no doubt that he 
hoped to be able to so present the Christian 
religion that the result would be the reunion 
of Christendom in one grand organization. 
He was greatly attached to the liturgy of the 
Church of England and endeavored to modi- 
fy it so that it w-onld come into general use, 
Imt in this he was only successful in a lim- 
ited degree. His Catholicism was shown 
in the fact that hp prescribed no form of bap- 
tism and was even willing tlfat persons 
might be 'rcbaptized if they believed the form, 
vwhich had been practiced in their cases, was 
incorrect. While he recommended that all 
persons should kneel when receiving the 
communion, he permitted those to stand, who 
desired to do so, or to sit, if the}' thought best. 
It was by no means necessary for persons 
luiiting with the new organization tt) break 
off their connection with those with which 
they bad previously been connected. They 
not only went at liberty to attend their own 
churches, but were exhorted by Wesley to do 
so when they could . His object -was at the 
out.set, at least, to unite those who desired 
to aid each other in the development of a 
Christian spirit and the living of Christian 
lives. Wesley earnestly hoped that his work 
would be recognized and acknowlerlged by 
the Established Church, and as is well known 
very many of his fellow clergymen would 
have been glad to if such had been the ease. 
He had many warm friends among the regu- 
lar clergy, and was at the beginning of his 
career welcomed by some of them into their 
parishes. One writer says: 

"The relation of the movement to the 
Church of England is not hard to define. 
Wesley was a sincere lover of the Church of 

his fathers, and hoped that the bishops would 
ordain his ])reachers anrl in some vs'ay arti- 
culate his results into the normal ecclesiasti- 
cal life of the country. In this he was dis- 
appointed, but nothing daunted, he went on 
his way independently, holding that he was 
justified in this by tlir uni<|ue position he 
occupied in the nuucnu-nt, and conscjlidat- 
ing what became a vast ecclesia^ticism. Wes- 
ley tried hard to be a loy.al churchman as far 
as circum.stances permitted. 13ut England's 
call always sounded louder than the church's, 
so that he came if) feel that he was serving 
the church most best when disregarding her." 

It is not proposed here to trace the his- 
tor}' of .Methodism or to comment in any 
wa}' upon the differences which arose l.)e- 
tween the new movement and the Establish- 
ment. The former lias already been treated 
in these columns; the latter is hardly an 
appropriate subject for discussion here and 
no good would come of it, if it were . The 
point that is aimed at is to give a general 
idea of the' effect of the Wesley movement 
upon the history of ,the English people. And 
here let it be said that the ciflect of the move- 
ment was by no means confined to "the peo- 
ple called Methodists." but the stimulus to 
personal pict)', the appreciation of the im- 
portance of the religious life and the recog- 
nition of the duty of men to their Creator 
and their neighbors permeated all classes of 
Engliish' society. In this fact we find the 
great influence of the Wesleyan movement. 
John' Wesley began his work when Evangeli- 
cal Christianity^, as it has been called, was at 
a very low ebb in England. "Religion" .says 
one writer, "had come to be regarded as a 
species of life insurance for the next world 
by the uneducated classes;" the better edu- 
cated, when they though/; of the matter at 
all, relied upon the go60.ucss of the divine 



nature as sufficient for human salvation, and 
a large and growing class was inclined^ to 
disavow all faith in religion of any kind. 
The revolt against Puritanism, as it was ex- 
emplified in the strife between King Charles 
and his- parliaments, went to the other ex- 
treme with the restoration. Then followed a 
period of social and national confusion in- 
tensified by religious discord. On the Con- 
tinent ^vriters were asilailing the Christian 
religion and others were advancing doctrines 
that, however in accord we may in these days 
think they are with the Christian religion, 
were then thought not to be in 
conformity with it. France especial- 
ly was seething with disbelief in 
the principles of religion, and the 
church was rapidly losing its hold upon the 
l)cople." The doctrine of the "rights of man" 
was being preached by its apostles, and al- 
though it found uncongenial soil in England, 
there was during the earl}' part of the 
Eighteenth Centur_\' an immistaLiablo drift 
away from that confidence in the cluu'ch, 
which has played such a jirominent part in 
the development of British institutions. It 
is a notable thing that during the years that 
the people of France were ripening for the 
Revolution, Wesley was preaching the doc- 
trine of personal righteousness and of faith 
in Christ, not in the churches attended by the 
rich and cultivated, but in tlie highways and 
by-ways, arovnul the mouths of coal mines, 
among 'he farm laborers, and e\'ery where !ic 
coidd get an audience. While tlie h'reuch 
proletariat was being instructed 'in the terri- 
ble doctrines of the Revolutionists, the Eng- 
lish proletariat was being exhorted by the 
fiery eloquence of a great preacher to take 
Jesus of Nazareth as the pattern of their 
lives. It would be to do violence to the 
teaching of history if we did not recognize 
that it was, in i)art at least, through 
the influence of such teachings that 
England was spared such horrors as 
betel France. John ^^■csley appealed to 
the emotions, it was said, and so he did, 
but it was from parents, whose emotions he 
kindled, that were sprung the men who on 
land and sea maintained the honor of the 
British name. If he taught men that they 
were to be meek and lowly followers of the 
Nazarcnc, he preached nothing that weak- 
ened their patriotism or lessened their courage. 
Xo one can say what might have been if cer- 
tain great leaders had not played their parts 
on the stage of hislor}', but when we reflect 
that England was never stronger or more unit- 
ed than in the years following Wesley's labors, 
we seem forced to admit that bis work con- 
tributed to produce that result. England 
passed unscathed through the terrible storms 
which swept over Europe a little more than a 
century ago. and the candid historian will not 
hesitate to recognize that this was the Eng- 
land, whose common people were swa}-ed by 
the elot|uence of this remarkable man, and 
cried out: "What shall we do to be saved?" 
It has been said above that llie Church has 
ever played an important part in the develop- 
ment of British institutions and the preserva- 
tion of British freedom; but it has not done 
this without* upheavals from wijthin, that 
have resulted in pressure from without. Of 
the wisdom of some of these movements 'there 
ma}' be two opinions, hut this tloes not touch 
the fact that the Church and the .State have 
been inseparably bound up through many 
centuries. The latest of these great upheavals 
was the Wesleyan movement, the real natiu'c 
and effect of which will not he appreciated by 
those who regard it simply as the organiza- 
tion of a new religious sect. It was one of 
the great formative agencies of the English- 
speaking race. 



REIGNING FAMILIES 

The German Emperor is of the House of 
1 lohenzollern. it is a very old family. The 
first Coimts of Zollern, nr I lohenzollern, as 
they were aflc^\^•ar(ls known, and who de- 
ri\c(l their name from the /.ollern Mountain 
upon which their castle stood, appear in writ- 
ten history about the year loOi. A family 
tradition says that these counts were sprung 
from the Colonna family of Rome. The Co- 
lonnas were among the princes of Italy for 
many generations and undoubtedly in their 
veins flowed the blood of somp of the patri- 
cians (if ancient Rome. Therefore if the 
legend is acceiHed as histor\', the Huhcnz(jl- 
lerns are of n(jble descent for many centuries 
intleed. There is very great uncertainty 
about family ])edigrees during the Dark .Ages. 
'Idle irrui)tion of the great Asiatic hordes, 
which overran Europe and subjugated Rome, 
threw society into terrible confusion, and it 
was a wise child indeed that knew its, own 
father in those dreadful days. Many princely 
families became extinct, and some of their 
followers seized upon their estates. In other 
cases where the rightful owners were slain, 
the \'iclors usuri>ed. the estates and tl-^e title 
that went with them. In those da}'s what 
we call family names were not tlie rule. In- 
deed, one may say that they were not recog- 
nized. The counts of Zollern had no family 
name as we understand the term. Burchard 
of Zollern was ' the . first of them to, get his 
name into history, ,but we are not forced to 
assume that he was a descendant ^of some 
other Count of Zollern, who prece-ded him. 
The fact that a man was the owner of the 
Castle of Zollern and the estates .appurtenant 
therefore woidd give him a right to call him- 
self the count, and his claim would be recog- 
nized by sovereigns who might need his as-i 



sistancc in times of stress, without any ques- 
tions being asked as to the right by which he 
claimed the title. From the time of Bur- 
chard and .his brother-.Wezpl; to. the present 
day there is , an . "unbroken, cliaih of descent, 
so that Ihe H9h,enzp,ilej-ris . may claim an- 
tiquity as a noble, family for nine Inmdred 
years and ancestors, jprpbably noble, even 
for a longer period'. In 1 191 Count Freder- 
ick III of Zollern was made Count of Nnrcm- 
burg, and thus the fortunes of the house were 
established. He had two sons, who founded 
the Frankish and Swabian branclu"; of the 
family. The Frankish branch steadily in- 
creased in wealth, power and influence, and 
in 1363 it was raised to princely rank. In 
141S the electorate; of Brandenburg was con- 
ferred upon it by the Emperor Sigismund, 
and in 1701 the Elector Frederick III became 
first king of Prussia. The Swabian branch 
of the family was for a lime greatly divided 
and weakened by the dissentions of its mem- 
bers, but after several generations it also 
reached great power and influence. In iri95 
;ui agreement \\'as reached between the two 
branches of the family that in case of the 
failure of male heirs of either of them, the 
estates should be inherited by the other. In 
1848 the Swabian princes resigned their of- 
fices, which were transferred to the King of 
Prussia, but the tie of blood proved suffi- 
ciently strong for the Prussian monarch to 
desire that his remote relatives should also 
wear a crown, and it was the proposal to 
place Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern upon 
the throne of Spain that led to die war with 
France in 1870. As Prussia did not insist, 
after defeating h'rance, that Leopold should 
ascend the Siianish throne, we may without 
violence assume that the proposal was more 
the e^ccuse for than the object of the war. 

The House of Hohenzollern has given 
nany men of note to Europe. Frederick 
W'illima, known as the Great Elector, was 
a man of tremendous energy and remarkable 
abilil}-. When he succeeded to the electorate 
at the age of twenty he found the state al- 
most in ruins, being overrun by irregular 
soldiery, who had taken part in the Tliirty 
"^'ears War. He drove them out. .After- 
wards he enga,gcd in several v.'ars with dis- 
t nction, but his greatest work lay in the 
development of industry and commerce with- 
in his dominions. He left the electorate in 
excellent condition toi his son, who, however, 
was nearly as great a failure as his father 
was a success. His claim to distinction lies' 
in the fact that he was the first elector to 
be recognized as King. The kingdom pros- 
pered greatly during the reign of his son, 
Frederick William -I, by whose efforts the 
army was put upon a splendid footing. His 
son was Frederick H, generally referred to 
as "The Great." This was one of the most 
remarkable men of whom history tells us 
anything. He was a liberal and enlightened 
ruler, and was undoubtedly the most con- 
'spicuous figiirc of his time, or say from -1740 
to 1750. His rule was absolute. We read 
of his having ministers, but they were in 
point of fact only his agents, who were com- 
pelled to do his bidding unquestioningly. He 
attended to the minutest details of the gov- 
ernment as far as was possible. The army 
received great attention at his hands. He 
more than doubled its numbers, greatly in- 
creased and strengthened the fortifications 
and was always prepared for instant war. 
lie encouraged science and promoted educa- 
tion. Under his lule Prussia advanced to a 
first place among the nations of continental 
Europe, rivalling if not supplanting Austria as 
the head of the Germanic states. He was in 
many things eccentric and in nothing more 
so than in his hatred of the German language 
and literature. His efforts to supplant these 
with French and his absolute certainty that 
(icrmau could never be aii}'thing else than 
the language of boors seem' very absurd in 
view of the i)lace German literature has since 
taken in the world. He left no children. 

It will be seen, from this sketch that while 
the family of the German Kaiser has not 
long enjoyed the standing attaching to roy- 
alty, and is in fact one of the youngest of 
the reigning houses, its members have 
played important parts on the stage ol his- 
tory.

CULLODEN 

"M. A. P." relates an anecdote of King 
Edward VH. ^vhen he was Prince of Wales. 
He was visiting Warwick Castle, and being 
shown all the sights of that historic spot by 
the housekeeper, a lady whose dignity was in 
keeping with her surroundings. She had 
handed the Prince a relic, remarking as she 
did so: "This belonged to James III." 
"James III?" fpieried the Prince, who, after 
a moment's thought, added, "You mean the 
Old Pretender?" The housekeeper looked un- 
al-)ashed at the young Prince as she replied: 
"Your Royal Highness, we do not call him 
that." This good lady was liy no means the 
last of her class, for tiicrc arc yet some people 
in England who look upon King Edward as 
occupying a throne to which he has no legal 
right at all, the true sovereign of; J.England 
being a young lady, who" traces her descent' to 
the person .whom .the- - housekeeper called 
James III. Culloden and various Acts of 
Parliament may have settled the kingly office 
de facto, but not de jure in their opinion. 

In 1689 an English Parliament, summoned 
',-.ithout a royal writ, met and declared the 
flight of James II to France, after William of 



Orange had landed in England, to be equiv- 
alent to abdication, and the sovereignty of the 
Kingdom was thereupon offered jointly to 
William and his wife Mary, aiid accepted by 
them Avithout any. question of the legality of 
the ; trfinsaotion;.-, ■ In ystirict ia^y;{a Parliament, 
jcbuld'*ofily be chosen' ''in' 'Etiglarid by a/'cbm-' 
mand of the sovereign, and hence it must be 
conceded that, unless we grant the claim of 
popular .sovereignty to the fullest extent, and 
regard the royal jn-erogative as merely a form, 
it must be admitted that the deposition of 
James II was irregular. When William died 
he was succeeded by Anne, who was daughter 
of Jatnes II., During her reigri the claims of 
James, the son of James 11," were kept alive, 
although not overtly asserted. The Legitim- 
ists hoped that on the death of Anne the Pre- 
tender would be invited to accept the- crown. 
This miglit have been the case, if he had been 
a Protestant, but England was in no frame of 
mind to accept a Roman Catholic I'Cing. 
George, Elector of Hanover, was proclaimed 
King. When avc come to consider the history 
of the reigning family of Great Britain, the 
steps by which the House of Brunswick came 
to the throne, and its rights thereto in point of 
birth will he considered ; at present only the 
efforts of James the Pretender and his son, 
Charles Edward, "bonnie Prince Charlie," will 
be sjioken of. James the Pretender landed in 
vScotland in 1715 and ad\'anced to invade Eng- 
land, where he lioped there would be a popu- 
lar demonstration in his favor. In this he 
was disappointed. A. part of his army encoun- 
tered the royal forces at Preston and suffered 
a severe defeat, after which the suppression. of 
the uprising was not difficult The Pretender 
made no further overt act, and the'remainder 
of the reign of George I, which lasted thirteen 
years, was undisturbed by any serious at- 
tempt to dispute his right to the crown. But 
the House of Stuart was not disposed to re- 
linquish its claims, and in 1745, when George 
II was king, Charles Edward, son of the Pre- 
tender, landed in Scotland. Many, of the -High- 
land .clans rallied tQ.-jhis.. stirtdard.' .At. Edin- 
burgh he was receiye^fwith rhuch' pojiular en- 
thusiasm, and later ' tiiei^peqple bf the Low- 
lands, who resented the;extinc.tion of Scottish 
independence, gave hini- a promise of their 
support. The English army was at this time 
in a greatly disorganized condition, and when 
it came into collision with the troops of 
Charles Edward at Prestonpans, it met wdth a 
complete defeat. The fortunes of Charles 
were now in t)ie asceiidaj^t.., At the head of 
five thousand troops .he invaded England, ad- 
vancing almost \vithout resistance to Derby. 
He had looked with confidence to popular 
support in the southern part of the Kingdom, 
only to be bitterly disappointed. An over- 
wdielming force was despatched to meet him, 
and he was compelled to retreat. The pursuit 
was vigorous, and on April 16, 1746, he made 
his final stand at Culloden, where he was 
completely defeated by an English force under 
the Duke of Cumberland. Not rnuch glory 
attached to the victory, for the unhappy 
Charles only had under him a broken, dis- 
pirited and half-starved force. The result of 
the battle was decisive. Charles became a 
fugitive and a price of £30,000 was set on his 
head. His few friends remained faithful, and 
at length he escaped to I'Vance. He sjient 
some time in intriguing for support both in 
Paris and Madrid, but wdthout success. After 
the treaty of Aix-la-Chappelle he was com- 
pelled to leave France ; but he returned secret- 
ly, even going to England, it is said, with the 
hope of inaugurating a plot to overthrow the 
government. His life became exceedingly 
profligate, and in 1766, after the death of his 
father, his claim to be heir to the British 
throne was formally repudiated by all the 
European powers. He died in 1788 in his 68th 
year.

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The British, III. 

Small wonder that the British people con- 
sider the sea as their heritage, when we read 
that in the earliest days of our race, the love 
of the sea was deeply rooted in the hearts of 
our forefathers, and that they were never 
so happy as when out in the open, the leap- 
ing waters about them, the wind in their faces 
and the taste of the salt on their lips. And 
this in spite of the fact that their boats were 
most primitive affairs, and forced them ■ in 
stormy weather to creep cautiously along 
from the shelter of one harbor to that af- 
forded by another. Just the sort of craft they 
used we are able to describe, for the peat- 
bogs of Sleswick have disclosed a tangible 
reminder of the days of Saxon ocean-roving, 
ft is a boat, flat-bottomed, seventy feet long 
by eight or nine feet wide. Its sides are 
oak boards, fastened with bark ropes and iron 
bolts. There arc row^-locks for fifty oars, 
and in its hold were found, heaped together, 
axes, , swords, and knives, the weapons of the 
band of warriors, that, hundreds of years ago, 
used this ves.sel as their fighting craft. Such 
fierce fighters were they, and so fearless upon 
the sea, that a Roman' poet voiced his peopje's^ 
sentiments when he sang "Foes are they, 
fierce beyond other foes, and cunning as they 
arc fierce; the sea is their school of war and 
the storm' their friend; they are sea-wolves 
that prey on the pillage^iof the \yorld." 



So when an increasing population and a 
lust for new lands took possessio)ni,,. of •I'ithe 
Saxgns, they travelled far ^jiaiieldjand^^ 
ii'^on : the shores ' of . Britairijj at}d;;'nia^e|d 

settle there. For tKreef.fitihdfed';^^^^^ 
a£ier:-^?the i.sland's conquest by Romie, and 
wh'il el the legions still 'reiriajned, Britain was 
comparatively free from invasion. But when 
the. great Empire began to decay and the 
Franks, the Goths, and the Vandals swept 
down upon civilized Europe, then Rome, 
trembling with the dreadful anticipation of 
what was to cbnie, ^.hurriedly .called home her 
troops from this-, westeriimbst ■ Province ' of 
the Empire, andr Britain, 'i*as.*,l6ft unguarded 
and a prey to the' ihcursioiis''of .any and all. 

For forty long years the islands in its 
south was beseiged by the 'Picts from the 
nortli, and the Scots from the west, while the 
Saxons atacked them by sea. Finally driven 
to ,dcsperation by civil strife, the rulers de- 
cided to call upon one enemy to aid them 
against the others. A.ccordingly a band of 
warriors from Jutland, with Hcngest and 
Horsa at their head, arrived in England, or 
Britain as it was still called, .about the mid- 
dle of the Fifth Century, first landing on the 
Isle of Thanet as a spot since known as 
Ebbsfleet. "No spot can be so sacred to Eng- 
lishmen," writes Green, "as that which felt 
the first tread of English feet. There is 
little to catch the eye in Ebbsfieet itself, a 
mere lift of ground with a few grey cottages 
dotted over it, cut off nowadays from the 
sea by a reclaimed meadow and a sea-wall. 
But taken as a whole the scene has a wild 
beauty of its own. Tq^the riglit;the white 
curve of Ramsgate Cliffs looks down on the 
crescent of Pegwell Bay ; faraway to the left 
across grey marsh levels where smoke 
wreaths mark the site of Richborough and 
Sandwich the coastline trends dimly toward 
Deal. At the time of Hengest's landing a 
broad inlet of sea parted Thanet from the 
mainland of Britain; and through this inlet 
the pirate boats would naturallj^ come sail- 
ing with a fair wind to what was then the 
gravel spit of Ebbsfleet." 

Though the Picts were defeated and all 
danger from them was soon over, the army 
of mercenaries proved themselves the great- 
est .tneria,ce. to, Britain's •.l.llje4y. -.Tlijeir suc- 
cesses riri "the cioMtry attracted tK'e^ attehtion 
of kindred tribesV and in the latter part of 
the Fifth Century niany more of the Saxon 
invaders began ' to seek for., rich plunder in 
Britain. Little by little' Her gallant de- 
fenders were forced to give up their land, 
one town after another was taken. The 
great forest of Anderida, which guarded the 
coast from the borders of Kent to the Hamp- 
shire Downs was taken and the kingdom of 
:he-South. Saxon was established, "AeJIe.ahd 
Cissa beset Anderida" runs the ' old record 
"and slew all that was theriein nor was thfere 
afterward one Briton left;'* Xater still tKe ■ 
crown of the West-Saxons was placed upon 
the head of Cerdic after the famous battle, of 
Cuarford, which ended the struggle for 
Gwent. . ■ ■'■•'^ 

But now a new leader appeared and for- a 
time led the British forces to victory. His 

name was Arthur, and for many years after 
his triumph, the country from London to St. 
David's Head from the Audredsweald to the 
Firth of Forth remained free. 

Who this Arthur was history does not 
definitely tell us. We would like to thitik 
he was that brave King of legendary fame 
that Tennyson has immortalized; but his- 
tories and encyclopedias alike tell us that our 
beloved hero of the Round Table was only a 
mythical person and probably did not live 
at all, and . that the legend upon which Tenriy- 
son based the Idylls of the King is withotit 
'foundation. But we know that there was an 
Arthur who for upwards of thirty years held 
the barbarians at bay, and why not, in the 
absence of any definite information to the 
contrary, believe him to have been that good- 
ly King who lived a blameless life, and es- 
tablished order and virtue and peace in the 
country as long as he ruled there. 

But the final and fiercest struggle of the 
Britons was against the Engles, and of this 
struggle history can tell us but little. We 
know that the last invaders were success- 
ful, and the West-Saxons rallying again to 
the conflict, the conquest of Britain was cottt- 
plete. '■ 

We are told that in "all the world-wide 
struggle between Rome and the German .peo- 
ples, no land was so stubbornly fought for as 
Britain and none so hardly won. In Britain 
the invader was met by a courage almost 
equal to his own— field by field, town by 
town, forest by forest, the land was won, and 
as each bit of ground was torn away by 
the struggle, the Briton suddenly withdrew 
from it only to tjirn. doggedly and fight for 
the next." Victor and vanquished they. were 
brave men, these ancestors of ours. - ..v

Madame Nordica was born in Farmington, 

. Maine, and sang, so she tells us, before she 
could- talk. Her very first appearance upon 
.any stage was at a Sunday School concert, 

; when she was so small that it was necessary 
to place her upon a table in order that she 
-.tijight be seen by the audience. She- sang: 

"Little drops of water, 
i.r; ■ 'ii ■■■ Little grains of sand, 
? Make the mighty ocean, 

And the beautiful land." 

Which little song the most of us who ever 
attended Sunday School fifteen or twenty 
3'ears ago, can well remember. When she had 
finished her solo the loud applause so startled 
her that she bui-st into floods of tears, and 
tel^s us' t'hat even to this day so great was 
the effect produced u[ion her childish mind 
that the. sound of ai)i)lause almost unnerves 
her, and anything in the nature of an ovation, 
overcomes her allogcther. 

When' she was sixteen she oijtaincd her 
first engagement, singing in the choir of First 
Church, Boston, at a salary of $:,ooo. When 
Gilmorc's band was at its height of popularity 
she sang at some pf the concerts in Madison 
Square "Garden; New York. "It' was Mr. 
Patrick Gilmorc," she says,- in an interview 
Avith M.A.P.," "who one day exclaimed to me, 
'You will yet be crowned qtieen of }'-our coun- 
try.' I recalled that warm-hearted pi'ophecy, 
wliich seemed so far-fetched at the time, when 
years aftcrv.'ard T Avas presented on the stage 
of the' Metrbpolitah Opera House, New York, 
Avith a diamond crown, subscribed for by jieo- 
ple who were kind enough to like me." 

Her first appearance in; opera was made at 
5rescia, Italy, as Violetta, in 'Verdi's La Tra- 
viata, and in London- she sang in the same 
' rplp on.the occasion of her initial performance. 
'^Btjt, -'to" quote her own words, "For what I 
'■^sfiould-.call my first real .success, because it 
was all pure, unalloyed delight, I must take 
you to the Bayreuth Testspielhaus in 1894, 
Avhen I created the role of Elsa in Lohengrin. 
Ah, that was a moment worth living for,. But 
did I say that it was all pure, unalloyed de- 
ilj^ht'P—well, yes, from the moment I stepped 
^'ori'TOe'^stage and forgot my^ tremors. But, ph, 



the an.xiety, the <tgony of tlib weeks of antici- 
pation. As soon as I received the dazzling in- 
vitation to create Elsa, I set out for Bayreuth, 
and for three rhonths I studied under Madame 
Cosima \yagner. She and the members of her 
family^'k'hbwjng the apprehensions that as- 
sailed me, did everything possible to make the 
days of anticipation pass pleasantly, but even 
in the drives and excursions that they planned 
the Testspielhaus seemed to pursue nie with 
its shadow like .some devouring monster. 
Wagnerian Roles 

Bayreuth left me with the determination to 
add to my W'agnerian roles, and the following 
summer found me at Lucerne studying Isolde 
in Tristan und Isolde, again under Madame 
Wagner's direction. I should not say that the 
inhabitants, or at all events, the visitors of 
Lucerne are very raiusicaily .inclined, for I was 
mpre or less politely, ejected from three hotels 
in succession on the complaint of guests who 
objected by my practising. In the end I suc- 
ceeded in renting a room to practice in. It was 
above a hairdresser's establishment ; a piano 
and two chairs constituted the furniture of this 
frugal apartment, and there for five hours 
every day we — that is, jNIadame Wagner, Herr 
Kniese, the Bayreuth director, and myself — 
studied the role of Isolde together, Madame 
Wagner and I alternating in the luxury of one 
chair, while the other was occupied by the 
accompanist. Later, however; I was offered 
the use of the Casina stage for rehearsals. 

When at length Tristan and Isolde was 
produced at New York, Jean de Rcszke, 
Edouard de Reszke, and Marie Brema were 
with me, and it was our first appearance in our 
respective roles for all 'four of us. This is just 
what made that performance ever dear and 
memorable to me. I had often sung with the 
de Reszke's before in other operas, but they 
had always carried off the honors of the eve- 
ning: Generally with them I' had been mak- 
ing a first appearance, whereas they were re- 
peating former triumphs in familiar roles. But 
now tlie situation was clianged'; they were as 
much novices as I, and for ortce I .shared 
equally with them in the success of the pro- 
duction in Avhich Madame Brema also played 
a great part. Indeed, I think 1 may say that 
we all surpassed ourselves that first evening, 
and everything for once in a way went with- 
out a hitch, not least- by reason of the admir- 
able conductorship of 'that truly great musi- 
cian, the late M. Anton Seidl, by>whose death 
I lost one of the most valued of friends and 
best of. advisers I ever had. It was at the close 
of the-rim. of Tristan und Isolde at the Metro- 
politan theatre that I was presented with the 
diamond crown I have mentioned . 

Another of my "treasures" is the large gold 
medal presented to me after singing the 
"Ring" at Munich, this medals seldom be- 
ingjbestowed on a woman. ' 
At the Albert Hall 

Now I have just time to mention a "suc- 
cess" outside the operatic stage. This was in 
the Golden Legend, in which at the Albert 
Hall I took Madame Albani's. place, she being 
indisfip^ed.; . At ■ th^^^ time . Sjr ^^rthur Sullivan 
diii n6t''0S\fi^^ in fact. 



■''IVe'let it be kiio^ that he would rather have 
had almost anyone else to' s'lng his music ; but 
after the concert he came to me, in his own 
words,, to. "take it all back," which he did in 
the nicest'way possible. 

Just Au Revoir 
There remains one other success I simply 
must mention; I mean my farewell to London. 
It has been just Avonderful ; I cannot tell you 
hoAv deeply I have been touched and moved by 
the wonderful kindness shown to me by Ijon- 
don and everybody. I never ,dreamed of any- 
• thing like it, and almost Lfalter inVmy deter- 
mination to say good-bye ttf; Englalnd. • • , 
• Indeed, I canot say it, and so let it be not 
' good-bye, bitt au revoir, 

WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS 

Thomas Henry Huxley 
Fluxley Avas pre-eminently a scientist and 
only incidentally a philosopher, but some of 
his essays convey the most profound ethical 
truths put forward in the -plainest, sanest 
manner possible.- Indeed his total lack of 
abstruseness in all his Avritings remind one of 
the delightful straightforAvardness of Ruskin, 
who ahvays claimed that the greatest and most 
forceful eloquence lay in the use of simple, 
direct language. Huxley has Avritten a quaint 
autobiography, Avhich though naturally not as 
complete as it should be, furnishes us with 
the bare facts relative to his career, and gives 
us some idea of his charafcter. Naturally he 
.does not tell us- what others have -written of 
him' since, that he was *one of the fairest- 
mitideJi of men, with a capacity for clear- 
sightedness' and unbiased judgment, that was 
unique, a conscientious student ahvays, cn- 
dOAved Avith all the manly qualities, and of a 
character Avholly lovable. ''I Avas born," he 
Avrites, "at eight o'clock in the morning of the 
4th of May, 1825, at Ealing, Avhich was at 
that time, as quiet a little country village as 
could be found, within half a dozen miles of^ 
Hyde. Park. CprneP. "Why I was, christened' 
■.Thpnias Henry - 1 do 'not know;' but it 'is a- 
curioiis chance .that my parents should have 
fixed upon the name of- that particular Apostle 
Avith Avhom I have ahvays felt the most sym- 
pathy. Physically and mentally I am the son 
of my mother — I can hardly find any trace in 
myself of my father, except an inborn fac- 
ulty for draAving, Avhich has ne\fer been culti- 
A'ated. a hot temper, and that amount of tenac- 
ity of purpose which unfriendly observers 
might sonietime&^:caU obstinacy. 

"F haA>e; next 'tp'nbtliihg to say about my 
childhood. ' Ihl'later.^yearS: .ray m.other,~ look- 
ing at me alinost repi•bachfully;^wpuld '^s^^ 
times sa.y, 'Ah, you Avere such a -pt"etty boy,' 
Avhence I had no difficulty in concluding that 
I had not fulfilled my early promise in the 
matter of looks. My regular school training 
was of the briefest. As I grcAV older, my 
great desire Avas to be a mechanical engineer, 
but the fates were against this, and Avhile very 
young I commenced the study of rnedicine 
under a medical brother-in-laAV." 

It Avas in the early spring of 1846, that, 
having passed his first M. B. examinations at 
the London University, he Avas entered on 
the books of Nelson's old ship the Victory 
for duty at Haslar Hospital. Hc' practiced his 
profession on board various ships for some 
3-ears, and at the same time pursued his stud- 
ies in natural science. After the publication 
of his first work honors began to be bestowed 
upon him. He Avas made a fclloAv of the 
Royal Society and appointed to several pro- 
fessorships. 'He became very popular as a 
scientific lecturer, and received numerous 
honorary degrees from many different univer- 
sities. He numbered among' his friends the 
most eminent scientists and philosophers of 
the day, and apart from his valuable contribu- 
tions to the realms of science, he has left be- 
hind him a reputation for wholesome and 
profound philosophy. 

That man, I thini-c, has had a iii:icral educa- 
tion Avho has been so trained in 3'outh that 
his body is the ready servant of his Avill, and 
does Avith ease and pleasure all the Avork that, , 
as a mechanism, it is cai)able of; Avhose intel- 
lect is a clear, cold, logic engine, with all its 
parts of equal strength, and in smooth work- 
ing order; ready like a steam engine to be 
turned to any kind of work, and sjiin the 
gossamers as Avell as forge the anchors of 
the mind: Avhosc mind is stored with knowl- 
edge of the great and fundamental truths of 
Nature and of the laAvs of her operations; one, 
Avho, no stunted ascetic, is full of life and fire, 
but whose passions arc trained to come to 
heel t>y a vigprous will ; the. servant of a ten- 
der conscience; who has learned to love all 
beauty, whether of Nature or of. art, to hate 
all vileness, and to respect others as himself. 

In an ideal university, as T conceive it, a 
man should be able to obtain instruction in 
all forms of knoAvlcdge, and discipline in all 
the use of all the methods by Avhich knowledge 
is obtained. In such a university the force 
of living example should fire the student Avith 
a noble ambition to emulate the learning of 
learned men, and to- follow in the footsteps'of 
the explorers, of new fields of knowledge, 
and .the, yery.;air he.bK^ should be charged 
•^v.ith;.th?it-:ehthiisia^^ truth, that fanati- 

.cis^m,,.fpi:(v.yeracity, which Is a greater posses- 
siotf'tfiaift''much learning; a nobler gift than 
the power of increasing knoAvledge; by so 
much greater and nobler than these, as the 
moral nature of a man. is greater than the 
intellectual; for veiratityvis the heart of moral- 
ity. _ _ ' ■ , . ■ ' 

Science is nothing but trained and organ- 
ized common sense. 



■ Suppose it were perfectly certain that the 
life and fortune of every one of us Avould, one 
day or another, depend upon his winning or 
losing a game of chess. Don't you think that 
Ave should all consider it to be a primary duty 
at least to learn the names and the moves 
of the pieces ; to have a notion of the gambit, 
and a keen eye for all the means of giving 
and getting out of check? Do you not. think 
that wc should look with a disapprohation 
I, amounting to scorn, -upon thcj father, who al- 
lowed, his son, or the. state which allowed its 
inemtjers tp grpw up without knowing, a pawn 
froraa .knight? ' ■ 

Yet i't Js a very plain and elenintary truth, 
that the life, the fortune, the happiness of 
every one of us, do depend upon our knowing 
something of the rules of a game infinitely 
more difficult and more complicated than 
chess. It is a game which has been played 
for untold ages, every man or Avoman of us 
being one of the two playerS in a game of his 
or her own. The chess-board is the world, 
the pieces are the phenomena of the universe, 
the rules of the game are what we call the 
laws of Nature. The player on the other side 
is hidden from us. Wc know that his play 
is always fair, just and patient. But also we 
know, to our cost, that he ncA^er overlooks .a 
mistake or makes the smallest alloAvance for 
ignorance. To the man who plays AveM the 
highest stakes arc paid, Avith that sort of 
overflowing generosity with Avhich the strong 
shows delight in strength. And one who 
plays ill checkmatedrrtwithout haste, .but 
without remorse. My ihefaphor will remind 
some of you of that famous picture in Avhich 
Retzsch has .depicted Satan playing at chess 
Avith a man for his soul. Substitute for the 
fiend in that picture a calm, strong angel 
Avho is playing for love as Ave would say, and 
Avould rather lose than win — and I should 
accept it as an image of human life;

PAGEANTRY 

England lias lately been having a series of 
pageants which have attracted world-wide in- 
terest. There is no country in the world 
• richer in picturesque, historical and legendary 
lore than'rGteat Britain. Ever since the days 
in the dawn of history ..when- Gaesar'^^^ 
landed oh the shores -of "the White Island to 
the westward of Gaul," England has been the 
stage for most elaborately set romances of 
loA'e, for thrilling dramas of roj-al intrigue and 
daring adventure, for the enactment of glori- 
ous battles won and great battles lost. The 
AA'Orld's most famous poets, novelists, singers, 
scientists, warriors, statesmen, adventurers, 
travelers, haA'c appeared on the scenes in their 
appointed times ; Avonlen famed for their 
,,beau,ty - pr^it have walked upon- the .stage, 
tlie'^ljtyontes of ' kings, perhaps, aiid fpr their 
jittlie .span the real rulers of England. His- 
tory tells us the stories and we can close our 
eyes and imagine the dramas enacted, the 
swift changing scenes, the flitting forms, but 
the pageant makes ""the story a real thing of 
vital interest. When history repeats itself by 
this means the effect produced is lasting and 
the events themselves never forgotton. 

The recent festiA-^al at Bath Avas one of 
peculiar interest and great beauty. Bath is 
one of the oldest of the old towns of England. 
It was first built by the Romans, who dis- 
covered the curative ppwcrs of the Waters, 
and it is with this epoch in its history that the 
pageant began, though legend attributes ' its 
origin to the discovery of the medicinal prop- 
erties of the Avaters by the mythical king, 
Bladud. The folloAving description of the af- 
fair is from the London Morning Post: 

The scene of the pageant is A'-ery beauti- 
ful. FVom the A'ast grand stand undulating 
meadoAvs descend to the river. Through a 
screen of tall trees glimpses are obtained of 
a Gothic gatCAvay in the valley and of the 
houses rising to the summit of the distant hill. 
In front stands a R.oman temple, on the left 
are the facade of Roman baths and a mediaeval 
porte. The first episode shows the. dedica- 
tion of Su's temple at Bath A. D. 160. There 
is bustle and beauty in the Forum. Priest- 
esses carrying a figure of Sul Minerva march 
in, stately Roman soldiers appear, healthy 
and invalid citizens from the baths come to 
Avitness the ceremony; peasants buy and sell, 
a rascally beggar Irys to steal the purse of 
Rusonia Avenna, and a fantastic Greek trader 
has rings for ague, salves for sore eyes, drugs 
for old age, si)ells, charms, lotions, and po- 
tions, and Avhat you will. But in the hubbub 
the trumpet of a herald is heard and he cries: 
"Let all trading and games cease until afteV 
the dedication of the temple." The most beau- 
itful incident in this scene happens after in- 
cense has been thrown on the altar. Priest- 
esses advance in an archaic dance to the 
rhythm of cumbals and pipes. They circle 
round the altar and mount the steps of the 
temple, their swayings blue and white figures 
suggesting the floating movement and 'mystery

stops the fighting, and on seeing the British 
Queen .asks: "Who is this woman?" "The 
Avife of Ferinmael," she ansAvers, and on being 
told that her husband is slain, she stabs her- 
self and falls on the temple steps. "She Avas 
a King's wife and died royally," shouts Ceaw- 
lin; "carry her body within and set the tem- 
ple ablaze for a; Queen's funeral pyre." Sax- 



on soldiers carry the body into the temple 
on shields, smoke rises, and in a moment the 
building is in flames. "The Coronation of 
King Edgar, A, D. 973," brings more color 
into the arena, but the speeches might be 
shortened. The King and Queen are regal in 
appearance and we have never seen taller or 
more dignified than the Bishops, those who 
spoke having splendid voices. "King Henry 
VII. Visits Bath, A. D. 1497," is opened with 
; the entry of a ,flock.,of sheep and a shepherd 
singing:' 

. ?• Heig|i-lio'! Heigh-ho! ! 
•■ Black night is turned to day, O. ^ • 
' And 'tnan must to his toil and work - 
'Till tH^e' closing of -the day;0.' ^' 

There follow laborers, with matlocks; scythes, 
and oxen, lilting an old Somerset folk-song 
until silenced by the sound of the Angelas. 
By-and-by trumpets and martial music ring 

out, and the Royal procession enters, led by 
horsemen and a guard of boAvmcn. Groups of 
maidens meet the King Avith song and give 
him floAvers, and in return for his friendly 
Avclcome he agrees to restore the Abbey. 

The fifth episode is magnificent and divert- 
ing. It represents the visit of Queen Eliza- 
beth to Bath in 1590, and the pomp, splendor, 
and revelry of that period are realized with a 
beauty and abandon not surpassed in any 
pageant we have seen. The fun is infectious. 
Mischievous 'prentices jo'Stle to quarrei»-,at}d 
they pelt with eggs, vegetables, etcff, Beiija- 
min Grimkin, who is a prisoner in the pillory. 
But he is rescued by Sweet Nell of Souter street 
who, if she Avashes in asses' milk, 'tis not for 
asses' eyes to admire. Kit Marlowe, ,Will 
Shakespeare, and a band of players enter; then 
a mighty shout fills the air— "The Queen! the 
Queen!" From the Guildhall comes the may- 
or's. procession. Spmerset.girls strew roses in 

' the Queen's way as she follows her knights 
and ladies in a beautiful Avhite dress, seated on 
a Avhite palfrey caparisoned in green, and' over 
her Majesty a canopy is held by men in green 
doublets. The cortege ends in a blaze of gor-' 
geous color. The Mayor presents Shake- 
speare to the Queen, and the poet declaims 
in blank Averse- Avith the gesticulation and elo- 
cution of Mr. Tree, and Mr. Hall Caine might 
recognize some likeness to himself in Shake- 
speare's "makeup." . ('Pbe.!., Masque of Prince 
Bladiid cireates much" amusement, and the. 
laughter ' has ; scarcely subsided when the . 
fierce clamor of the Battle of Lansdown '(Epi-- 
sode Yl., arrests attention. The excitement is 
intense. Roundhead horsemen charge the 
Cornish pikemen raised by Sir Bevel Gren- 
ville, but are repelled again and again, and in 
the end the Royalists Avin a bloody battle, but 
their leader, Sir Bevil, is killed, and to the 
sorroAving throb of drums his body is borne 
off in ipipressive fashion. 

• :;Noav.'- comes the Glorious Times of Beau 
^ Nash fand Ralph; Allen, and the scene is of 

' exceeding interest and grace. Men ahd' ^vp- 
men famous in history meet decked .}h-'cps-.: 
tumes of the most exquisite cut 'and ''color.-; 
Ladies patched and poAvdered curtsey to th«s ■' 
ground in response to the courtly bow' of 
handsome gallants. A minuet of alluring 
grace and rhythm is danced and generous 
Ralph Allen invites Princess Amelia and the 
Duke of Cumberland tP'enjoy the hpspitalify 
of Prior Park. ■ 

The -eighth episode represents the visit of 
Queen Charlotte to Bath in 1817, and in this 
scene appear most of the eminent pepple of 
the periodj^ Avhile in: thie wonderful finale are 
seen great writers, Fielding, Smollett, Fanny; 
Burney, Sherdan, Jane Austen and Charles 
Dickens, Avho bring with them characters from 
their boolcs and plays, Avho are folloAved by 
representatives of Colonial and American 
places called Bath, daughter towns of the 
Mother City. The acting throughout is ex- 
cellent, and the music is admirably ad^ptecl-'tb 
the spirit of the various episodes, ■''■'.'C'.' 



LADY TREE 

The clever wife of the ncAV theatrical 
knight has for long been knoAvn as the most 
learned .of living English actresses. vShe early 
developed a taste, for classics and mathematics, 
and her favoirite subject was Greek, at Avhich 
she attained to great efficiency. Many years 
ago she took part in- a Greek play before an 
audience that numbered so distinguished a 
classical authority as the late Mr. Gladstone. 
Besides her histrionic talent, Lady Tree has 
many gifts of an artistic nature. She is pos- 
sessed of a charming voice, Avhich she has of- 
ten used to advantage in public, and she can 
paint and draAV very cleverly. Lady Tree is 
credited with having Avritten Avhat is probably 
the shortest autobiography on record. Here it 
is: "This iskhe life of little me.; I' am the wife 
of Beerbohm Tree," 

A Rude Awakening 

Lady Tree has told an arnusing story of her 
early "stage-struck'/, daysi;^^ is worth re- 
peating. She was a great aamirer of Sir Henry 
Irving, and almost every day she wpuld- walk 
miles out of her Avay in order to pass his win- 
dow. Long afterwards, she met the great 
actor in the flesh, and told him about her early 
hero-Avorship. But Sir Henry's reply Avas dis- 
concerting. "Very nice, A'firy interesting," he 
said; "but that Avas not my AvindoAV. I lived 
opposite."

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PICCADILLY- PAST AND 



It may be said with trutli that in London 
all roads lead to Piccadilly, for that thorough- 
fare may be considered tlic hub of the metrop- 
olis.. _ Indeed, it is to the west-end what Chcap- 
'■'side is to the City. Certainly it is more than 
"a r street, for the very name conve3's to the 
* mind an idea: of , rank and wealth ; and the 
' country cousin- and' the' visitor from foreign 
. lands regard it as one of the great sights of 
'the -metropolis.' a place to see, and iii after 
ycars to talk of -to children and grandcliildren. 
Well does it deserve its reputation, for its 
history forms a ;grcat portion of ihe annals of 
fashion during the last two hundred and fifty 
years, from the seventeenth century when the 
famous gaming-Jiojus^, Piccadilly Hall, stood 
m, Coventry .street, and its name applied only 
to thai .part extending from the Ilaymarket to 
■SaclcA'i.lle- street.. ' Within' a stone's throw of 
two royal palaces. ,wilh a rdyal park at one 
end, and another, actually forming part of it on 
the south side, and with Bond street and St. 
James' street abutting, rank and wealth have 
alwa3'S cbngregatcd there. From the Circus, 
on which it has bestowed its name, to Hyde 
Park corner, where it gives place to Knights- 
bridgej there is not a foot of ground that does 
not conjure up the memory of an illustrious 
name. ; , ■ 

' It has not lacked even the cachet of royalty, 
foi* Catherine of Braganza, the consort of Eng- 
land's Merry Jvlonarch, resided somewhere be- 
tween Sackville street and Brick street, which 
part, in commemoration, was for a \vhile 
known as Portugal I^ow. Onecn .Anne, too, 
when Princess of Denmark, stayed at Berke- 
ley House.- which was erected upon a portion 
• of Hay Hill Farm,. Berkeley House has long 
' since gone, and- on it's site stands •^the ducal 
Devonshire Ho'use. \ This, for many a j^ear 
hidden 'behind' high brick walls, picfued the 
curiosity of the pa.sscrs by: but now iron gates 
have been inserted in the centre of the wall 
fronting Piccadilh-, and those who will may 
feast their eyes on the great forecourt and 
the long, low mansion beyond. It is a, pity 
that no longer can the pleasures of conjecture 
be indulged in, for. c-N'tcrnally at lea.st. Devon- 
shire House: js riot a thing of beauty. Tw.o 
Royal ■Dtikes have' resided rn the famous 
thoroughfare — Gloucester, the- brother of 
George the Magnificent, who 'purchased from 
the-Earl'of Elgin the house at the west corner 
' of Park Lane (- and ' Cambridge, who' gave his 
name to the mansion, afterwards occupied by 
the Prime Minister, Palnierston, and now the 
home of the Naval and ^Military Club, known 
familiarly as the "Jn and Out." from the le- 
gends painted upon the posts of the gates lead- 
ing- into the courtyard. .", ; 

'' ' The Dandy Club 

This was the first club to establish itself 
in Piccadilly, witii the exception of the short- 
lived Watier's; This great Macao gambling 
house, founded by "The First Gentleman in 
(Europe," was the meeting place of the fashion 
of the day, but the pace was too. fast even for 
the .viveurs qf -tlic - Regency, > and : in ia< dozen 
years it closed its doors. Byron was a mem- 
ber, and he christened it "Tiie Dandy Club." 
"I like the. Dandies,''' he wrote. "They were 
all very civil to inc, although in general they 
disliked literaiy ])eople. and persecuted and 
mystified Madame de Stael, Lewis. Horace 
Twiss, and the like, most damnably." Brum- 
mell was the club's perpetual president, and 
' there he met with an alarming experience. 
One night at the Macao table, the Beau was 
losing, heavily, and in an affected tone qf 
tragedy, "he called to a waiter to bring him a 
pistol. ■Thercu])on hi.s vi.s-a-vis, Robert Bligh, 
whose eccentricities were then verging on in- 
sanity, produced from his coat pockets a pair 
of loaded pistols, and, laying them on the 
table, said, "Mr. Bruinmell, if you are really 
'desirous to put a period to your existence, I 
am extremel}' happy to offer you the means 
■without troubling the waiter." The feeling

Until the sixties of the last century club- 
land was confined almost without exception 
to St. James' street and Pail Mall, and there 
the older institutions are stjU to be found. The 
newer, however, have iiv' many instances set 
up housekeeping in Piccadilly.^ The list in its 
entirety is too long to be given, and only a 
few of the more prominent names may he 
mentioned. There is the Junior Naval and 
]\Iilitary, close to the parent house ; the Bad- 
minton, frequented by those interested in 
coaching and field sports; liie Junior Consti- 
tutional, Which, as it.s title suggests, is politi- 
cal in purpose; the Lsthmian, for public school 
and university men ; the St. James', for mem- 
bers of the British and: Foreign diplomatic 
se'r-vides ; the. Savile^ affected by :men.'of'letters ; 
and the' .Bachelors', a haunt of tlVe. jeunesse 
doreei

Yet much remains. St. James' Chiirch 
stands as it was in the days of Addison and 
Steele. Almost opj^osite is the Albany — that 
quiet retreat, 13'ing back a considerable dis- 
tance from the roadway, with its world-wide 
fame .as the residence of such literary and. 
' political -giants as; Byron, >; Ganniiig, ;Lytton, 
- atid Macaiilay. ■ The White HoTse ' Cellar of to- 
day has little in common with the old coffee 
house, and it has indeed been improved out of 
all recognition. Yet the spot is memorable 
as the starting place for all coaches in the 
days when railways and motor-omnibuses 
were undreamt of, the stage coaches have dis- 
appeared, all save a few- that are retained to 
give pleasure to^ such as -love the pursuit of 
driving; and "even -these no longer ply to and 
from "the- White Horse Cellar,', but .have -their 
'rendezvous in that -newer street' of huge car- 
avansaries; "Northuniberland avenue, more 
convenient, because less frequented. '

The toll gate, which stood "opposite Berke- 



third George granted the site to Lord Chancel- 
lor Apsley, afterwards Earl of Bathurst, and 
eventually it came into the possession, first of 
the Marquis of Wellcsley, and later into that 
of his brother, the Iron Duke, whose descend- 
ants still occupv' it. It was the first Duke who, 
when the house was stormed hy the Anti- 
Corn Law riots, closed the shutters on the 
west side, and . kept them closed , during his 
life, as a silent protest against the ingratitude 
of the mob. 

Coutts, the millionaire banker, lived at the 
corner of Stratton street, and there he took 
home with him his young wife, the actress, 
jMiss Mellon, who afterwards espoused the 
Duke of St. Albans. 1-Ier wealth, derived from 
her first husband, was fabulous; and kindly 
and rightly she; left vit to his relajtives. ; ,Her 
heir, the BaVoness Burdett-Coutlis, for many 
years lived in the house. The adjoining man- 
sion was the residence of Sir Francis Burdett, 
who was, taken thence to the Tovvei', when in 
1810 he was .arrested- for high treason.

may deplore the fact that the march of prog- 
ress has destroyed, and is destroying, man}' 
landmarks. At the Circus, popular tea shops 
have taken the ])lace of more interesting 
houses. St. James' Hall has been pulled dowit 
— and a volume might be, and should be writ- 
ten, telling of the famous musicians of all 
lands who have ]jerformcd there. The Bath 
Motel has gone, and the enormous Walsing- 
hani House,, erected at a cost .of some three 
hundred thousand pounds; and on their siteS 
has been erected the Hotel Ritz, one of the 
most luxurious hostelries ever contemplated. 
From the Circus to Bond street, building and 
rebuilding goes on apace. Magnificent blocks 
of shops, with residential flats anrl chambers 
above, spring up with astouiuling rapidity. 
While from Bond strcct'to the I'ark. the mam- 
moth clubs, to which reference has already 
been made, take the place of historic man- 
sions. 



ley street, was removed in 1725 to Hyde Park 
corner, where it remained until a hundred 
years later, when the turnpike was. abolished. 
In its place was erected an .imitation of the 
Arch of Titus, and later this was surmounted 
by Mathcw Wyatt's equestrian statue of Wel- 
lington. It was not until after Queen Vic- 
toria's Jubilee that the arch was removed to 
form the entrance to Constitution Hill, and the 
statue sent to Aldcrshot. , Now on the spot, 
facing Apsley House, stands Bbehm's istatue 
of the victor of Waterloo. It is difficult to 
imagine this part of London in the early part 
of the seventeenth century, when, in the midst 
of cottages, a fort was erected to defend the 
capital against Royalists. But then Hyde 
Park corner was the entrance on the Avcst side 
to London. Here, too, was the original Ran- 
ger's Lodge, side by side with a plot of ground 
alloted.by the second .George to an old sol- 
dier, who set up oh it an apple stall. The 



Two doors off is Bath House, built by Pitl^ 
tency. Earl of. Bath; and, later, it was rebuilt 
for Lord Ashburton. At the corner of Half- 
Moon street lived the celebrated jMadame 
D'Arblay. Further west, on the site of Jan 
van Nort's figure yard, the Earl of Barrymore 
began to erect a mansion. He was one of the 
notorious "Gates" who flourished in the da^-s 
of the Regency. The eldest, Richard, the .sev- 
enth? .'Earl, Avas called "Hellgalc," from his 
vices; "His. Lordship," Hemy Angelo has 
recoi-ded, . "alternated'' between » a »«gentleman 
and-: a : blackg'uard ;' the 'rfefined- wit ■ an'ci the 
most vulgar bully, he was equally well known 
on St. Giles' and St. James'. He could fence, 
dance, drive, or drink, box or bet, with any 
man in the Kingdom. He could discourse 
slang as trippingly as French." He died at 
the age of twentj'-four, having dissipated the 
greater part of a splendid fortune ; and ' was 
succeeded^ by - his brother, Henry, . who, : being 



lame, Avas nicknamed "Cripplegate." "New- 
gate," was the -sobriquet of a third brother, 
Augustus, a clerk in hoi}' orders, who, being 
in debt, was always in danger of arrest. There 
was a sister (afterwards Lad}' Melfort) who 
surpassed them all, especially in the habit of 
swearing, Avhich was ,the„ cause .- of her;; being 
knowri' as "Billingisgate."" : "Hellgate"/clied': be- 
fore the house Avas finished, and. eventu^lyMt 
Avas opened as the Old Pultcney Hotel,, Ai^here 
the most illustrious visitors Avere the Emperor 
of Rus.sia and his sister, the Grand Duchess 
of Oldenburg, Avho came to England to cele- 
brate the capture of Napoleon and the result- 
ing peace. The Grand Duchess stayed many

sisted' PHricess " Charlotte iii ■ lier ' cridea vof s^tb 
reject the matrimonial adA'ances of the Prince 
of Holland. Later the house came into the 
possession of the Lord Hertford, avIio .is, tlie 
Marquis Steyne of "Vanity Fair,'''''KrM'/^tlfe 
Lord" Monmouth of "Coningsby." 

Another notorious nobleman lived not 
much further Avest — the last Duke of Queens- 
bery — the "old Q," of the memoirs of the day. 
He'is the bright^ Avitty, cynical Earl of- Mare(t 
of the vSelwyn . letters, and was clever. as- Iie 
Avas AAMcked. In' the days Avlien he lived in 
Piccadilly he Avas a blase old man, but he had 
not outlived his viciousness. 

The Piccadilly of today has changed from 
the Piccadilly of the Regency, much in out- 
AA'ard appearance, more in the traffic of its 
roadway. • The stately old-Avorld air has gone, 
and bustle has taken the place of quiet. Then 
a great.'number of thosekwho sauntered there 
kneAArjdne''anotlicr ;vtoday ;itds' difficult even to 
see one's'fnendsjin^thexrowd that is hurrying, 
scurrying/ eastAVard;'-' westward. Men walk' 
more briskly now, motors dash past, 'buses 
block the traffic, hansom-cabs Avind in and 
out, serpentlike, and, except Avherc an island 
offers refuge, to cross the road at full noon is 
; to take one's life in one's hands. Y'et, e^ven in 
these democratic days, when , newspaper .'cel- 
ebrities are three-a-penny, and the stress, of 
life keeps peer and poet' aUke '-"oti?4he .m^ 
Piccadilly remains one of the'' siights';_^of the 
tOAvn, one of the marvels of the capitaLpof that 
Empire upon Avhich, it is said, the sun never 
sets.

Motor Engineering Tests 



By aiervyn b'Gprms«i;' in London 'rimes 

■ The re§iilts of <thef B^^ Automobile Gliib 
' tests of. li^d -lamps ""^rt not yet published,' but 
" the touriiig ^season, "y^^ is now upon us, 
■makes tlie'mo'ment for such tests opportune 

—if for no other reason than that the inspec- 
tion of a Ifimp or even an observation of 'the 
zone of briglitness wliich it produces on a 

■ dark road arc no guide to its merits. More- 
over, it is possible for a good lamp to be so 
ill ]2laccd on a car as to lose some 30 per 
cent of its effect. Indeed, it is quite common 

. to set the lamp solely \yith a view to securing 
the most noticeable' beam of light on the road. 
The very diverse qualities ol head-lamps, and 
the suitability of some optical s5'Stenis to one 
class of country and of others to another, 
make it extremely difficult to generalize. Ai 
feature which must be considered in motor- 
car lamps, whether acetylene or electric, in 
which the)^ differ from naval and military pro- 
jectors, is the. relative size of the source of 
light compared to the a.llowable size of mirror. 
It is-, so valuable to obtain a> small relative 
size flame that the employment of large re- 
flectors, and therefore of course of larger 
lamps, is increasing rapidly. It is as well to 
remember that it is by no means nec'cssary al- 
wa>'s to employ so large a burner as is sold 
with large lamps. Another point which ex- 
perience shows is not sufficienll}^ appreciated 
by makers or users is the conmion defect of 
"back reflections" from a lamp. When driv- 
ing \vitli one's attention concentrated on the 
two sides of the road at a distance of about 30 
yards ahead of the lamp (where the illumina- 
tion may be aboul. one-sixth to one-third of 
a candle foot with a normal lamp) much loss 
of effect results from the stray reflections 
which fall on the driver's face through the 
ventilation holes of the lamp. Such stray 
beams may easilj'' exceed one^^sixth to":. One- 
third of a candle foot, and the litility for driv- 
ing purposes of the main light beam is there- 
by substantially diminished, for the iris is pre- 
vented from dilating by the stray reflections. 
Tf such "back reflections" are trulj-- reflections 
and not direct beams shining through chinks, 
tliey caii be cured with great ease with lamp- 
black. Those beams which arise from the 
side-lamps and shine on to some polished 
metal part such as the water filler or a bright- 
ly varnished part such as a miidguard are less 
easy to obviate. Few owners will havfe' the 
couragft'to paint these parts a dead black local- 
ly: i^)r'simiIartreasons, if a side-larhp has a 
red" glass in tlie back it must be very obscure 
glass.. In matters of this sort the. electric side- . 
lights have a great advantage, for the side- 
lamps can be switched out when the head- 
lights are required without a moment's loss 
of time. On the other hand, for distant tour- 
ing, where, the difficulty of getting batteries 
recharged or repaired may; be considerable, it 
is of great advantage to have all electric lanlps 
adaptable (6 two jjluminants.. ... 



While the uscof large lamps gains in popu- 
larity, it is just as well not to lose sight of the 
question of weight. The number of sundries 
carried on a car is so great that, provided care 
be taken not to sacrifice efficiency, smallness 
of weight may be looked upon as one of the 
cardinal advantages. If we take a pair of 
head-lamps of about 7-inch aperture as being 
a small size that will allow of comfortable 
nightwork with a car of from 20 Royal Auto- 
mobile Club rating upwards, we find that the 
lamp; equipment weighs, with charged . gen- 
erator and lamp brackets, about 75 pounds, 
though with care it is not impossible to reduce 
this to about one half, for town dwellers 
with whom night work will not form the chief 
feature of the driving, electric head-lamps, to- 
gether with an adequate battery for eight 
hours' light, need not be any heavier than the 
acetylene equivalent, but it would be unwise 
to be equipped in this manner without having 
on board a small acetylene generator, such as 
is made for motor cycles, it there is any 
chance of one requiring light for more than 
two nights heyoufl the districts where bat- 
teries are ea'^iiy recharged. It is because of 
this that, a number of ingenious systems of 
charging the battery by a dynamo carried on 
board tlic car and driven l)y the engine have 
been evol\-cd. Ai prc.-^cnt such electric gen- 
erators . are made of considerable size, and 
weighing not less than from 25 pounds to 40 
pounds. This size of generator will run the 
head-lamps at night without independent re- 
charging of the battery, and are useful when 
there is no considerable interval of daylight 
running of the car during which the batteries 
might be recharged when the lamps arc out. 
The ordinary user, however, floes not make a 
practice of idght journeys without intermedi- 
ate daylight running, and for many purposes 
the cheaper, price and smaller weight of a gen- 
erator weighing not more than about 14 
pounds, and capable of being fixed under the 
bonnet, and driven in the' way the fan is 
dfiveri, wbiiilcl be of considerable advantage. 
In any such electric s)'-stcni economy of wear 
and tear should be considered, and means 
should be provided for unchitching the dyna- 
mo during the distance which may be covered 
without any charging of batteries being need- 
ed. All the systems require a good automatic 
.•iwitch with cells controlled by the voltage of 
the dynamo terminals.:. .5;' v:^;- ;;;^v,. ._ 



Where a motorist has obtained such com- 
plete confidence in the reliability of his^elec- 
iric light as to have abandoned all alterna- 
livcH, he will be "able to find electric lamps 
in the market of exceedingly light weight, in 
which the tarnishing of the mirrors is avoided 



by the simple process of enclosing the lamp in 
a tohipletely an--tight and therefore dust-tight 
manner, which is impossible where any type 
of flame is employed. When reflectors arc 
rendered untarnishable in this way, the neces- 
sity for the Mangin type of lens mirror which 
is now so popular becomes less apparent. 
Nevertheless, it does not seem to be practic- 
able at present to obtain a metal reflector 
shaped with anything like the optical accuracy 
obtained by grinding the glass mirror. The 
question arises whether, in view of the large 
size of the source. of light and the consequent 
impossibility of properly using the focussing 
properties of a good mirror, it is worth while 
to continue to use such lens mirrors wdien the 
tarnishing difficulty has been overcome. At 
])rescnt many motorists who adopt electric 
lamps will probably think it worth while to 
use a lamp allowing acetylene on . an emer- 
gency for head-lamps and • paraffin for- side- 
lamps. It may be noted that if the paraffin 
side-lamp is not in constant use it is impera- 
tive to place a cap over the burner to keep out

single lamp giving a wide .beam, even if the 
number of litres of gas consumed per hour by 
the burners, be in the two. cases -the same.

:A 'SUDDEN 'RISE ON McNAB'S ' CREEK 

(By Richard L. Pocock.) 
McNab's Creek, situated about half-way 
up Howe Sound, some few miles from Van- 
couver, has left a good many pleasant recol- 
lections in the writer's mind, recollections con- 
cerning good fish caught in good company, 
than which there can be few pleasanter to a 
good angler. Among the days recalled to 
mind there stands out one which, apart from 
the fine basltet it yielded, was noteworthy 
from the light it seemed to shed on' the na- 
ture and character of the kind of coast fishing 
stream of which McNab's is a very typical ex- 
ample. 

There has been many a good story writ- 
ten of the bigger and better known rivers of 
this British Columbia coast, but there has 
been -perhaps too little said about the kind 
of fishing of which McNab's Creek is typical. 

The great drawback to fishing expeditions 
pure and simple to some of our waters of 
world-wide repute is that, altliougli the fish 
arc numerous and the making of a large catch 
is comparatively easy, there is often a diffi- 
culty about the disposal of the catch, so that 
the angler is bound to either fish very inter- 
mittently or else return the greater portion 
of his catch. 

Alt along the coast there are numerous 
creeks fed from the mountains, which, for a 
short distance from the salt water, run 
through comparatively level country, and con- 
sequently afford a pleasing variety of pools 
and riffles and the sort of water beloved of 
trout and their human enemies, the fisher- 
men. The coast mountains being almost in- 

- vjiriably steep and abrupt, this kind of fishing 
water \'aries very considerably with the rain- 
fall and the time of year. What is a rushing 
torrent down the mountain side one week may 
be a nearly dry channel the next, and vice 
versa. The fishable water of these creeks is 
pf, course limited to the short stretch near the 

, mouth, which varies in different cases from a 
few miles to a few hundred feet, but in every 
creek that enters the sea on the coast, at some 
time or other tiicre is a possibility of catching 
trout. Maybe some of these streams will be 
of so abrupt a descent from mountain peak to 
salt-chuck that there will be but one or two 
pools just near the mouth where fish , can lie 
aind^be caught by the fly of the fisherman, 
,'and 'a few casts, may exhaust their possibilities. 
[Others again -vvill have enough fishable water 

/to last a party, of anglers for a much longer 

/period at a. stretch. ,,. .j. 

. McNab's is one of the larger of these coast 

. creeks ; though not big enough to be dignified 
with the name of river, it yet is big enough to 
hold a lot of nice fish at times, and the lower 
reaches arc fishable for .several miles before 
the angler hits the canon, where begins a suc- 
cession of falls. .... 

.One day, a good many years ago now, an 
enthusiaSktic fishing friend "discovered" Mc- 
Ijlal.b's aitd imparted his discovery to the 
writer, with much mystery and enjoining se- 
crecy. Being out on a cruise in his yacht, 
he had chanced to anchor off the mouth of 
this creek, and, as a matter of course, seeing 
the fishy look of the location, had put it to 
the test, with the result that he returned to 
Vancouver with a splendid basket of fine 
firesh-run froi^t; as soon as an opportunity 
offereld he took the writer up to his new-found 
preserve with the repeated assurance that 

'there was sure to be a good catch as the re- 

■ shit of our joint efforts. 

' The anchor was dropped after a slow voy- 
age from Vancouver with a lazy man's In-cezc 
on a warm summer's day in the beautiful little 
land-locked bay at tlic mouth of the creek and 
a comfortable camp made ashore. Early in the 
•.-Tijonnng a start was made, wading up the 
■bed oi the stream, and pools and riffles were 
Searched and covered with Zulus and Coach- 
men" and "various" without any tangible re- 
•sult, much to the chagrin of the guide, phil- 
osopher and friend who had brought his dis- 
ciple to the chosen spot. Excuses and ex- 
planations were numerous, but the fact re- 
mained that, if the fish were there, they would 
not bite, and for all we could see (and the 
water was clear as glass) they were not 
there. The true explanation was of course ob- 
..vjous to anyone who knows the nature of 
tiiese coast creeks and is by way of being a 
fisherman. .In the interval between the dis- 
covery of the stream and our second visit 
thereto there had been a spell of warm weath- 
er, which had gradually become warmer, until 
it was sultry, to say the least of it. The 
creek had fallen to a very low level, as these 
creeks will in a very short time once the snow 
water ceases to be a factor, the water was 
-clear as gin and, if the fish were there, they 
could see at a distance the difference between 
our. artificial fi'^s and the actual tit-bit of real 
insect which might have tempted them from 
the lazy enjoyment of dolce far nieiite. The 
discoverer insisted that if we pushed on to 
the canon we were bound to catch some in 
the pools below the falls. The very words, 
"the pool below the falls," would be suffi- 
cient to entice any fisherman to further ef- 
fort at any time, and we duly plodded on full 
of. hope and empty of fish. 

Eventually we reached the falls and the 
pool "belp,w them, and duly flogged it with our 
flics to no purpose. Discoverer then tried a 
small spoon, and, at the first cast, we were 
treated to the interesting spectacle of a large 
trout swi.mming up to the spoon, examining 
it casually, and then retreating with a look of 
contempt and a provoking lack of haste to the 
cool retreat he had chosen for his siesta be- 
neath the shadow of the falling waters, 
. There was nothing for it but resignation 
and lunch and then a pipe, and afterwards a 



'sno^ozeTiSiii the shady bafik; Luckily it is nbt 
all of fishing to fish, and there ai-e compen- 
sations in the scent of the Cedar and the 
pleasant music of the streams to the man of 
a philosophic temperament— and a philosophic 
temperament is a very necessary thing some- 
times to the fisherman. 

There came a rude awakening to the after- 
lunch nap, \Vhile we slept, the weather god 
had taken a sudden notion to put an ^nd to 
the spell of sultry weather, and the sky had 
become overcast with, heavy black clouds, 
which had speedily burst. Here was a trans- 
formation scene indeed, a chilliness succeeded 
to the former heat, and the first impulse was 
to put the best foot forward back to camp. 
The rain came down in a solid sheet, and, 
seeing that we were in for a drenching any- 
how, there seemed no good reason why \wc 
should not try if the change in weather had 
not also brought about a change in the mood 
of the fish. 

At the first pool Discoverer had a rise, 
and duly landed a fine fish of about a pound 
weight. From there to the next pool was 
quite a step, and as we proceeded slowly in the 
bed of the stream the water began to rise. At 
the ne.xt pool the first cast rose another good- 
ly fish, mate to the first, and as one man 
played his fish, leading it down to the tail of 
the pool to shallow water, and was landing it 
on a gravel bank, the other was hooking an- 
other at the head of the pool. In turn in this 
way we landed four fish at this spot before 
moving down to the next, where the pro- 
gramme was repeated. The creels were grow- 
ing heavier and heavier with a regiUarity 
which more than compensated for au}' early 
disappointment and all discomfort from the 
downpour was forgotten in the excitement of 
the sport. 

By the time that we each had eight or ten 
good fish in our baskets, it began to dawn on 
us that the depth of the water in whicji we 
were wading ^was increasing at a very rapid 
rate, and 'that unles we got a move on we 
should, before we reached the camp at the 
mouth, have to take to the batdcs and leave 
the water, which indeed proved to be the case 
even sooner than we could have belie\cd. 
Where on the journey up wc had walked less 
than ankle deep in a trickling stream was 
speedily a rushing torrent, and to shore we 
had to go whether we liked it or not. Now 
anyone who knows the coast knows that the 
banks of such a stream as this at the base of 
a mountain arc seldom the easiest of going; 
there are such things as devil-clubs and other' 
prickly shrubs, and the undergrowth is dense. 
Half a mile in such country in pouring rain 
seems like three, and it was with a very wel- 
come sense of relief that wc eventually came 
through to the comfortable shelter of our 
tent and the cheerful blaze of a fire of good 
dry logs, which we had been careful to collect 
the night before, to dry our sodden clothes.

A THIEF OF A FISH 

Away up in the wilds of the Boardman, 
Michigan, up where the "slashings" are so 
thick that even the fisherman does not come 
through, is the farm of Charles Harkness, a 
little patch of forty acres in the midst of 
sand. Harkness, however, by careful atten- 



'vtiori to btisiness, makes a good Hying out of 
this piece of land, and every season previous 
to this,= has marketed a- large quantity ' of 
strawberries. These berries are of the best 
quality, large and luscious, and always bring 
fancy prices, so when he only showed up with 
a few crates this year questions began to be 
asked. And this is what Harkne&s said: — 

■'I raise them berries on a sandy stretch 
down near the river. It's sheltered from the 
frosts and the winds, and the berries almost 
burst themselves growing. Say, early this 
spring those vines were so covered that you 
could hardly see the leaves — that's right — 
and these is all I got left. What's the rea- 
son? I'll tell you; it's that darned cross eyed 
rainbow trout, that's what it is. I'd like to 
ram a pitchfork through him, and I will, too, 
if he ever shows up again. 

"You see, it's like this. As I said before, 
my patch is alongside the river and had lots 
of berries. One day I began missing them, 
and as they were just getting ripe I 'couldn't 
understand the cause. I knew it wasn't kids, 
because there is no kids up here in the wil- 
derness, and if there was I would have seen 
them. Then the tracks didn't look like kid 
tracks nor animile tracks nor bird's tracks, 
and I was sure puzzled. 

Caught in the Act. 

"One evening, just when I made up my 
mind that I'd have to pick the berries green 
if I wanted any, because all the ripe ones 
kc[:t going, I was sitting on the porch smok- 
ing my pipe, when I seen a big trout jiunp 
up into the air and land right in my berry 
patch. I couldn't imagine what was wrong, 
and started on a run down there, and there 
was a rainbow trout eating the strawberries. 

"I got up to him before he saw me, but 
just as I was about to grab him he got wise 
that I was on hand, and as he looked into 
my face I saw that the sun of a gun was cross 
eyed. The sight of a cross eyed fish so 
rattled me that all 1 could do was to stand 
there, with my moutli open, and I was so 
paralyzed that when he gave a little wriggle

"The next night I hid in the brush with 
my shotgun, making up my mind that I 
would fill him so full of lead that when he 
started to leap he'd be like Mark Twain's 
frog, but never a sign of him did^ t see. ' T 
thought he was afraid to come out^^biit I'll' bet 
my best reel against a canoe pole that Jie

" 'I'll have berries to take to town tomorr 
row,' thinks I, as I goes to bed, but when I 
gets up in the morning not only all the ripe 
berries was gone, but a lot of the best plants 
was busted, as though somebody had walked 
on them. That cross eyed fish had. come 
in the morning and got ahead of me again. 
Brought All To the Feast 

"I thought two could play at that, so the 



next day I hid iii the lifusli -jiist before day- 
light and waited, and then— -dog gone iny 
cats I— I didn't get him, but I saw something 
that made me forget all my strawberries, I 
hadn't, been there over three minutes before 
the big boy jumped out into the patch; but 
he had no sooner hit than he jumped back 
again. 

;'He's saw me,' J tiiought, and was about 
to come out, when 'plump,' and he lit there 
again, and this time he was followed by a 
trout as big as himself. The second one 
stayed in the patch and got busy, but the 
cross eyed boy went back in again and kept 
moving around in the water, and as it got 
lighter I seen that that side of the river was 
alive with trout — rainbows, speckled ones, 
German brown and all kinds, 

"The cross eyed rainbow was circulating 
among them, giving them some sort of direc- 
tions, and all at once the whole bunch dis- 
appeared, only to come toward the shore 
with a rush and about half of them leaped 
and lit in the strawberry patch. Some of 
the little ones didn't make it, and as they 
went back and came forward again I saw 
that the old cross eyed and some of the other 
big ones were pushing them so they'd get up 
speed, and they all got there that time, the 
big ones coming last, 

"The night had been hot and there was 
lots of red berries, but I had a scheme in my 
head, so I laid low and watched them get 
back in the river again, it being easy for the 
little ones, as all they had to do was to flop 
toward the bank and then hop in. 

But the Leader Escaped 
"I didn't show myself and all that day I 
was busy rigging up a scheme. As soon as 
it was dark that night I stretched an old 
seine with a pretty wide mesh and hung it 
along that patch so that the river side was 
protected. Then I went to bed and took a 
good snooze, being tired. 

"It -was broad daylight when I awaken- 
ed, and \yhen I got down to the river the 
blamedest sight met my eyes that I ever 
saw, the net being one wriggling mass of

A FUTURE KAISER 

The German Crown Prince 
The German Crown Prince William, who, 
with his Princess, is to visit King Edward's 
Court this month, is one of the most interest- 
ing of the younger European royalties. Of 
course, the most conflicting statements have 
been made about his character, but according 
to the most reliable accounts, he is a real 
"chip of the old block," and although, he has 
once or twice publicl)' gone against the wishes 
of his father, he is in reality a keen upholder 
of the Kaiser's policy. In appearance, the 
Crown Prince looks much younger than his 
real age, and he has a certain stand-offish de- 
meanor which is somewhat embarrassing to 
the stranger. But this apparent pride i^ really 
the result of reserve, and among his boon 
companions the Prince is as affable as pos- 
sible. One who knows him intimately has 
written of him as follows: "He will never 
equal his father in initiative, but he will excel 
him in calmness of temperament and the 
power of repressing everything passionate in 
his nature." 

Spartan Training 

In spite of his autocratic nature and love 
of power, the Kaiser has always been a wise 
father, and his sons have been brought up with 
an almost Spartan training. Some time ago 
the Crown Prince became a junior clerk in one 
of the departments of the Ministry of the In- 
terior, and worked the usual amount of hours 
every day for a whole year. Even after office 
hours he was nor free, for he had to take home 
a case of documents to study every evening, 
and sometimes was kept working far into the 
night. , There is an old-established tradition 
that every Hohenzollern Prince shall learn 
some kind of handicraft, and the Crown Prince 
chose turning, at which art he is remarkably 
apt. Engineering, too, he has studied thor- 
oughly, and not content with attending .lec- 
tures on this subject, he has undergone a prac- 
tical course in one of the leading German en- 
gineering works, 

Prince William is immensely popular 
among the Germans, principally owing to his 
kindness of', heart, and many are the stories 
that are told' of his. geniality. Not long ago, 



for instance, he was visiting a somewhat re- 
mote part of his father's dominions, and en- 
tered a postoffice one day to buy some stamps. 
The postmaster, who was quite unaware of 
his identity, began to grumble loudly at: the 
large amount of extra work a royal visit oc- 
casioned the postal authorities. "But surely, 
you are paid for it?" asked the Prince, "No,"' 
replied tlie postmaster, "There is a lot of sort-' 
ing to do, and heavy ba.gs of letters to be car- 
ried up lo the Castle, and not one penny extra 
do we get." The Crown Prince left without 
saying who he was; but the very same after- 
noon he again x'isited the postoffice, but this 
lime he was in uniform and with a suite, also 
in gorgeous attire. The postmaster was dum- 
founded, but the Prince reassured him. "Do 
not be alarmed," he said, with a smile. "We 
have all come for our own letters, to save you 
sending them to the Castle." 

A Curious Scrap-Bobk 

That the Prince was not always as popu- 
lar as he is today is evidenced from the scrap- 
book which he keeps containing over a thou- 
sand pages of adverse newspaper criticisms of 
himself. On the title page is inscribed, "I 
hope I am not like this," and the volume con- 
tains many marginal notes of regret and coun- 
ter criticism in its owner's own handwriting. 
Prince William's former unpopularity was due 
to his impulsive boyish, nature, which fre- 
quently got him into scrapes, but ^ince his 
marriage he has quite changed, and has sober- 
ed down into a staid young man. Indeed, the 
good effect upon him of the Crown Princess 
has been remarkable, and she is even more 
popular among her future subjects than is her 
husband, A remark she made on her marriage 
has stuck in the peo])le's memory, "I am not 
a bit clever," she said, "but I can bake bread, 
cook a dinner, and keep house," 

Unlike his father, Prince William is . not 
very devoted' to sport. ' He prefers recreations 
of a quiet character, and is a great reader of 
books. He is ver}' musical, and plays the 
violin very well imlced, while he is fond ot 
writing verses and coniposin.g short essays. 
But i)erhaps his favorite hobby is motoring, 
and he has more tlian once figured in an acci- 
dent. Latterly he has succumbed to the fas- 
cination of the flyin.g machine, and has ac- 
companied Count Zeppelin on his aeroplane. , 



LOIE FULLER'S NEW DANCES 

The irrepressible La Loie is again to the 
fore with some symphonic dances, something 
entirely new, among which she includes a novel 
version of Salome, "In this character she 
dances with shimmering flowers scarves, ziid 
her fingers seeming to make pearls trickle all 
over her body. All at once she is a peacock, 
which spreads its tail and then lets its feathers 
fall so that it may spread them again. She 
charms the serpents who pose before her, 
meanwhile caressin,g their supple forms, which 
now become rigid. Again she is a magician, 
and holds at the ends of her fingers an unearth- 
ly fire which at once becomes a source of sup- 
ernatural light, as she plays with the flames." 

.According to "La Loie," the dances which 
she proposes to give by her pupils at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera will be more "natural," more 
spontaneous and individual than any with 
which the public is familiar ; graceful move- 
ments, fanciful lighting and beautiful music, 
all of which vvill create a new art unknown in 
America. As Whistler called his pictures 
"nocturnes" and "harmonics," so Miss Fuller 
calls the new connningling of the arts which 
she illustrates "The Orchestration of Light." 

To make a complete picture it is necessary 
to have a symphony orchestra, specially de- 
signed lamps handled by trained operators, a 
stage hung with white and black velvet cur- 
tains. Piano provided with a dumb keyboard 
connected by wires with various electric lights, 
and finally La Lnlc or one of her pupils give 
the signals to the electricians. These signals 
are conveyed by pressing the keys, and in re- 
sponse, soft and varied coloured lights cor- 
res])onding to the rhythms and characteristics 
of the music played by the orchestra arc seen 
slowly to appear upon the background. The 
result is described as a moving symphony in

Jemtlarid such as I have not experienced 
since ' my ; salmon days. One hot morning 
my brother and I started out for a bit of 
duck shooting, each coasting in flat-bottomed 
punts the thick reeds and spear which lined 
the margin of the river for some two miles. 
This extent of water lay between the suc- 
cession of boulder-strewn rapids which form- 
ed the upper river and. a heavy fall, -better- 
known to us as the lower suck; .

We killed a 
few head of wildfowl and eventually went 
ashore above this suck to "bange," which col- 
onial term means a rest; in this case cook- 
ing coffee, taking lunch, and reading the 
papers might have amplified the term. This 
favorite camping place was immediately 
above thc foss in a branch of the river hav- 
ing its own smaller foss. Neither of these 
falls did we care to negotiate, excepting in a 
special state and height of the waters. 

Having refreshed, I put off and told the 
little lad who was managing my punt to pad- 
dle slowly along the lip of the large foss, 
keeping, however, well out of the suck. Spin- 
ning over a deep hole at one side of this 
and some ten yards from the first of the 
broken water, the line was suddenly held 
fast. "Doubtless a snag" was my thought, 
so I gave a moderate snatch, when away tore 
something with a long and terrific rush up 
stream. Then began round No. i. 'The old 
reel, unaccustomed to such a sudden on- 
slaught on its interior, shrieked, yelled, and 
growled as if possessed; yard after yard flew 
of it. The bo}'- behaved nobly, pulling for 
his life. If he had not done sp something 
would have parted, for before the first lull 
came some eight or ten yards only remained 
oil the reel. Recovering a good bit of line 
the effect of a strain roused the demon be- 
low in unwonted fashion. 

Round No. 2 consisted of a heavy rush 
across, and luckily rather up stream. ■ The 
fear was that he. might, contrary to the usual 
tactics of big fish, take the foss, when 'all. 
would have soon been o'er," but he fought 
fair. Presently, getting another pull on him, 
I brought him slowly towards our camp. Thus 
was the stem of the punt turned towards the 
fish, but the dodge of gently urging him to- 
wards shallower water caused this grand 
fighter to become furious, In round No. 3; 
the strenuous rushes he had already under- 
taken seemed to impart new strength into liis 
body and evidently having found his second 
"wind," he turned him about. Now the boy 
showed his mettle, too, as he had to back 
the square stern of the punt against stream, 
wdiich act he accomplished with speed and 
vigour. 

Then I sent forth a yelll, both to let off 
steam and to inform others that I had some- 
thing on. This woke them up, for a voice 
from the woods sang out, "What the dickens 
are you doing?" Utterly breathless, and 
having to keep my eyes fixed on the gear, I 
could not move. Another long rush ended in 
my turning and keeping him this time with 
his nose the right way. The other boat was 
now^ approaching as we began to shoal the 
water, getting into 3 feet on a rocky bottom. 
iMy brother was now rowed up alongside. 
"Get him to a short stay," he said. As in 
halibut fishing, the two boats were touching. 

The knockout. Wc could see the fish 
turning on his side. Here was help indeed, 
for I could never have lifted fish and net -with 
the left arm. My brother slipped the hoop un- 
der and lifted him into the punt, and, before 
giving more than a glance at the fish, rendered 
first aid to the angler, who was shaking as 
with an ague and bathed in perspiration, in 
the shape of a stiff nobbier of brandy. The 
trout was a grand cock fish of exactly 11^/2 
lbs,, fat and thick to the tail. He was hooked 
in the right pectoral fin ; two of the tiny tri- 
angles had stripped out of the web, whilst one 
hook only of the first one had held, but that 
one was so buried in the fleshy nob at the 
root of the fin that it was some time before we. 
could cut it out. That fish afforded our house 
party many meals of rich salmon-colored flesh. 
It was a close thing that capture, but a bet- 
ter fight I never had with a trout. — E. B.

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I Ito's Mistakes in Korea

Prince Ito-'^'^adminltt^^^ in^orea^vvas a 
failure. That is our'* Japanese opinion. It 
seems to us that eveti the prince himself can- 
not but admit his too-large expectation at the 
outset of his new work as resident-general, ol 
which he only realized the one-hundredth part. 
For some lime there has been no other way 
but his retirement from the office, as it seem- 
ed to us, Avhioh might give our Korean matter 
a fresh start, and some chance for a stronger 
hand.. However, L am not going to say that 
Baron Sone, wlio was promoted to the present 
' office from the vice resident generalship, is a 
better man than Prince Ito. in fact there is 
no other statesman like the prince, at once sa- 
gacious and strategic and with a great experi- 
ence behind him, llic most important person at 
the nation's critical moment; but he lacks per- 
sistence in his undertaking, and has no dash to 
blow hard when it is necessary; in one word, 
he is weak. W'c have only to look up to hea- 
ven and heave a deep sigh for our shortness 
of men of ability and tact. And our goal is 
still a l&itg way off indeed in regard to the 
Korean matter. Indeed there arc those who 
declare that it has-riever stepped forward any 
more than before the Russia-Japan war, 
though it may not be worse. But you must re- 
member that Korea was the main tiling for 
which wc went to nio\c such great armies in 
battle, and today, you might say, wc arc up to 
our eartJ in such tremendous national debts. 
What is the real crop of Prince Ito's four 
years' administration'? It might be more pro- 
per to ask what we have gained during the last 
four years. Indeed, Korea is a hard case. 
The Error of Being "Civilized" 

It is almost surprising to us to hear that no 
small eulogy is sung here and there .over 
Prince Ito in the \Vestern countries. ■ How- 
ever, that is -nothing strange ; what the Prince 
was mostly afraid of was the foreign criticism ; 
to meet a favorable reception abroad was one 
of the great points of his Korean programme, 
which, as it seems to us. was the only one 
thing he fairly well realized. On the other 
had, how much we had to lose to satisfy his 
vain glory of civilized policy, as we bluntly 
pnt it. There is no question that he is the most 
civilized Japanese statesntan (admitting wc 
have some who carry the standard of barbar- 
ism, as you might say, singular militarism), 
Avho endeavors to transcend above the other 
men of the time, and place 'himself on an equal 
IcvcVwith the 'Western statesmen. It goes 
without saying' thd't he counts everything 
from the so-called foreign basis. His policy 
is always built on his great ideal which will be 
touched and modified in practice, but only to 
such a degree as not to imperil his reputation 
as a civilized statcsman.^ It is from this reason 
that he met Korea from the outset with a gen- 
tle and peaceful sort of policy. And it was his 
ideal to reap the crop without spoiling his 
name, even when he had to deal with the Ko- 
rean emperor's secret messenger later on, 
M-hich at once stirred our Eastern sky. When 
the emperor's abdication and the formation 
of the new treaty were looked upon only as a 
natural course by the Powers and foreigners, 
except a few people like Herbert, he must 
have been greatly satisfied at that time. Doubt- 
less his ideal is' splendid; but it is perfectly 
sad to sec it turning, when applied to Korea, 
as if it were gold money to a cat, as we have 
in our saying. His so-called civilized policy be- 
came a beautiinl phrase of "proper leading and 
good development," turned to the "issuing of 
new splendid laws like falling rain," and made 
him declare the "equality of Koreans and Jap- 
anese, the perfect impartiality or. in Japanese 
words. "Isshi Dojin Shugi." ' And again he 
brought out: "Let us leave the name, and reap 
the true crop of substance." It seemed to us 
that all of them were failures. It is not only 
the cynics who say that his failures blossomed 
from his proud civilized policy. We have 
many reasons to believe that it was impossible 
for him to understand the real characters 
which were the crystalization of complexity 
against Prince Ito's simplicity, lie was sim- 
ple; then it was natural for him to be a dog- 
matist. It has been said that his policy was 
set on the Korean standard by many home cri- 
tics; but 1 think it is more true to say it was 
nothing but "Jiko lloni" or Himself standard, 
lie has such a faith in his judgment and wis- 
dom, which, however, are wonderful; but 
from such a self suflficiency he did not even try 
to study and understand the true state and 
character of Korea and the Koreans. While his 
policy was excellent, and its use even not un- 
ingenious, as wc admit to some extent, the re- 
sults he has ijrcsented amount ahnost to noth- 
ing. 

The Koreans Quick to' 'Work" Ito 
It is sad to see the Korean's slighting al- 
titude towards the resident-generalship already 
for some long time. It is their keen instinct 
to catch one's characteristic weakness; it is 
their only forte if they have any. They saw 
that Prince Ito was too inclined to indulge in 
a vain show, as in fact plying between Tokio 
and Seoul with imposing air and grand pro- 
cession of his own; they saw that he was only 
too happy to talk on his ideal and of justice 
arid .humaiiity to anyone who happened to be 
in^sigllt; they saw that he was rather ignorant 
of , the real condition, and had been betrayed by 
some Koreans whom he trusted: they saw. 
tiiat he did not think much about the enforce- 
ment of the new laws which he planted. They 
saw that he looked upon the Korean Imperial 
House with the greatest circumspection, and 
even sought her goodwill; they saw that he 
treated his staff as if they, were only kids, and 
on the other hand cvcry"far<igner (including 
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missibiikt-ies) with the utmost respect; wh&t 
they saw every day only made them look down 
upon him. They Iiave not, of course, any cri- 
tical view toward his general policy; but as I 
said before, their strong instinct which had 
been trained since the beginning uf Korean 
history is quick and ready to form their own 
idea how to meet with a stronger person or 
country. I dare say that they, from the late 
emperor above to the common people below, 
are endowed with such a characteristic ; indeed, 
this characteristic has made them able to sus- 
tain their country. And again this character- 
istic made them think Prince Ito was rather 
an easy person to handle. 

If he had sat firm like a rock at the resi- 
dent-general office throughout the year, with- 
out any interruption, it would have been un- 



own crown prince. It is said in one of the 
Japanese proverbs that, "too much spoileth, 
"too little is nothing." Wc are sure that his so- 
called Kaiju-saku or to-tame-Korcans policy 
went too far indeed. We arc not going to say 
that Korea :shouldjbe treated as if she were a . 
subjeci state. :Ncitj:at all; The ariosl^.iniportant 
point is to raise the re^(>^merit of the Japianese . 
administration; and tliat is the natut'al; mea- 
sure to adopt. . - . 

The writer of this article remembers it was 
soon after the Russia-Japan War when he in- 
terviewed him at Oiso. his country house, He 
appeared th£n to be almost irrcsistabl}' high- 
spirited, and even hinted that "Chimi- moryo" 
or evil spirits of mountains and. rivers in Ko- 
rea would hide their own forms at once under 
the- flag of the resident general, and the great 
repute he had earned at home or abroad would 
be sufficient to pacify Korea upon the short- 
est notice. I believed he could as he believed 
himself. However, he did not take much time 
to discover that the whole matter was not so 
easy as he expected, but on the contrary, ex- 
tremely difficult, and in some meaning ([uite 
complicated. It were better for him and Ja- 



Science in Home Life 



Five hundred years ago it would have 
been called witchcraft. Today it is called ap- 
plied science, and all sorts of people who 
would once have been burnt at the stake are 
being encouraged to pass examinations in it.' 

Do not think our improved attitude to- 
ward black magic ig.val together to be, attribut- 
ed to modern enlightenment: some of it is 
probably due to a change in the character of 
the black magic, if mediaeval witches had 
shown more tact in their scientific researches 
and -had directed these towards a better nn- 
dcrstanding of ihf dinner they had to cook, 
they would certaini}- have been left in peace 
to satisfy such a laudable and womanly des- 
ire for knowledge, Unfortunately, they wast- 
ed so much time in trying to find the com- 
ponent parts of immorality that it has been 
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necessary to engage many Japanese high offi- 
cials ; there could be nothing more direct and 
effective than to command tlie Korean minis- 
ters himself, and to use them to advantage. 
But to meet the emergency when he might be 
out of Korea, and also the necessity which he 
could not attend to himself, he planned out the 
Japanese vice minister system. Here he made 
a no-small blunder in his selection. The offi- 
cials to whom much power is given should be 
l^ersons of ability and courage; we should like 
to know how such persons could stand work- 
ing gently under the Korean ministers. Trou- 
ble might be expected from the beginning. And 
Prince Ito, as I said before, treated these high 
officials with small respect, as if they were a 
sort of valet, you might say. How could the 
Korean ministers, however ingnorant and in-, 
experienced, obey them? The Prince declared: 
"Let us leave the name, and reap the crop of 
substance!" It ws a sure thing that he would 
fail with his plan as he did. 

I sa}' again he was an idealist ; to put his 
ideal and policy into practice, he should have 
had excellent workers like the late Count Mut- 
su or Viscount Inoue, "Viscounts Miyoji Ito, 
Kaneko, Suematsu, and others, who_ in fact 
made a great service before in making the 
Prince's history which is the mo.st wonderful 
in the modern history of Japan. He went alone 
to Korea without those people, but carrying 
only Ishizuk'a, Kiuchi, Oka and others who, we 
can say, are merely third-rate officials. There 
is no wonder at all to see the resident-general 
office turning to be a training school of "Zo- 
kuri" as we say. or petty ofl'icials. And the 
vulgar quarrel among them is the next and 
sure thing to come to as we observed. Beside, 
Prince Ito is a contradiction itself; why do I 
say it? While he declares himself to be the 
most civilized statesman, he performed an ab- 
solute monarcliism among the Japanese offi- 
cials. Everybody has to obey him, not to op- 
pose him ; to be hushed, not to speak ; and then 
gradually they grew apart from the Prince, in 
heart. There is nothing more sad than to see 
their want of spiritual harmony. Wc have a 
hundred examples of incompctcnc}' of Jajian- 
ese officials in the country towns, from their 
ignorance of the Korean language or other . rea- 
sons, which almost appears to be a comedy. 

Here we have one phenomenon which dis- 
tinguished Prince Ito's administration : that is, 
that he raised the .Korean Imperial House to 
the utmost dignity which is almost amazing 
even to the Korean eyes. It reached the high- 
est pitch when the present emperor accompan- 
ied the prince and made the imperial tour 
through his own country. And we treat the 
crown prince who is studying in Tokio at 
present with the respect and minute consider- 
ation only equalled by that wc give to our/ 



pan if he had come out strongly with iron 
hand. As he could not use his hard blow, he 
spent his first year as resident general almost 
without one thing accomplished. However, 
heaven was not altogether unkind to him ; the 
opportunity ilew in in the shape of the so- 
called Secret Messenger case, when he reach- 
ed the turning point of his policy. As the crop 
from this greatest miscarriage on the Korean 
part we gained the new treaty which enlarged 
Japan's power as administrator, as all the na- 
tions know. W e have no hesitation to declare 
that it was his greatest success, which, how- 
ever, was followed by one equally great blun- 
der in the shape of the dissolution of the Ko- 
rean army. There was no difficulty to carry 
it out as it was the time when we could over- 
come every obstacle; but wc should say that 
the prince's usual carefulness had made a sad 
slij). One million four hundred thousand yen 
of expenditure only to support the army was, 
of course, not a light matter for Korea; and 
doubtless they vvoulcl hinder in many ways our 
Korean administration. But it was too late to 
repent of when the matter' appeared as if a 
menagerie were emptied, and a fox, badger or 
rat were given a chance to make a disturbance 
as in fact. 

There is no question that Prince Ito's 
Korean administration was a failure. And at^ 
the same time, our home statesmen and people 
must share its res|)onsibility. ^Vlly have they 
refrained from uttering criticism mi the 
prince's administrative progress in Korea? 
We all know well that the severe home criti- 
cism, we might say, promoted the Formosan 
success, to a great measure. Why did we take 
sttch a different attitude toward Korea? It is 
doubtless partly that we trusted in the prince's 
ability and experience; and we were afraid 
to expose the matter to the foreign countries 
when his failure was recognized as. a fact. 1 
believe it was his earnest desire at the begin- 
ning to make us kee|) quiet, not ])lay with criti- 
cism. Beside, he is the greatest of the so-called 
Gem-o statesmen ; and nearly all of the home 
statesmen came to the front under his assist- 
ance, and they felt obliged to act as his eulo- 
gists when occasion might demand. And many 
othei" pel-sons who stand as his" opponents 
politically could not dare criticise his work 
from their personal respect or circumstances, 
but greatly sympathized with his courage in 
spite of his old age. What I wonder is why 
many others who could speak freely and act 
independently kept such a silence. After all, 
today is not the time for the old statesmen like 
Prince Ito and others, whose fame and glory 
are well written in the past; the new work, 
however, must wait the hands of workers of the 
..younger generation. . ', 



left for us to applj' the principles of chemistry 
to the daily life that we do know to be ours. 
We think today, in fact, that an elixir of life 
is not nearly so necessary to our happiness 
as a correct knowledge of the scientific pro- 
cess for removing a stain from the best table- 
cloth. 

Reflections of this sort arc almost inevi- 
table when one glances through the examina- 
tion papers that have just been set to the 
women students at King's College, London, 
on the completion of their post-graduate 
course in home science and economics. Some 
Frenchman — I believe it was Jean Simon — 
has said that it is only on the eve of a revo- 
lution that we believe a revolution to be im- 
possible ; and there seems to be some recogni- 
tion of this truth in the fact that a domes- 
tic revolution has been gathering slowly for 
years without making itself apparent to more 
than a limited circle of reformers. One knew 
vaguely, pcrhaj^s, that domestic subjects in 
the secondary schools and other educational 
centres were being dignified by the name of 
household economics, and that their scientific 
basis was taken into cpnsideration; as at Bat- 
tersea Polytechnic, for instance, where, in 
its training school for domestic economy 
teachers, the bearing of science upon cookery, 
laundrywork, etc., was recognized to some 
extent as far back as 1894. But the whole 
meaning and lendenc}- of the change lacked 
emphasis, 1 think, until the women's depart- 
ment of King's College conceived the idea of 
raising the whole subject to the standard of 
a degree course, and initiated the experiment 
just a year ago. 

The historic as well as the strictly scien- 
tific point of view is apparent in. the little 
sheaf of ..examination papers, which are., in 
themselves an interesting record of this first 
year's work. Under the heading of "Econo- 
mics for the Household" are suggestive ques- 
tions on the system of housekeeping in a me- 
diaeval monastery, on the reasons why greater 
progress has been made during recent years 
in industrial niachiiu!ry than in cooking or 
cleaning appliances, on the effect of. what i% 
called the industrial revolution on. the .organic 
zation of the home,, and so on. .Th.e , students, 
are required to Avrite an essay on household 
expenditure in the middle classes, and lo 
draw up a budget for the apportionment of 
an income of £400 a year, this being "earned 
by work which causes considerable nervous 
exhaustion." The old-fashioned person 
would be surjirised, perhaps, to find in the 
midst of all this erudition two questions deal- 
ing with what would jqnceKhaye been con- 
sidered the only set •. of : iiat'efests proper to 
women. Here is one of them : "What do you 
consider tlie causes of tjie unpopularity of 



domestic service?" The other seemed almost 
suggestive of sunmier sales: "What are the 
economic reasons, for the prevalence of 
'fashion' in modern society?" The old-fash- 
ioned ;,p.crson, however, Avould scarcely have 
time to enjoy this touch of apparent frivolity 
before meeting with stern economics once 
more in the question that immediately fol- 
lows on the inequality in the wages of men 
arid wpineii. 

The technical ring in the title "Sanitary 
Science and Applied Hygiene" is naturally 
justified in the theoretical paper set on the 
subject, and, reading it, one is impressed by 
the knowledge required of the student on 
matters relating: to healthy child-life, to public 
health legislation, to the influences of hy- 
giene on human efficiency,, besides the prac- 
tical knowledge required of systems of yisri- 
tilation, lighting:, etc. But the applied, paper 
on th'c "same subject is open to the comprehen- 
sion even of the lav mind, and one can im- 
agine that it migh.t make many a householder 
insist upon his daughter's name being entered 
at once on the books of King's college. The 
most obdurate enemy of girls' higher educa- 
tion as thhs — "Detail the precautions to be 
taken to exclude flies from a house during the 
summer months, also the means to be adopted 
to destroy these insects, if they obtain ad- 
mittance." Or this : "What instructions would 
you give on methods of food preservation to 
an inexperienced cook?'' A whole history of 
modern domestic life is summed up in the 
latter half of this second question: "How 
would you endeavor to facilitate her practice 
of your orders?" Ce'rtainly, if the ability to 
do this can be acc|uircd by the wonyen stu- 
dents at King's College, none.;of the old fo- 
geys should be found raising ''objections to 
the scheme, modern though it- is. 

One feels all this more forcibly still on 
turnin/- to the practical part of the same ex- 
amination. An essay required; oil "The chemi- 
cal and physical problerns' insolved in the or- 
dinary washing of linen and flannel" — ;is 
"elbowgrease" a chemical or a physical prob- 
lem, by the way? — assumes real importance 
when taken in. connection Avith the two parts 
of the Housewifer}- and I.Yaundry paper, in one 
of which the student is told to "prepare a 
scourer, a polisher, and a grease absorbent," 
and in the other to "wash and finish • the 
specimen articles provided in- white calico, 
natural wool and colored silk." ,Ari4 uade^ix-, 
ing the • acddemic twording of 'the ■ cdokei^y" pa- • 
per may be found more than one important' 
truth. There is all the difference wc know 
so well between a French 'ragout' and the 
khaki-colored production called "hash" in 
the. two chemical conditions mentioned in the 
words: "Show by two processes in cookery 
how the nutritive constituents of a piece of 
meat niay be (a) extracted, (b) retained." 
And to prepare and cook potatoes, carrots, 
peas and beans "by 'the method you consider 
best adapted to preserve their color, flavor 
and soluble constituents" seems to suggest, 
the right chemical reason whj^ home-riiade 
■ green pea soup is to rarely green and so rare- 
ly soluble. 

If any one of these papers can be called 
more characteristic than another of the 
King's College scheme in its ^kvider applica- 
tion it would certainly be the applied chemis- 
try paper, dealing as it docs with such de- 
tails as the chemistry of vinegar and its suit- 
abihty for pickling purposes, with the quality 
of different fabrics, with tne impurities in 
milk or washing soda, with the componeiit 
parts of food substances. A visit to the labor- 
atory during term time will confirm this. A 
lecturer who takes cloth stained with red 
ink, and begins by conveying a practical hint 
as to the advisability of transferring some of 
the stains to a piece of rag in order to experi- 
ment upon it, confirms instantly one's an- 
cient belief that the man's place is the home. 
Other human touches are also apparent' at 
such a science lecture— the final admission on 
the part of the lecturer, for example, that the 
only way to extract this particular stain is to 
use'chemicals of a forbidden strength ancl to 
risk destroying the fabric, which is a distinct 
score for the average washerwoman who, Avith- 
out anv diploma at all, has long arrived at a 
similar conclusion.

It is to 
tell tlie lumberman how best to carry 
on tlieir business, to sliow the farm- 
ers the great -work that forests do in 
preservin.i? the rivers an(i streams and 
to tell tile government what are the 
best laws to make in order to preserve 
the forests that the forestry commis- 
sion is getting men who have studied 
the subject to give evidence before 
them. 

Turkey and Cireece are read.v to 
quarrel about the island of Crete. This 
l;irge island lies off the coast of Asia 
Alinor. It is IGO miles long but Ir- 
regular, varying from ten to tliirly-livo 
miles In widtii. It contains about 
200,000 people. As you will see, Crete 
is smaller than Vancouver Island hut 
contains many more jieople. Its his- 
tory goes back a long, long time. More 
than .-i thousand years before the liirth 
of Christ the jieople of Crete worship- 
ped Ju|)lter and S;iturn and many 
other of the gods of whom sucli 
strange and . often sucli beautiful 
stories are told. Tlie great Greek poet 
Homer wrote about the island and Its 
peojile. In later years it was part of 
tlie lioman Kmplre. • It changed hands 
many times and was at last coiitiuered 
bj the Turks after a struggle lasting 
twenty-four years. Btit the people, 
most of whom are Graeks, were nevin' 
satlslled with Turkish rule. For many 
years the great powers of Europe have 
had it under their protection. They 
have been forced to Interfere to pre- 
vent'the Turks from persecuting their 
Christian subjects. Now' the people 
of C!rete declare that they will become 
part of the kingdom of Greece. It ap- 
pears Greece has given them encour- 
agement and Turkey threatens to go 
war with Its neiglitior and old enemy 
Greece. This the iirotecting powers, 
Great Britain. Ilnssla, Italy an<l 
France, will not allow if tliey can help 
it. Tliey will force Crete to pull down 
the Greek Hag. But it Turkey and 
Greece ni-e determined to go to v/ar 
they win find some other excuse. 

Unlike these Kuropean countries, 
the parts of the liritlsli Kmpire are 
very widely separated. C;inada, Axia- 
tralla, New ^eiil;uid and .Soutli Africa 
are .self-governing I'olonles, each lar- 
ger than tile Jlother Country and each 
composed of separate; states. A gre;it 
jilaii is bel:i.g made by which all of 
tliese widely separated dominions 
sliall Join together to form one great 
army and navy to defend the Empire. 
Already tlie conference has settled on 
I-ord Kitchener will be at the head, 
a:id the same sort of traiiiing will he 
given to the men In the colonies as in 
tlie Jlother Country. General French 
will come to Canada to make the 
lilans here. I^ord Kitchener Is in Aus- 
tralia. It must bo remembered, how- 
ever, that these are only iilans. Ail 
the colonies and Great 13ritaln Itself 
are sol f-;,-overning, and iiothi;ig will 
be (lon<; wllhnut the consent of the 
peoiile. The iil.-ins for the navy are 
not HO easily made. All the colonies 
have voliinteors, but only Groat Bri- 
tain has a navy, and It Is hard to see 
how each colony can best help In jiro- 
viding for its own defence.

: Jt-,X la more than.-, > fotty-t'wo yea rs 
since' the parliament of England pass- 
'ed the British North America Act, 
which joined the four provinces of 
Quebec, Ontario, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia Into the Dominion ol^ 
Canada. If you look at your map you 
will be surprised 'to see how small a 
r)art of Canada you know this now is. 
Under Confederation Canada has pros- 
pored in the most wonderful way and 
is now growing at a far faster rate 
than ever before. 

Last Monday the same parliament 
passed a still more wonderful act. This 
imitod the provinces of Cape Colony 
Natal, Orange River State and tlio 
Transvaal Into one South African 
Confederation. It is not ten years 
slnca .the .Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony -wore at war with England. 
This was only the end of a long 
quarrel between the Dutcli and Eng- 
lish. Now, tlie power of self-govern- 
ment is given to the colonies and the 
statesmen of, England have :no fear 
of their .loyalty. 

It must not be thought, . however, 
that South Africa is ' like Canada. 
The white men, Britishers and IBoers 
tngetlier, are only a small part ot the 
population. Most ot tlie people are 
negroes. These are of manj' Iriiies. 
Vor tlie most part the blacks are un- 
educated. But some of the tribes are 
very ' intelligent. Unlike the Indians 
of Canada, the negroes do npt die out 
as the white men settle, among tliem. 
So the South African'-' gqyornment 
will 'havo . to carp ; for therri-.-ag -well 
as for the men of their ow« race. In 
forty ycfirs it Is hot likely that it will 
be easy to .toll the English : from • tlie 
Boors In Pretoria or' Bloemfontein. 
Tliat: by their union they will form a 
strong and sturdynatipn, able; to rule 
themselves and to. protect and'. uplift 
the' black men settled' amon'g them, is 
.what all who love- the British; empire 
will' hope. , , , ' 




The boys and gli'ls of Russia, some 
of wliom our artist has drawn for iis 
here, are very lovable little people. 
i-"ull of (|ulet fun and merriment, they 
can see a joke even if it be against 
themselves,, and seldom (puirrel. When 
they ilo they are ready to make' it up 
ugain, and forget as well as forgive. 

If you meet tliem first out of doors 
la winter-time you might think them 
rather like small brown hears. For 
six months of tlu: .\ ear It is winter in 
Riisslii, iuid the cold is so Intense tluu 
many clothes, and thosi^ of the warm- 
est description, must alwa.ys lie worn 
In tile open air. The little girls are 
wrajijied in furs, witli warm, close- 
fitting hoods: the boys wear long, 
thick overcoats with sealskin caps 
tied over their ears; and both Ijoys 
and girls iiave fur-lined bo(]ts and 
sometimes reacli almost t<3 their 
knees. If they went out InsuiUclently 
clad their toes or fingers would lie 
frost-bitten — or even, jierhaps, their 
noses' Tills liaiipens sometimes in 
spite of all their care, and then the 
poor little nose, which has gone quite 
white and dead-looking, must bo rub- 
bed briskly with snow to restore the 
circulation, lest It should fall off. 

There Is no lingering in cold weather 
at the street corners to see wliat the 
pedlar has brought, though at other 
times the children gather round him 
with wide-open eyes. .Ml kinds of 
treasures are to he found in that 
deep box of his — sliinimering beads of 
crystal and amber, gay-colored hand- 
kerchiefs, and (iiialnt little bowls of 
silver and beaten brass. He carries 
glass-stopjiereu bottles, too, and 
Iva:i's toothache Is often cured by a 
drop of ruby iiauid from one of these. 

It is always warm inside Russian 
houses, however bitter It may be out- 
side, for there are double windows 
and huge stoves. The former are 
made so that fuie si't oin-iis outwards 
and tlie oilier Inwards, Durln.g winter 
these are tightl.v closed, the rooms be- 
ing aired by vasistas — panes in eacli 
window like little doors, whlcii can be 
swung liack at will. When o;ie of 
these' is ojiened tiie cold air rushes in, 
and. freezing the moisture In the 
warm air there already, leaves little 
heaps of snow and hoar frost on books 
and toys ;uid furniture. 

The luige brick stoves reach almost 
to the celling, and are ofte:i kejit 
alight by rich peojile day and night. 
I In the huts of die inoujlks, or peas- 
I ants, where fowls "live with the 
I family." and shaggy dogs are etiiuilly 
i at home, the top of the stove is a 
j favorite sle(^i)ins-place for the little 
j ones, who otherwise ha\'e bunks, or 

siielves, against the wall, 
i One <iC the llrst things that you 
I would notice In a Russian house, once 
i you had got over the strangeness of 
sei'lng no fire, would be the samovar, 
or liusslaii tea-urn. This looks quite 
ordinary outside, but tn its centre Is a 
cylinder of burning charcoal, which 
keeps the water boiling for as long as 
it Is renuirod. Little folks in Russia 
are as fond of tea drinking as tlielr 
elders, and do not seem to mind liow 
hot it Is. Instead of pouring It into 
cups as we do, the Tlusslans serve It 
111 lo-.ig glasses, with thin slices of 
lemon floating on the top, and a sugar 
stick on a little tr.-iy beside them. 
Most Russian lioys lireak off a lump 
from the stick of sugar, and tuck this 
under tlielr tongues, but their more 
particular sisters hold their tea glass 
in one hand anrt their sugar stick In, 
the other, sipping and tasting each In 
turn. ' 

During the winter sledging is a 
great pa:-,tlnie, and the frozen snow is 
the scene of many a r.aeo. The boy Is 
allowed to drive his own sleigh, his 
feet warml.v shod In huge top boots, 
and his small dark head all but c.'C- 



tinguishcd in a heavy fur cap, is very 
proud of himself. ; A favorite indoor 
game with Russian children Is "Blind 
.Man's Buff.' 'J'h'ey play, it just as we 
do, but the "blind man" carries a 
stick, which he thrusts most yigorbus- 
ly into every corner, and when he has 
made a cajiture, feels his vletlni's 
face with It until he can guess his 
nainel I sliould he ver.v much sur- 
prised if a few "Oils" and "Abs" did 
not help him to gue.ss quickly! 

The summer is ;is hot as the winter 
Is cold, iiiid tli<! little folks spend all 
the time tliey can In the open air. 
When It Is still very early in tlie 
morning the jieasant girls start work- 
ing in tile fields, for every moment is 
lireeious now it they are to reaj) good 
harvests. Later on in the day they 
may linger for a few moments beside

the well. Their picturesque gowns 
and gail.v colored kerchiefs, tied over 
their lieads and knotted under their 
chins, are most becoming, and tlielv 
gi.'iille, iialienl faces are very ))leasani 
to see. 'flieir lives are ver.v hard ones, 
and f('^v of our English iieasants 
would lie as contented as they are on 
rye bread, and cabbage, which they 
preserve for the winter, ' after allow- 
ing it to ferment. 

Some of the peasant girls go i;ito 
service, and the little maids who wait 
on Russian fanillies are much more 
comely to look at than ours. Their 
loose-sl(}eved white ■ cotton shirts are 
embroidered in crimson, and tlii' short 
striped shirt tliey wear under the 
green baize aprons fastened round 
their waists may lie a ml.xture of 
pink and green, and scarlet arid ma- 
genta. Under this,- ag;a;ini.-..a , white" 
stiff petticoat is -n'orn, and .their, toi- 
lets are completed by rows of color- 
ed beads wound round the' throat. 

Their brothers aro scarcely so at- 
tractive, for they care as little as our 
own "East-Enders" for personal ap- 
pearance, and you would laugh to see 
how a young moujilf gcnerall.v washes 
himself" Sometimes lie forgets it al- 
togetlior, but now and then as he en- 
ters ills parents' hut he tips the earth- 
en vessel ,tliat liangs from th(> roof, 
so that a few drops of water fall on 
Ills hands. With this he gives his 
face a' "liek," much as the cat does, 
and dries It on ills shU't. j Once a week, 
howe\'cr — generally on. a Saturday — 
he has a proper bath. Every village 
Has a bath liouso, and both big and 
llttlo.moujIK-s think It a great luxury 
to be "boiled and steamed." Hot and 
cold -water ai'o then thrown over their 
naked bodies, and if It lie winter-time 
they go and roll In the snow. If you 
could hens their shout.'! of giee you 
would kiio'.v how much they were en- 
Joying themselves, and for one day. at 



least they are as 'dean as thoy can be. 

The happiest times for the chil- 
dren of Russia, jierhaps, are tlio many 
fea.st days for these arc always iioli- 
days. One that comes in tlie CLirlv 
summer is called "The Feast of thi; 
Forty Martyrs," and on thtit day every 
one eats queer little cakes in the form 
oC birds, with currants for eyes. This 
Is in memory of ■ the legend , 'Which 



on the woods and'' fields, and- 'the- 
long, bare boughs of the "roat trees 
moan drearily in the wind, these 
fairies are supposed to flee to the 
homes of men for refuge, 'fhcre, the 
Russians tell you, they behavo lllco 
mischievous pi.xies, doing all the dam- 
age that they can. In the mills, ' for 
instance, they are said to set fire to 
^he wooden machinery If tho miller

tells how a flock ot compassionate 
larks carried food to the forty mar- 
tyrs- imprisoned In .some deep clun- 
_geon, thus savin'g' li^eni from a paiii- 
'ful dcatli by slow starvation. 

•Eaator is- the greatest feast day of 
all, and lioys and girls take part in 
it with tlielr elders. ' At midnight on 
Easter eve a hymn is sung, and the 
cliureh doors are flung wide open. 
Bolls peal joyfully, and lights are 
blazing; as the priest passes through 
the. crQw4. ' swinging his censor of In- 
censej^tite' peoiile''"eiribrace and shout 
for joy. " Thousands of Easter eggs 
pass from hand -to hand, and these are 
as dainty to look, at as some are de- 
licious to eat.' When the time comes' 
for dancing — and tlioro is always a 
great deal ot this on feast days — small 
girls and grown-up women play tam- 
bourines and three-stringed guitars, 
or Balalaikas; they play piiies and 
llutes. 

In Samarkand there are dancing 
l)o.vs called "batchas." To Europeans 
tlieir dancing seems heavy and ex- 
pressionless, but they are very popti- 
lar with their own countrymen. The 
gipsy dancers, or tsiganes, are 'very 
graceful and pretty to watch. They 
wear long leather knee boots of the 
same bright color as their siiort 
skirts and jackets, and as they whirl 
round to the wild strains of the Tartar 
music their steiis grow swifter and 
swifter, while thoy sway their lithe 
bodies as softly as a field of wheat 
ripples and bends in a summer wind. 

As you will guess from its immense 
size, and the many tribes who liiid a 
liome there, Russia contains many 
strange little folk as well as lovable 
ones. .-Xniong theao are tho children 
of the Kalmucks, an Asiatic tribe 
from the steppes of the Altai moun- 
tains. The I'Caimucks are famous for 
their splendid horses, of which they 
possess almost countless numbers. 
Their babies are taught to ride from 
their very cradles, for bars of wood 
are fixed' across them so that they 
iiia>' set astrkle before they can even 
wall;. I.^y twelve years old, and often 
long before this, tliey are perfect 
horsemen; but I am sorry to say tliat 
many of the boys are bow-legged, 
from having learnt to ride so soon. 
The little girls are sent to work in tho 
fieid.s, and in tho distance their gaudy 
turVians make them look like heavy- 
headed popples with very thick stalks. 

The Circassians, who live beside 
the great Caucasus mountains, are a 
famous race, and their ' boys are 
brave and fearless. The national 
costume is ver.v jiicturesquo; the 
tcherkc^ska — a coat with long, hang- 
ing sleeves lliat are usually turned 
hacU — is richly embroidered, and fas- 
tened across the chest by a large 
iiuniljer 'if minute, thread-woven but- 
tons. Emliroldered leather or cloth 
gaiters are worn over half -shoos, or 
sandals, und the usual headgear Is 
a "pajiach" — ;i round sheeiiskln cap 
with a cloth top. 

The little folk of Russia are great 
believers in fairies. There are wood 
spirits and water spirits, mysterious 
elves who live in the. thickest clusters 
of the forest loaves, or In the delicate 
bells of flowers that bloom on tho 
vast plains, or tundras. There are 
others too, that haunt the banks of 
rivers and tossing lakes. These have 
bright green hall;,, and are -'something 
like our mermaids, only '• far more 
weird. 

When winter lays Us iron hand t 



but turns his .baclt for a moment; and 
on every side you hear of their dar-' 
ing. At a ceremony of tlic Greek 
Church, called "The Blessing of the 
Waters," a hole is made In the glit- 
tering ice and the priest commands 
all elves and fairies to plunge into the 
steel-blue waters, which are soon 
frozen over again— there to remain 
until the spring comes round and they 
are once more set free. In some Rus- 
sian nurseries thoy whisper the story 
of a tender- hearted .little maiden ^^ycho ,■. 
fle-vv to ■ th^e' Tesoue of a water'^ nymph '' 
and ,'was ^ dragged 'deep down to ''the 
bottom of the lake by' her golden hair. 
This Is why, when the ceremony of 
"Blessing the waters" Is taking place, 
tho .peasant mothers cover, their chil- 
dren's ears so that they may not hear 
the fairies' cries. 

Winter is a very liard time for the 
peasant children ot this vast country. 
Food is scarce, and often their parents 
cannot keep the, big stove burning; 
so their poor, .wee, hands, and feet^aro. 
numbed with cold. Btit, to Bplte""Of

this, you would seldom find merrier 
little people — tiiey iangii and sing in- 
stead of crying; perliaiis because their 
tears would freeze before they could 
wipe them away! But they huddle, to- 
gether like llttlo birds in a chilly 
spring, and If Father is not too "weary 
to tallc when he comes homo, he: tells 
them wonderful folk-tales ' of . queer 
beasts and " still queerer men who In- 
habit the mountain caves. 

It is only In winter, however, when 
tiiey cannot work in the' fields , that 
some ot the peasant girls go to- school. 
It tills be too far oft for them to re- 
turn home every evening, they are air 
lowed to stay at the school-house, 
their parents sending with them ah 
allowance ot hard rye bread and pre- 
served cabbage sufficient for the week. 
At a few of the schools they learn 
sncli useful things as beekeeping, 
gardening, and various trades. As a 
rule there Is only : one teacher to 
twenty-seven-, pupils, .' but the' order, la 
exoellont, and a complaint Is seldom 
heard. The laces made by some of 
the elder girls are very beautiful, and 
we need not be surprised at this when 
wo learn that thev borrow their pat- 
terns from tlie hoar frost on the win- 
dow panes, or tlie tracery of the bare 
boughs against tho sky. — Lilian Gark, 
in;.;"L.lttle' Folks.". . . 
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Of all the battles of the Peninsular War, 
Talavora was — with the possible exception of 
Albuera — the most bitterly contested and the 
most bloody in proportion to the numbers 
engaged. It is probable that the stress on, the 
jC.5?mbatantSj;t|W^^^ intense at Tala- ■ 

vera, '"if 1^' certain that the greater battle , 
left on the British troops there present' as deep' 
an impression of desperate uphill fighting, and 
of disaster barel}-^ avoided, as /did the "less. 
Albuera, terrible as were its losses, was but a 
sudden clash lasting for under two hours on 
a stormy May morning. Talavera was a long- 
drawn contest, when the army lay in line of 
Ijattle for two days under a blazing July sun, 
with weary hours of starvation and sunstroke 
between its earlier episodes and the fierce final 
assault on the second afternoon. Of the dia- 
rists who described it. mc^ny speak of the time 
of waiting as no less trying thafl the moments 
of actual conflict. 

Historians often \\'rite of Talavera as a 
victory without results, a useless waste of 
blood. This is to misconceive its meaning en- 
tirely. In one sense it was the battle which 
.settled the whole after-course of the Penin- 
sular War. It was Sir Arthur Wellesley's 
first and last experiment' in the way' of co- 
operating on equal terms with a Spanish col- 
league and a Spanish army. Had his expe- 
riences been different in Jul.v, 1809, he would 
have fought out the rest of the war on an- 
other scheme — with what results who car. say? 
lint the experiment was one that he was ab- 
solutcl}' forced to make. Having chased 
Soult out of Portugal in May. he found him- 
self Avith a free Iiand and an arm}' flushed 
with victory and yearning for greater tri- 
umphs. It was little over 20,000 strong, but 
such a force ("as he and every other English- 
man then opined) might be enough to turn the 
course of the Peninsular struggle. The French 
had been thrown upon the defensive by the 
outbreak of the Austrian war, which cut off 
all their reinforcements and compelled the 
Emperor to order his marshals in Spain to 
"mark time" until the pressing danger on the 
Panube was oVer. Like every . one else, 
■jvVelleslcy undervalued tlie numbers of the 
French troops in Spain ; he had no ,means of 
cpntradicting the. .fallacious but plausible esti- 
mates of the strength of the enemy which 
were sent to him by his allies. They prom- 
ised him the co-operation of two large and 
enthusiastic armies if he would consent to 
join them in a concentric march on Madrid. 
He could not refuse, for he shared, in a meas- 
ure, the misconception of the situation which 
was general. Tliose readers of The Times 
"SVho follow day by day the cuttings from its 
issues of 1809 will notice thati public opinion 
in England believed that the French were 
'few. in numbers and disheartened in spirit. It 
•was openl)^ said that, if the least pressure 
were applied, they would evacuate jNIadrid 
and retire to take up a defensive position be- 
hind the Ebro. At the same time the strength 
and still more the efficiency of the Spanish 
armies of Estremadura and La Mancha were 
exaggerated. It wab said that they would 
almost suffice by themselves to expel King 
Joseph from ]\Iadrid, and that Great Britain 
would be shamed forever if Wellesley's army 
did not join them in the forward march. The 
Times' extracts arc full of such matter, and 
till the moment when the news that the Brit- 
ish army had advanced fr'^ni Portu.gal came 
to hand injurious comments on the supposed 
lethargy of its commanders were rife. 

The Spanish Generals 

Wcllesley know that he was making an 
experiment when he consented to join the 
army of Cucsta in Ihc march on Madrid. lUit 
experiments ha'i'c to be maf.le in war, and this 
one was well worth tryin,!^. If the Spanish 
generals were as capal:)le as they were hopeful, 
if their troops were as eminent as they were 
patriotic, the numbers brought to bear upon 
the etieray ought to have sufficed for the task 
undertaken. By July 24, however, Wellesley 
was already a wiser and a sadder man. The 
Spanish colleague whom he had met was al- 
ready a source of terror to him. Cuesta was 
liatriotic enou.gli', and liis courage was well 
]n'Oved, but his want of cainicily was only 
equalled by his want of confidence in his ally. 
The English officers who studied his conduct 
during the Talavera campaign attributed his 
irrational movements and his hopeless imprac- 
ticability to a mere mixture of arrogance and 
stupidity. They were wrong; he had fonned 
a theory that Wcllesley was intriguinp with 
the Junta in order to get the command over 
the Spanish armies transferred- to himself, and 
his actions were really the result of jealousy 
and suspicion. This was why he refused to 
listen to an}' suggestion made to him, however 
reasonable, and invariably discovered reasons 
for taking some opposite course. Meanwhile 
there- were grave reasons for believing that 
, the,.'Cq;:QperatiQjit of the othsr Spanish army, 
Ith'at ojE '''V'enegas from La Mancha, was not 
being managed in the way that had been set- 
tled. Cuesta was as jealous of Venegas as he 
was of Wcllesley, and Venegas had plans of 
his own, to which he sacrificed the general 
welfare of the cainpai.tTn. A» further ])oint, 
most important of all, remained to be discov- 
ered: What was the fighting value of the 
Spanish arthics? Wellesley hoped for the 
best. . 'Their troops are ill-c!othed, but well 
armed ; the officers seem to take pains with 
their discipline; some of the corps of infantry 
are certainly good, and the horses of the cav- 
alry arc in good condiiion." But fighting- 
value is only discovered on the field. 

The incidenvs of the tlirce days which prc- 
cede'd the 27th had beeii^/full of evil omens, 
\ ■ 



On the 24th Cuesta had marched forward 
alone, despile of all the entreaties made to . 
him to halt till, the British army had collect- 
ed food, supplies for a .few .days. The Jiinta 
had promised to prpyide foir Wellesley's com- 
,missariat,,.Ui^angem so managed 

affaifs^^tliat' it was already starving on half- 
rations : even so, there Avas not bread enough 
in its magazines to carry it forward for the 
80 miles of road that lie between Talavera de 
la Reina and iladrid. Two days later the arm_v 
of Estremadura had fallen back headlong upon 
Wellesley's camp, with tlje.'.;\vhole ' of the 
French troops that lay in NeW''Gastile,in pur- 
suit. For Venegas, Cuesta^s untrustworthy 
colleague in command of the other Spanish 
army, that of La Mancha, had by persistent 
disobedience of orders allowed the corps of 
Sebastiani to escape from his neighborhood 
unnoticed, though the one role that he hftd 
been told off to play was that of detaining 
this force in his front. The h'rench command- 
ers with whom the allies had to do, Victor, 
Jourdan, and Sebastiani, were none of them 
great generals, but they were high-spirited, 
fighting men, and Avhen the advance of 
Wellesley and Cuesta had pronounced itself, 
their one thought had been to collect every 
available man and fight a pitched battle for 
the defence of Madrid. They would not even 
stop to allow of the arrival on the scene of 
Soult", with the army evicted two months be-, 
fore' from Portugal, who had written to Say 
that he was concentrating at Salamanca, and 
would descend on,. to the rear of tl^e Anglo- 
Spanish army via'Plasencia on July 27. Hav- 
ing left Venegas utterly unopposed, and 
drawn out the last available man from the 
garrison of IMndrid, the French had come 
down upon Cuesta with a force of .:i7,ooo men, 
and driven him back in disoider upon his col- 
league; tlic state of disarray iii which the 
Spanish army arrived at Talavera caused 
gloom}' forebodings as to their conduct. in the 
oncoming battl^e. ' 

The Position of the Allies 

For Wcllesley had determined to fight, and 
had chosen his ground. The position was 
less well marked tlian most of those which 
he selected for his later battles. It is about 
three miles long from end to end ; the south- 
ern flank of it was protected bv' the Ta.gus 
and the town of Talavera, Avith olive groves 
and enclosures set thickly , at pund it. The 
northern end was formed by a steep hill, the 
Cerrb de Medellin; but between the town and 
the hill Avas a mile and a 'half "of open' level 
field, AA'hose front was defined rather than cov- 
ered by the Postina brook, a miserable runlet 
Avhich had dried up under the suinmer sun into 
a series of stagnant pools. In this vulnerable 
part of the line the only ot)Stacle opposed to 
the eneni}' Avas a hastily constructed earth- 
work thrown up in front of a farm named the 
Pajar de Vergena, in which six British and six 
Spanish guns had been placed. But for half 
a mile on each side of the redoubt there was 
no obstacle, natural or artificial, opposed to 
the enemy. The Spanish army — about 28,006 
foot and 6,000 horse — formed the right Aving 
of the allied army; it Avas strongly posted in 
the tOAvn and in the walled gardens north of 
it, and only the battalions just to the right of 
the redoubt were destitute of cover. The 
British on the left held the Cerro de Medellin 
and the open giiound to the sourh of it, as 
far as the redoubt. Wellesley had just over 
20,000 men in line, of which 3,000 were cav- 
alry. He and Cuesta, therefore, Avhen joined 
outnumbered the 47,000 French by some 
7,000' men — a sufficient balance to make vic- 
tory sure if the Avhole allied army had been 
equal in efficifcncy. 

The ruling mind in the French canip Avas 
the fierce and lieadstron.g Marshal Victor, 
Avho persistently overruled both liis nominal 
commander, King Joseph, and Marshal Jour- 
dan, Joseph's cautious chief of the staff. Vic- 
tor had never met the British troops before, 
and was determined to strike hard against an 
enemy whom he despised. He was set upon 
bringing on a decisive battle, for if it Avere 
delayed Venegas and the army of La Mancha, 
Avho had no "containing force" Avhatever op- 
posed to them, might sci/e i\ladrid within a 
few days. Hence came the haste and reckless 
fitfy of the I'-rench attack. Its opening phase 
Avas not discouraging to him ; coming suddenly 
upon Mackenzie's British division, Avhich was 
lying in observation at the farm of Casa de 
Salinas, three miles in front of 'Welle.sley's 
chosen position, he turned it on both flanks 
with superior numbers and drove it back, in 
some disorder and Avith severe loss,, into . itr, 
place in the line. This skirmish happened in 
the early afternoon of the 27th; for the rest 
of the day. the French colunms Avere clearly 
visible, as they arrived in sucession and drcAV 
up in front of the allies. Their artillery 
pushed to the front and commenced a heavy 
fire, to cover the deployment of the army, 
while their cavalry felt the allied front closely. 
Theii.camc the incident which -was of all the 
events of "those" two days the one Avhich im- 
pressed itself most • strongly on Wellesley's 
liiind. Though the French advance was mere- 
ly a demonstration, a Spanish brigade to the 
right of the central rcdoid^t began firing Avild- 
ly", and a luoment later broke and fled to the 
rear, crying "Treason!" If the. ejiemy had 
not been too far off to take advantage of 'this 
causele8S-v„panic, the most diSastrgiiS">^^^^^ 
might iiavc' followed. Fortifiiat^clyi ' the'^'firobps 
to right and left kept steady. The gap in the 
line was' filled up from the reserve, and no 
evil consequences followed. But the fugitives 
fled broadcast to the rear; some plundered 
the British camp, and others did not stop till, 



they had reached Oropesa, 20 miles' from the 
field^-,; There^w^Qre, i,50O.imen, short Avhen the 
brigade ^as ' with ■ difficulty ra,llied. The 
troops were the rawest battalions' in Cuesta's 
army — but what, could Wellesley expect next 
da}"-, if any part of the allied fprce.;COuld so 
behave? Vi' i;- ^ 

The Night Attack [ 
Victor had hastily surveyed the hostile 
position as the dusk fell, and had made up his 
mind as to his . tactics. The centre of the 
Anglo-Spanish line, in the open plain, Avas 
the.^Ayeakiest . and most accessible part of the 
grdiitid-that he had to assail. But the Cerro 
de ■ Medellin, th|? ,3teep, bald hill , on, its ex- 
treme left, was t'he'^^ key to the whole. If this 
Avere captured the entire line could be rolled 
up, from left to right, Avithout difficulty. Tal- 
avera tOAvn, Avith its outer ring of Availed gar- 
dens and oHa'c groves, at the other end of the 
position, looked a much more formidable ob- 
stacle. The Marshal resolved to leave it se- 
A'erely alone. So, under cove of the dark, he 
drew out one of the three divisions of his 
corps, that of Ruffin, and at 9 o'clock -ordered 
it to storm the Cerro. So great, was his con- 
tempt for King Joseph that he does not aj)- 
pear to have thought it worth while to in- 
form his chief of his determination. 

There folloAved the first of the three com- 
bats Avhich forni the battle of Talavera — a 
Avild melee in the night betAveen troops Avhicli 
soon lost their bearings and got Aviklly inter- 
mixed. At the foot of the Cerro Wellesley's 
first line Avas formed by Loavc's brigade of 
the King's German Legion. Its outposts 
were badly placed,, and an .attack in the dark- 
ness had not been expected. Ruffin's col- 
umns ran right over the G.erraah brigade, 
which Avas sleeping in line of battle, rushed it 
to right and left, and took many prisoners. 
They then ascended the slope above, and the 
leading regiment actually croAvned it before 
Richard Stewart's brigade of Hill's division, 
the garrison of the hill-top, Avas ready to meet 
them. But many of fhe French columns lost 
their Avay in the dark; some never came into 
action; ^»id when' Hjll/ led on his two nearest 
battalions against those of the enemy who had 
reached the crest, , he Avas able to cast them 
doAvn by a supreme' effort. The rest melted 
away as they saAv the fiery line that marked 
the British front roll down the black hill side, 
and the "assault had failed. It had cost each ■ 
side about 400 men. 

The rest of the niglit Avas Avakefid ; it AA'as 
supposed that this partial attack Avas but the 
])relude to a general advance on the i)art of 
the French, and the Avhole allied army stood 
to arm.s. Several times hcaA'y firing was 
opened from one point or another, but it was 
aimc'd'at imaginaiy enemies, for Victor had 
learnt his lesson, and did not stir again. .But 
at daAvn it Avas clear that the real battle was 
at hand: on all sides the French had draAvn 
up close to the British line, and just at the 
foot of the Cerro de Medellin one lieaA'y col- 
unm of nine battalions Avas already on the 
moA'c. A formidable line of batteries crowned 
the Cerro de Cascajal, a lower rid.ge Avhich 
faced the Cerro de Medellin from the other 
side of the Postina.. brook. The second phase 
of the action Avas about to begin: both. King 
Joseph and Marshal Jourdan Avcre doubtful 
about the policy of risking a general action, 
but Victor had taken tlie initiative out of their 
hands b}' placing his corps so close to the 
British line that it could not easily be Avith- 
drawn without an enga.genient. He Told ihcui 
that he asked no more tlian tiiat, Avhcn his own 
divisions hatl carried the key to the cneiny's 
position, they should strike in on his left Avith 
the rest of the army. Jourdan says in his 
memoirs that if the King had refused Victor 
leave to advance, he and his chief of the staff 
Avould have been delated to Napoleon as co\v- 
ards by the excited marshal. 

The Second Day's Fighting 
At 5 in the morning Victor fliuig the nine 
battalions of Ruffin's division at the Cerro for 
the second time, telling them that Ihey Avere 
given the opportunity of repairin.g the shame 
(.if lliuir repulse on the previous ni.ght. Hut he 
hrul misjudged his enemy; Avhat had been pos- 
sible in the flark was impossible in the day- 
li.ght, Avhen the J.h'itish could see their assail- 
ants. There followed one of those engage- 
ments which were typical of the Peninsular 
War— an assault by columns on a Avell-ordered 
line— with its inevitable result. Hill allowed 
the French division to ascend the slope for 
some distance, and then bade his six bat- 
talions advance and open fire. The first voi- 
le}' brought the enemy lo a standstill and 
swept aAvay his whole front rank. The second 
niadc the columns stagger and reel. A bay- 
onet charge cast them doAvn the slope with a 
loss of 1,200 men, about a fourth of their 
i:trength. The second combat Avas over. 

But the third and the most formidable as- 
sault was yet to come. Hitherto ^there had 
been only two partial attacks; in the next 
phase the Avhole French army flung itself upon 
tile entire front of the British line. The fiery 
Victor had battled doAvn the opposition of 
Josei)li and Jom-dan for a seconil time. The' 
fault hitherto had been, he said, that he had 
been left unsupported; if the King Avould seiul 
Sebastiani and the 4th Corps against the al- 
lied centre, he Avould use his OAvn threeidiyi^- 
ions not only against the front of the'; allrim-,; 
portant Cerro, but also to turn it by the yel- 
ley on its left'. ' If such . an attack did nof.stic-* 
ceed "il fraudrait rcnonccr a faire la guerre.'' 
The Spanish arniy in the olive groves abotit 
Talavera Avas left unobserved save by a single 
cavalry regiment of 2,500 sabres. Thirty-five 
thousand men Avere flung against Wellington's 



20,000, which formed the left wing only of the 
allied army; • , ; ' , ' ' . 

The French Artillery ' " 

The Avhole morning passed aAvay as the 
French columns Avere shifting their positions, 
but long ere the infantry attack began a fear- 
ful artillery fire was opened against the Brit- 
ish-line. All the diarists Avho tell of the battle' 
describe this part of. the day as its most try- 
ing time. The alliied artilfery -was absolutely 
outnumbered and mastered; the infantry had 
to lie doAvn for hours on the 'bare slope of 
the Cerro, or the open 'ground south of it, un- 
able to fire a shot, since no enemy Avas Avith- 
in musket range, yet suffering heavy losses. 
The sun Avas blazing overhead ; the troops had 
been awake all night, and had received no 
rations in the morning. It Avas 2 o'clock be- 
fore the genetial advance came, and., when it 
did develop it was felt to be almost a relief 
after the intolerable Avaiting. This time all 
the French infantry save three brigades Avere 
sent forward: Sabastiani's tAvo divisions at- 
tacked the southern and Victor's three divis- 
ions the northern section of the British front. 
The fortunes of the attack varied at different 
points. On the extreme right Leval's Ger- 
man division came against Campbell's two 
brigades in and about the redoubt at the Pajar 
de_^Vergara. Here the attack never matde .any. 
headway: the'enemy, advancing through vines 
and scattered oHa-c groA'cs, reached the front 
in a confused mass, faltered Avhcn the fire of 
the British line began, and Avas 'tAvice re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. Finally, the German 
division quitted the field in disorder, leaving 
nearly all its artillery — 17 guns — behind it. 
Some of these Avere captured by a Spanish cav- 
alry regiment which made a handsome, charge 
on the enpmy's flank in the crisis of-othe at- 
tack. 

Far other was the fight . in ' the -lcehtre. 
Here the divisions of , Sebastiani and Lapisse 
assailed the British ' iifst divisiori; that of 
Sherbrooke, Avith a numerical superiority of 
about 16,000 to 6,000. Yet the first clash was 
faA'orable to the smaller force: the ground 
Avas open and Ica'cI, the fire of the line could 
play Avith full effect upon the gross masses 
that surged up against it. After a long ex- 
change of musketry the French ^front broke 
an.d :b,egan to fall back, i -"yVleHesley's • troops - 

'had' not yet fully learnt i the-^steadineSs^ that 

' %yas to be their.glory in later campaigns; "When 
the' enemy wavered Sherbrooke's division not 
only charged and drove them over the Pos- 
tina brook, but pursued them Avildly into the 
plain beyond, entirely AVithout orders, and con- 
trary to their chief's desire. Some of the ad- 
vancing battalions outstj-ipped others, grcaj; 
gaps appeared in the line, and suddenly the 
French reserves came doAvn to the rescue of 
their routed < front line. The result was in- 
evitable: Sherbrobk6's three brigades -were 
hurled in disorder back across the. stream and 
on to their old position. This: was the crisis 
of the battle: Wellesley had hardly any re- 
serves, and though he used cA'ery available 
man, .the route Avas only just repaired. The 
main stress fell on Mackenzie's brigade of the 
third division, Avhich received in line the at- 
tack of Sebastiani's men, Avho outnumbered 
them by more than three to one, and turned 
them back after a fusious musketry duel Avhich 
cost the three battalians engaged (the 2-24111, 
2-3ist, i-45th) 600 men out of 2,000 in the 
field. Further to the left the advance of L,a- 
pissc's division AA'as stayed by a flank attack 
made by the l-48th, a battalion Avhich Welles- 
ley brought doAvn in haste from the Cerro de 
McdelTin. When Sabastiani's columns broke 
up, Lapisse's regiments folloAved suit. The}' 
had just lost their general and 1,700 men in 
half an hour, and had no heart to hold on 
when the.if comrades to the left gave Avay. The 
battle was saved, but at fearful expense of life 
and after the .most , terrible risk. The honors 
of the day should go to the four battalions 
Avhose numbers have just Ijeen cited; it Avas 
they who struck the dccisiA'c stroke. Yet Wel- 
lesley made no mention of i\Iackenzie's brig- 
ade in' his despatch — its commander had been 
killed, no forma! report of its doings had been 
sent in, and they Avere unaccountably ignored. 

The real danger was over, yet one more 
episode of the battle had still to come. On 
the extreme right of the French line Victor 
had directed Riiffin's rallied division , and a 
brigade of Villatte's .to turn the Cerrb de 
l^edellijji by a circular march, and so outflank 
tlie extreme left of "Wellesley's position. The 
movement Avas made a.little too late to syn- 
chronize Avith the main fight in the centre, 
and the fighting began just after the attack 
on the centre had failed. The advancing col- 
umns found themselves heaVily cannonaded 
by the British guns on the Cerro dc Medellin, 
and faced by Wellesley's flank guard of tAVO 
brigades of British cavalr3^ To support these 
there earn e up a little later one division of 
Spanish infantry.iand.'<oriefP%§ga^^^ cavalry 
lent by'; Cuesta;- '"But'^tHese^^^^ little 
used; the fight in this quarter was settled by 
a Avild and bloody cavalry charge — a Balaclava 
in miniature. Wellesley ordered Anson's cav- 
alry brigade — the 23rd Light Dragoons and 
the 1st Hussars of the King's German Legion 
— to attack the advancing column. . They ad- 
vanced, but Averc throAvn into disorder by a 

; ;hidf)en ;; r^^ which lay across their path. 
;Neyer^^^^^ Avhile the Hussars charged one 
French square and Avere repulsed, the Dra- 
gpons, after failing to break atiothcr; swlept 

' .fiiu-ibusly through the French intervals, cut 
■"'through tAVO lines, of cavalry in support, and 
carried disorder to'tlie rear of the hostilp Aving. 
They Avere surrounded and cut to pieces — 
nearly .half the' regiment/perished. But they 



had stopped the attack for a precious half- 
hour, and when Ruffin heard that the divisions; ' 
further- down the line had beeh'sbeatbn, he' 
halted and retired. 

. A^ictor Avould gladly have attacked once 
more; he Avas literally foaming Avith rage. But 
this time King Joseph refused to be over-- 
ruled. He had lost over 7,000 men; there 
were only three intact infantry brigades, re- 
maining, and he'' refused to risk them in a 'last 
attack. But the retreat of the army Avas cov- 
ered by a furious cannonade, Avhich brought 
about a grastly incident long remembered by 
those Avho saAv the close of this bloody day. 
A large area of long dry grass on the slope 
beloAV the Cerro de Medellin took fire, from 
smouldering wadding fanned by the wind, and 
as the Avounded of =bpth sides lay; thick..ajTiong, 
it, many were scorched or smothered to death' 
by the short^but fierce corif lagiration' that" ran- 
along the hillside. 

So ended the da}'. It was not a very 'en- 
couraging one for Wcllesley: he was victori- 
ous, but at fearful cost — of his 20,000 men no 
fewer than 5,300 Avere killed, Avounded, or 
missing. The troops had fought gloriously, 
yet ilic battle had nearly been lost, and that 
because no adequate support had been given 
by the allied army — far outnumbering "Welles- 
ley's owii — which lay beside him 'in line of 
battle. Twenty-five thousand Spaniards had 
not fired a shot ; they had been "contained" 
all day by 2,500 French dragoons. And the 
reason for their immobility Avas .simply that 
Cuesta could not trust his raAv troops in the 
open ; if he had tried to disentangle them from 
the olive groves in Avhich they stuck fast, 
they AA'Ould haA'c fallen into disorder. Welles- 
ley realized precisely the situation, and he 
swore that -he would neverj again give battle 
with" a Spanish . cblleague in" eciual command 
at his side,;inoriSulJoi:dinate his movements to; 
the needs, of': Spanish strategy. The Avar for 
the next two years meant for him the defence 
of Portugal; as far as he was concerned the 
Spaniards must shift for themselves, It Avas 
a- liafd resolve-; biit :a'>mbs't jii'6tifiablc';b'n^ .

The Chinese are invariably courteous and 
..considerate if ybu" take them the right way. 
Superstition, 'of cbti'i-se^'is '<leeply engrafted in 
their natures, and a kind; tif kismet policy, 
after the mannfer of the Tui-ks, takes posses-; 
sion of them, so' that whatever' is gbfrig tahapr 
pen will happen, and there the matter ehds,^-.:?!- 

Battling against fate for a Chinaman ' is 
sheer Avastc of time, and he simply bows his 
head to the inevitable. Take, for example, 
says the Shanghai Mercury, the strict atten- 
tion, or rather the devotion, that is paid to 
feng-shui on the Yangtze. Feng-shui is; the 
superstition that determines good site or local- 
ity, and if a toAvn oh the Yangtze; has hot a 
good feng-shui trade' will- not cbmc' to 'it; and 
it will be ruined. 

A toAvn named Pei-Shih had its pagoda in 
the Avrong place not far enough down the 
river. The result was that all traffic which 
should haA'e come to it Avas SAvept past, and 
Pei-Shih Avas left out in the cold. All the talk 
in the world Avould not convince the Pei-Shih 
folk, that the depressio.n could arise from any 
other cause than that of- a bad feng-shui, s6 
they pulled the pagoda down and built an- 
other one in the supposed right spot. So far 
prosperity has not returned to Pei-Shih, 
though /he inhabitants live in hope. 

The city of Wanshien, on the other hand, 
has a perfect feng-shui, two fine pagodas, one 
a thousand feet high, beloAv the toAvn, Avhile 
Wanshien itself is very prosperous. The fact 
that Wanshien is situated in a most fertile 
valley, -where Avheat, barley and the poppy 
flbunsh abundantly, while Pei-Shih is barteti 
and miserable, does not concern the inhabi- 
*'tants of these places so much as the feng-shui 
site. This' absurd idea in the Chinese mind is 
only one of thousands like it.~
